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TRANSLATOR'S PREFACE. 








THE Emperor Jilaleddeen Mahommed 
Akber, to whofe regulations for the go- 
rėrnment of Hindoftan and patronage of 
:& author, the world is indebted for the 
allowing Work, was the fixth in defcent 
om Timur, known in Europe by the 
ame of ‘Tamerlane. He was born in 
-merkote in A. D. 1542; was proclaimed 
smperor jn 1556, being then thirteen folar 
years and four months old; and he died in 
Agra in 1605, mged fixty-three years and 
one day, having reigned forty-nine years 
ight months and one day. His body lies 
nterred in a magnificent maufoleum in the 
'metery of Secundra, ncar that city. 
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He was univeríally efteemed a great an 
a good prince; and was very fuccefsfu 
having in his reign made feveral conqueftts 
and reduced to obedience almotft all Hin 
doftan, which had revolted under his fathe 
and predeceflor Hemaioon. 


It is needleís for me here to enter into: 
detail of the excellencies of Akber's govern, 
ment, as his political talents and unremittin 
attention to the happinefs of his fubjects wil 
beft appear from the regulations he eftab 
lifhed in every department of the empire 
Nor fhould it be contidered as a weak par 
of his character, tha. 
garded as one who was under the influen, 
of «divine inipiration, fince it is not ui 
reafonable to tuppofe that his motives f 
endeavouring: to inculcate this notion we 
purely political. 








His hiftory has been written with grea 
elegance and precifion by his vizier Abir 
fazcl, down to the forty-1teventh year of tk 
reign ; at which period that great man trije 
murdered by tome banditti, on his return 
trom the Deccan., ə» hither he had been de 
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puted by the Emperor upon fome weighty 
bufinefs. Abulfazel’s hiftory was publifhed 
under the title of AKBERNaAMEH, to which 
the AYEEN AKBERY is a kind of fupple- 
ment although in itíclf a complete work. 


NIahommed Shereef Motamed Khan, the 
author of the EK BALNAMEH JEHANGEERY; 
who wrote only fifteen years after the death 
of Akber, gives in his preface the follow- 
ing character of Abulfazels hittory: ‘* To 
“< the learned it is well known that Alamy 
Sheikh Abultazel, by the command of the 
Emperor Jilaleddeen Mahommed Akber, 
wrote the hiitory of that monarch, trom

to obtrude any expreflion that is not to be 
found in the original, nor omitting any thing 
that can be deemed in the finalleft degree 
effential to the grand defign of the work. 
In the original, every regulation is intro- 
duced by a prolufion of fulfome and la- 
boured praiíes of Akber, which to an Eng- 
iifh reader would be intuffterable ; and there- 
fore I have generally tuppretied them.

In a work -hi.* is interded merely for 
Enypiith readers, i nave not thought it right 
to pay any regard to the mode in which 
J"Herbelot and other European foreigners 
have written oriental names; but have’en-— 
deavoured to fpell them in fuch a manner 
as may lead an Englifhman, as nearly as pof- 
fible, to pronounce them as they are fpoken 
in Hindoftan. It is only neceflary to remark 
here, that the letter æ is always to be pro- 
nounced broad, as in the words Pall, hail, 
&c. ‘The other vowels and the diphthongs 
need no illuftration. 





















To every one who wiíhes to be pofiefled of 
an authentic account of the conftitutior of 
the empire of Hindoftan, and of its immenfe 
refources and expenditures, under the reign 
of one of its mott powerful monarchs, the 
following volumes cannot fail of being ac- 
ceptable ; and even thofe who read merely 
for general amufement or inftruction, will, 
it is hoped, find ample fatisfaction in pe- 
rufing the geographical and hittorical parts 
of the work.

He isthe moft commendable who firives 
to perform meritorious actions, rather than 
how to utter fine tpeeches; and who. by 
slelineating a tew of the wonderous works 
of the Creator of the world, acquires im- 
mortal telicity. 


Abul Fazel Mobarek returns thankigiving 
to the Almighty, by finging the praifes of 
royalty; and, for the inftructiop of thofe 
who fearch after knowledge and prudence, 
he records a few of the inftitutes of the 
Lord of the world * ; thus tran{mitting unto 
all ages a model of wifdom. Since the fum 
ef his intentions is to fet forth the laws ot 
royalty, itis neceffary that he fpeak fome- 
thing of its exalted dignity. and deicribe 
the conditions of thofe who are atfiftants 
im this great office. 


Some with cheertulnmets take the road ot 
obedicnce, by the light ot the king's juftice ;

wv lhnilit 
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whilft others, through fear of punifhment, 
abftain from violence, and out of neceffity 
make choice of the path of rectitude. 


They call him King who furpaffes his 
fellows, and who, by his wifdom, is acquaint- 
ed with the temperament of the world, and 
regulates his actions by the ftate thereof. Out 
of the abundance of his patience he doth not 
depart from his ftation at the fight of any 
tmpropricty ; neither is he diícouraged at an 
inconfiderate rebellion. By his liberality the 
hearts ot the high and of the low obtain 
their defires; fo that the needy never wait ir: 
painful expectation. He is perteétly refigned 
to the will of God; being confident of the 
equity of the divine difpeníations. He is not 
dejected in adverfity ; and in profperity he 
doth not neglect to return thanks unto 
God. He putteth the reins of defire into 
the hands of reaios, and will not lofe him- 
felf in feeking after what is improper. He 
keepeth his anger under the fubjection of 
witdom, to the end that blind rage may not 
get the upper hand, nor inconfideratenefs 
carry aught beyond its limits. He feateth 
himfelf on the eminence of humanity, that 


b 3 thote 
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thofe who have fwerved from áheir duty 
may have a way left to return, without 
being expofed to ignominy; and in his be- 
haviour there is fuch condefcenfion, that the 
petitioner ieems to be the judge, and himfelf 
the fuitor for jutiice. He confiders the hap- 
pinets of his people as the bett means of 
pleafing the Creator; but he never íeeks to 
pleaiíe the people in contradiction to reaíon. 
He is ever itearching after thote who fpeak 
truth, and he is not difpleafcd with words 
that are bitter in appearance but tweet in 
effect. He confiders the nature of the fpeech 
and the rank of the fpeaker. He is not con- 
tented in that folely himielf doth not commit 
violence, but he fees that no injuttice is com- 
mitted within his realm. He is continually 
attentive to the health ot the body politic, 
and applies remedies to the feveral difeafes 
thereot. 











And in the fame manner that the juft 
temperature of the animal confiitution is 
produced by a fit mixture of the elements, 
fo alfo doth the political conttitution become 
well tempered by a proper dittribution of 
ranks; and by means of the pure rays of un- 

aninnty 
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animity 2nd concord, a multitude of people 
become one body; and the people of the world 
may be divided into four kinds: Warriors, 
in the political body, have the nature of fire, 
whote flames, guided by reafon, deftroy the 
ftraw and rubbifh of rebellion and {ftrife. 
The artificers and merchants hold the place 
of air, as from their labours and travels the 
blefüngs of God become univeríal, and the 
breeze of contentment gives vigour and frefh- 
mef{s to the tree of lite. “The learned, fuch as 
the philofopher, the phyfician, the arithme- 
tician, the geometrician, and the aftronomer 
are like water, refre‘Ling the world with the 
ftreams of art and tvience. Hutbandmen and 
fabourers refemble earth, and by their exer- 
tions the capital ttock of life is completed :- 
coníecquently, a king isa perfon who, having 
put each of thefe in their proper place, ftrives 
to make the world flourifh, and regulates the 
degree of truft bv the degree of ability, when 
«certainly confufion will hide its head in non- 
exittence ; for this mixture will produce a due 
temperament. 






































And as the grand political body is tem- 
perately adjufted by four kinds of men, fo 
b4 | likew ife 
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hkewifíe is the royal palace. The army, re- 
gardliefs of themíelves, make no account of 
their lives in the field of battle; and thefe 
fortunate men are in the king’s court, in the 
place of fire, being the enlighteners of the 
hearts of his friends, and the deftroyers of 
his enemies. At the head of this number is 
the vakeel, who has acquired wifdom in the 
fourth degree of perfection. He is the em- 
peror’s lieutenant in all matters; and by his 
management and penetration the grand affairs 
of the nation are fet in order: promotion and 
degradation, appointment and difmiffion, de- 
pend on his good pleafure ; therefore he muft 
poffefs great experience, wifdom, nobility of 
mind, honefty, liberality, and confummate 
patience ; he muft entirely diveft himfelf of 
prejudice, and behave with equal complacency 
towards relations, ftrangers, friends, and ene- 
mies. He muft be eloquent, intelligent in 
bufinefís, a fpeaker of truth, well-bred, capable 
of giving advice, faithful, vigilant, and long- 
fighted. He fhould be well verfífed in the 
arts of government, and be privy to the 
fecrets of the ftate, that in bufinefs there may 
be no obftruction. He fhould not fuffer his 
mind to be diftracted by the multiphcity of 

his 
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his affairs, but fhould confider it as his duty 
to promote the wifhes of others. All his 
actions fhould be founded on the bafis of in- 
tegrity and a due regard to the different ranks 
of men. Detirous of attaching to himíelt the 
hearts of all perfons, he treats even his in- 
feriors with rcífpect. He takes care not to 
commit impropriety in converfífation, and 
guards himielf trom bad actions; and al- 
though he is not the immediate tuperin- 
tendent of the finances, yet as the heads ot 
all the offices make their reports to him, it is 
necetiary that he be hinilelt acquainted with 
the particular duty of each. The mecr mahl, 
the keeper ot the teal, the nicer bukhlthy, the 
youbeghyv, the kourbeghy, the meer tuzek, 
the meer behr, the meer ber, the meer munzil, 
the khantíalar, the mooníhy, the kootkbeghy, 
and the akhtah beghy * are included in this 
divition. 











The affiftants of victorv, the collectors of 
the revenues, and thofe who are entrutted 
with the management of the receipts and 
difburfements of government, retemble wind :

either 
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either a heart-rejoicing breeze, or a hot pefti- 
lential blaft. The head of this divifion is the 
wizier, whofe office is equivalent to that of 
dewan. He is manager of the finances, 
grand-treaíurer, and accomptant. He muft 
be a pcríon of ditiinguifhed worth, ífíkilful in 
arithmetic, free from avarice, circumípect and 
abftinent, active in bufinefs, and pofictied of 
a pleafing and clear tivle of writing; a fpeaker 
of truth, ot firict honctiv, with an agreeable 
manner; and he thould avoid precipitancy on 
bufinefs. He is alto the recorder and keeper 
of the archives. He explains many intricate 
points ot bufincis that happen to the muftofy ; 
and whatever is beyond his ability is referred 
to thc vakecl. The muttofy, the writers of 
the watte-book and of the journal, the meer 
iaman, the fuperintendent of the oíhces, and 
the dewan of the offices ; together with the 
mufhreff of the treatury, the wakeh navecs, 
and the aumil of the kKhaitah, are under his 
orders, and act by tle force of his wifdom. 
Some princes reckon the vizaret a part of the 
vi:kalet ; and tometimes, from not being able 
to tind a perton qualified for tbe office of 
wakect, ther make choice of fome one who 
has a taite ot his qualities, whom thcy appoint 

mufhret® 
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mufhreff dew an; and he is higher in rani 
than the dewan, and lower than the vakeel. 





Phe companions of the prince, whofe ad- 
vice he follows in affairs of moment, refemble 
water. When they are of a mild tempera- 
ment, they wath off the duitt of affiiction from 
the hearts of thc dittrefled,and diffufe frefhnefs 
and delight; but if they depart from ma- 
deration, they inundate the world with a 
dcluge of calamity, fo that numbers are over- 
whelmed by thc billow-y waves otf misfortune. 
At the head of theíe is the philofopher, who, 
by the depth of his wifdom and the found 
mefs of his morals, itrives to infufe virtue 
into mankind. And the fudder, and the meer 
adel, the cazv. the phyfician, the aftrologer, 
the poet, and the foothíayer are of the number 
of thoile tervants who adorn the portico of the 
kingdom, and are necefiary tor the fervice of 
the preience. 





















The menial firvants, who perform the 
duties about tne rovil perfon, are in the place 
otf earth. Jf ther are free from impurities 
and alloy, thev are the clixir of the body; 
otherwife they are its deitruction. ‘The 

lacke ys, 
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lackeys, the kewirchy, the fherbetdar, the ab- 
dar, the tufhekchy, the kerkcruh, and ſuch like, 
are included in this number; and as the mo- 
march adjutts the political body by a wife 
arrangement of ranks, to is his court pgoperly 
regulated by a judicious mixture ot thcífc. 








The fages of ancient times have delineated 
the four elements of monarchy after the fol- 
flowing manner: ift, An upright intendant 
of the finances, who is the protector ot the hut- 
bandman and all the tubjects of the itate, and 
who increaies the revenues, by caufing the 
kingdom to Hourith. 2d, The commander in 
chief ot the troops, who acquits himíclf to 
the fatistuction of all. 3d, The chief jaftice, 
free from corruption and avarice, who, feat- 
ang himfelf on the eminence of circumfpeétion 
and invettigation, does his utmoft to come at 
the truth, and decides with {trict impartiality. 
4th, An intclligencer, who will tranfmit the 
news of the world without addition Gr dimi- 
nution, being pofiefied of integrity and pene- 
tration. 












It is moreover incunibcnt on a king to 
make himfelf acquainted with the five kinds 
of 
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ot men ot whom the world is compofed : 
xít, The mot commendable perion is he who 
makes choice of the propereit time tor every 
bufineís, and whofe goodnefs benefits others- 
Such an one is the fitteft perfon for a king 
to contult in the arrangements of government. 
2d, One who pofiefies the fame abilities as the 
perfon above defcribed, but who does not 
communicate benefit to others. Although it 
may be proper to fhow him kindneís and 
reífpeéct, yet he doth not merit any degree of 
confidence. 3d, A fimple períon, who doth 
neither good nor harm. Although he be not 
worthy of greatnefs, yet he deferves to live 
at his eafe. 4th, “The incontiderate man, 
who =njures himtelf without hurting others. 
Him the king fhould difappoint in his expecta- 
tions, and bring into the road of virtue by 
good advice and fevere repreheníion. sth, He 
whote mature is vicious, and whofe bafe 
onduct injures others. If advice and repre- 
cníion do not amend him, he fhould be 
confined ícparate from mankind; and pro- 
vided this treatment doth not awaken him to 
a fente of his error, iet him be banifhed the 
city ; and if even this doth not reform him, 
they fhall deprive him of fight and cut off 
his limbs; but they may n t take away his 
lite. 
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life. The {ages confidering the human form 
as the work ot God, have not given permiffion 
for its dettruction. 


He is a juft king who, having followed 
the hght of knowledge and penetration, hath 
made himíelf acquainted with the ranks of 
men, and regulates bufinefs accordingly: and 
from hence it is that the fages of ancient times 
have faid, l'hofe are the mott illuftrious princes 
who mount the ftced of wifdom.—vThey ad- 
mit not into their fervice any low people, 
but aiwavs make choice of thofe whom they 
know to be worthy of the ftation. ‘They 
do not judge every one fit to be admitted to 
their prefence every day ; and thofe who are 
fo efpecially favoured as to have daily admit- 
ance, are not therefore dcemed worthy of a 
near tation; neither is every one who is fit 
for a near titation to be admitted into their 
privacy : nor are all thote who are admitted 
into privacy allowed to be feated in the 
utucrutt aílómolv-; and of thole who are fo 
fortunate as to be permitted to fit in the 
augrutt atlembiv, every one is not to be treated 
With faniharity : nor are all familiar coni- 
panions to havea place in the cabinet council 
oft itate affairs. 

Prarie 
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Praife be unto God! the exalted monarch 
of our own time is fo endowed with thefe 
laudable difpofitiors, that it isnot exaggeration 
to fay he furpaffes all the fages of antiquity =: 
from the light of wifdom he difcovers the 
ranks of men; and by the rectitude of his 
conduct he adds fplendour to his underftand- 
ing by the performance of laudable actions. 
WV ho is it that is able to meafure the extent 
of his virtues? They are not only beyond ex- 
preílion, but even excced conception. it is 
better that I make not the attempt, but point 
out only a few intelligible wonders, by fetting 
forth his regulations for the houfehold, for 
the ordering of the army, and for the prof- 
perity of the kingdom; upon which three 
things depend the glory of a monarch ; hereby 
preparing a rich gift for the intelligent who 
feek after knowledge. ‘“Thofe who are verfed 
im ancient hittory, wonder how kings of 
former times governed without fucha wife 
sule of conduct.

True greatnefs gives attention to the minutiz of 
bufinefs as well as to capital affairs; he who hath not 
capacity to comprehend the whole, ought to make 
choice of one or two intelligent, diligent, and virtuous 
men, and be guided by their advice. 


The wife efteem not him a kino who confines his at- 
tention to great affairs, becaufe fy copghants abound who 
ol. l B {trive 
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fixive to place things in a falfe light, in order to preju-. 
dice the virtuous, and thereby promote their own 
ticular interefts. The good prince refufes not his 
attention to the molt — points; and by the grace a£ 
God, he is able to attend both to his temporal and 
eternal concerns, like the king of our time, who, con- 
trary to the maxims of former monarchs (tbey having 
thought it derogatory to their nefs) makes himfelf 
converfant with the particular duties of the feveral 
effices, and cílablifhes proper regulations for every 
department. 


‘The fuccefs of this vaft undertaking depends upon 
two things: ift, Wifdom and forefight to difcever what 
is proper to be done: 2d, Commuting the execution 
thereof co men of integrity. 























Notwithftanding many fervants of the houfchold re- 
ecive their falaries on the lift of the army, there was id 
morcover on this account in the thirty-ninth year of the 
prefent reign, the fum of thirty crore, ninety-one lacks, 
eighty-fix thoufand and ninety-five dams | 


Both for the expences of the ftate and for the receipt 
of the revenues, there are upwards of one hundred 
offices, each refembling a city, or rather a little kin 
dom; and by the unremittmg attention of his veces 3 
they are all conducted with regularity, and the revenues 
are encreafing daily; a few particulars wherof thall bere 
be pron for the ufe of pofterity who may fearch after

ROYAL TREASURIES. 


It is univerfally agreed, that the nobleft enaployments 
are the reformation of the manners of the i 


c, the 
advancement of ag icultuse, the regulation ofthe offices

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and the difcipline cf the army and theíe defireable 
ends are not to be attained without itudying to pleafe 
the people, joined with good management or the finances, 
and an exact œconomy in the expences of the itate; 
but. when all chefe are kept in view, every clafs of people 
enjoys profperity. 











When his majefty firít began to give a little attention 
to thefe weighty concerns, famed Khan, an eunuch 
of the royal palace, was dignified with befitting titles, 
and entrufted with his inmoft fecrets ; whereby a few of 
the royal intentions were gradually introduced into 
practice. 








The royal domains and the Jaghkeer lands were fe- 
parated, anda collector appointed over every crore of 
dams, to each of whom a treafurer was appointed. And 
it was ccmmanded that they fhould not infift upon the 
hufbandman paying coin of full werght; but that in 
whatever fpecies the collections were made, an account 
thereof fhould be taken in writing, and be tealed up 
with the money: and this laudable regulation relieved 
the fubjects from a variety of oppreffions. When this 
mode was cítablifhed, there was appointed a grand- 
treafurer, with a darogha and clerks. 





The following cuítom was alío introduced :— When 
the provincial treafuries had accumulated tbe fom of a 
Jack of dams, they fent the money to court ; which, to- 
gether with their accounts, were delivered to the grand 
treaíurcer. 


There were alfo appointed treafurers, and officers 
under them, for the pefkku/h, for reverfions, for offerings, 
and £or tbe monies ufed in weighing the royal períon, 
and for charitable donations. 'd to thofe who had 
charge of the money for “fhurfements, was deliye s 

ronn 
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from the grand treafurer, whatever was requifite for 
their expences. 


In fran and Turan there is only one treafurer, which 
necefiarily creates great difficulty in making inveftiga- 
tions; but here the wealth is fo exceffive, and the 
bufinefs fo multiform and extenfive, that there are 
twelve treafurtes: nine for the different kinds of fpecie, 
and three for the jewels, the plate, and inlaid work. 
Befides which there are diitinct treafuries for every 
office, whofe number is near one hundred ; and there 
are kept daily, monthly, quarterly, and yearly accounts 
of the receipts and difburfements. Alfo, by the com- 
mand of his majefty, a períon of known integiity keeps 
ready in the 4argah-aun * fome gold and . filver for the 
meceffirous, that their wants may be relieved without 
delay. Moreover, there are always ready in tae palace 

crore Of dams, every thoufand of which are kept in 
pags, which they call /;2/24, and thefe when heaped. 
-ogether are calied a gunge. 





Befides all thefe, there is a fum of money entrufted 
to fome of the nobility, part of which is always carried 
in a puríe, which they call belak; and from hence ic 
arifes that this is ufually called curch behlak, or the ex- 
pences ot the purfe. This laft is likewiíe one of his 
majefty’s righteous inftitutions. Would to God he 
might live a thoufand years, for the happinefs of his 


people :

THE MINT. 

Providence has beftowed on men gold, filver, and 
copper, for the equitable adjuftmentr of their tranfactions 
with each other; and princes, in order to give currency 
to thofe metals, have eftablifhed mints, the fuccefs of 
@hich depends on the fkill and integrity of the officers. 





The officers of the mint are, iít, The darogkha, who 
muft bo a man of authority, knowledge, and integrity 
to comprehend the whole, and keep every individual 
to the faithful difcharge of his duty. 











2d, A feraf, who is perfectly acquainted with the art 
of affaying, metals, and who will execute the bufinefs of 
his office with honefty. In this glorious reign there are 
numbers of fkilful /erzfs; and by the attention of his 
majefty, gold and filver are refined to the higheft degree 
of purity. 











In Perfia they do not know above ten degrees of 
fsnenefs, which they call deZees. In HMindeffan they have 
twelve degrees, which they call barah banny. Formerly, 
the old Azun, which is a gold cain current in the Decan, 
they reckoned at ten annees ; but his majefty has now 
fixed it at eight and three quarters: and the gold 
round dinar of Khofru Allaiy, which they received for 
twelve annees, now turns out only ten and a half. 











Thofe who are experienced ain the bufinefs, have 
written hiftories of this matter, and in their fables con- 


B 4 fider 
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fider this gold as the effect of alchymy; for, fay they, gold 
ore does not come up to this finenefs. They know 
not that when gold is put into fufion fmall particles 
{eparate from it and mix with the afhes, and that al- 
though the ignorant make no account of this, yet the 
fkilful recover the metal therefrom. | Although gold ore 
be made matleable, is calcined, and even reduced to 
afhes, yet by a certain operation it is brought back to its 
original {tate with a little lofs. 


PUNW'ARY, OR THE TOUCH-NEEDLES. 


In this county the /zrzfs know the degree of finenefs 
from the colour and brightnefs of the metal, but for the 
fatisfaction of others this grand rule has been introduced : 
the unwary is compoíed of a number of bars of copper, 
or fuch like metal, on the point of every one of which is 
fixed a {mall piece of gold, and the degree of purity 


written thereon. 


When they want to affay the newly imported gold, 
they draw on the touchítone a line of that and a line of 
the Purzcary; and by comparing them together they dif- 
cover the degree itis of. "There aie allo other methods 
of affaying gold. 


They mix one mafhah of pure filver with the fame 
quantity of pure copper, and melt them together with 
fix ru;/hahbs of gold of ten banzees and a half; then 
one zuA«h of this cempofition is divided into fix- 
teen parts, every one of which will be half a ryutfty. 
Whenever tevenanda half rut/ecs of this gold are mixed 
with one part of the compoftion, the touch thereof will 
be ten 2cznees and a quarter: and if feven ruttees of 
gold are mixed with two paris of the compofition, it 
becomes ten éunnecs, &c. as is fet forth in the following 


table : 
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Summarily, every half rutty of the compofition leffens 
ethe annee one-fourth ; and if it be required to leffen 
the touch of the fix and a half Zanzzee, which is entirely 
of the above compofition, they mix together half a ruz 
Xf copper and Glver with feven zz/£ees and a half of this 
compofition, and this will leave fix banvzees. And if a 
bafer mixture than this is wanted, add another half rz*£7y of 
copper and filver, and take away half a 7u#/y from thefe 
fix bannees. But in the 4unwery they do not affay lower 
than fix annees.

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4th, A mufhreff to write the wafte-book, in which 
are entered the receipts and difburfements, and from 
whence the journal is formed. 





sth, The merchant, whofe bufinefs it is to buy gold, 
filver, and copper, to be coined, by which he gains a 
profit for himíelf and benefits the revenues of she ftatc. 
And this trade will flourifh when the rulers are juit, and 
DOt avaricious. 


6th, The zrez/zrer, who watches over the ftock of 
profit, and is upright in his dealings. 


‘Khe falaries of the darogha, aumeen, mufhreff, and 
freafurer, differ trom each other; the feraf is paid by 
fees, and ghe merchant gains his own profit. 


71h, The weighman, who weighs the coin. If he 
weighs roo 7;/27y gold mohurs, he takes a fee of one darz 
and a halt; for 1000 rupees in filver, fix dams and 
nineteen cheetels ; and for 1000 dams of copper he takes 
eleven cheefcls; and, atter this rate, according to the 
quantity. 











Sth, Aelter of the metal before it is refined. He 
makes trenches of different fizes in a bed of clay, which 
he molitens with oil, and pours into them the melted 
gold and filver, to caft them into ingots. For coppez, 
snitead of anointing with oil, he fprinkles the moulds 
with aíLes. 











Fis fees are, for the weight of 100 fuch gold zzoZzzs, 
two dams and fifteen cheete/s ; for 1000 rupees weight 
of filver, tive dams thirteen cheetels and a quarter ; and 


for 1000 dams of copper, four dams twenty-one cheetels 
and a half. 


oth, 
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oth, Tue plate-maker. The adulterated gold he 
makes into plates of fix or feven mszfachs weight, and of 
fix fingers in length and breadth ; thefe he carries to the 
aflay-mnafter, who meafures them in a mould made of 
copper, and chen makes a ftamp upon them. Huis fees 
for each of fuch zoo gold mokhurs, is forty-two dams and 
three quzrters. 





THE METHOD OF REFINING GOLD. 


When the above-mentioned plates have been ftamped, 
the owner of the gold, for the weight of every 100 gold 
mohurs, muft furnifh four feers of faltpetre, and the like 
quantity of new brick-duft; which are ro be ufed in the 
following manner :— 








The plates, after having been walhed in water, are 
ftratified with the above mixture, and the whole is 
covered with field cow-dung, which, in the Hindoftany 
language, 1s called ouplahk. ‘Then they fet fire to it, and 
let it burn gently till the cow-dung is reduced to afhes, 
when they leave it to cool; then thefe afhes, being re- 
moved from the fides, are preferved. In Perfian, this is 
called khak khela/s, and in Hindoftany, felony ; and by 
a proceís which will be hereafter related, they recover 
filver from it. 











The plates then remain upon the aihes that are un. 
derneath them, and twice again are covered with cow- 
dung in the manner before directed, and thefe afhes are 
alfo preferved ; when after this manner three fires have 
been applied, they call it /eez;Ey. 


After that, the plates are again wafhed in clean water, 
and ftratified with the aforefaid mixture; which opera- 
tions muft be repeated till fix ftratifications and eightcen 
fires have been applied. 


Then the affay-mafter breaks one of the plates ; and i€ 
there comes out a flat dead found, it is a fign of its being 


fufhciently 
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fufficiently pure; otherwife, it muft again be ítratificd 
with the mixture, and undergo three more fires. 


Then from each of the plates is taken one mafhah ; of 
which aggregate a plate is made and tried on the toucb- 
ftone. If it is not fufüciently pure, it is ftratified once 
or twice more ; but the defired effect is genorally ob- 
tained by four ftratifications. 


THE FOLLOWING Is ALSO A METHOD O F 
ASSAYING. 


‘They take two folahs of the above gold, and the like 
quantity of pure gold, and make cight plates ofeach, of 
equal weight. 





Ihen having ftratified the whole with the above- 
mentioned ingredients, and fet fire to them in the man- 
mer above directed, they wafh them clean; and if, upon 
weighing them with an exact balance, both kinds are 
found to be equal in weight, it is a proof of purenefs. 


roth, The me/ter of the refined metal. We melts the 
refined plates of gold, and cafts them into round ingots. 
His fee for 100 gold mohurs is three dams. 





ritb, The zerrah cuts from round ingots pieces of 
fold, filver, and copper, of the fize of the coin. Hits 
fees are, for 100 gold mcohurs, twenty-one dams one 
cřecetel and a quarter ; tor 100 filver rupees, fifty-three 
dams eight chectels and three quarters; and for 1000 
rupees weight of four anna filver pieces, twenty-eight 
dams more. For 1000 dams in copper he takes twenty 
dans tee; and for one half or one quarter dams, twenty- 
five dams; and for eighths, which are called dumery, 
fixty-nine dams for 100 dams weight. It is furprifing, 
that in /ran and Turan they cannot cut thefe round 
pieces without an anvil made on purpofe; and in Hin- 
doftan, 
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13 
doftan, the workman without any fuch machine, performs 


this bufinefs with fuch exactneís, that there is not the 
difference of a fingle hair. 


12th, The feal-engraver. We engraves the dics of 
coins on fteel, and fuch like metals. At this day, 
Mollana Aly Ahmed of Dehly, who has not his equal 
in any country, cuts different kinds of letters in ftecl, in 
{fuch a manner as equals the writing of the moft fkilful 
matters. He holds the rank of an yoozPa/Zy ; and two of 
his men are in the mint, each of whom has a monthly 


falary of 300 dams. 





23th, The jfckchy places the round piece of metal 
between two dies; and by the ftrength of the hammerer 
both fides are ftamped at one ftroke. His fees are, for 
100 gold mohurs, one dam and ten cheetels; for 100 
filver rupees, five dams nine cheetels and a half; and for 
1000 filver rupees weight of {mall pieces, one dam and 
three cheetels more; for toco dams of copper, three 
dis 3; for 2000 half dams, or 4000 quarters, three dams 
eighteen cheetels and three quarters; and for 8ooo 
cighths, tens daums and a half. And the /c£cAy, out of 
his fees, gives one-fixth to the hammerer, for whom 
there is no further allowance. 





14th, The /ıbbak makes the refined filver into ingots;

and for every 1000 rupees weight, he take fifty-four 4.75. 


Silver is alloyed with lead, tin, and copper. 


In ran and Turan, the higheft, degree of finenefs 
thereof is alfo called ten «ehee. The /érafs of Hm- 
doftan call the highcit degree twenty 4/jfivuks, and acz 
cording to the alloy, it defcencisin degree; but it cannot 
be made lefs than five, and none is uted bafer than ten. 
The fkilful can difcover trom the colour with what the 
fuperficial part is alloyed ; and bv the file and punch, 

is 
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xs learnt the quality of the infide. They alfo try it by 
beating it in the fire, when, upon throwing it into water, 
blackneís denotes lead; rednefs, copper; a whitifh 
«inder-colour, tin; and according as it is more or lcís 
white, che greater or lels às the proportion of filver. 








THE METHOD OF REFINING SILVER. 


They dig a hole, and having fprinkled in it a {mali 
quantity of the afhes of field cow-dung, they fill it with 
the afbes of Babool-wood, then they ——— it, and 
work 1t up into the fhape of a difh or coppel ; into this 
they put the adulterated filver, together with an equal 
quantity of lead, after the following manner: rf, They 
put with the filver a fourth part of the lead, and, fur- 
xounding the coppel with coals, blow the fire till the 
metals are melted : this operation they repeat a often 
as rs neceflary ; but in moft inftamces four times are 
required. The proofs of the metal being pure are, 
the brightnefs thereof, and its beginning 10 harden on 
the fides. When 1t ts hardened in the middie 
fprinkle it with water, when, if a flame iffues from it, 
tis arrived at the defired degree of finemefs; and if 
they melt this mals again, there will be loft half a rusty 
in every fofah, or fix mafhahs and two rusiees in 1090 
tolahs. T he coppel becomes a kind of litharge, which, 
in the Hiindoftany language, they call kekrel, and in 
Perfian, henneh; the ufe of which will be hereafter 


explained. 



























Out of 100 folzks of fuch refined filver, five mafhahs 
and five rutfees are taken for the éke; after which 
the aflay-mafter marks the maís with a famp, that it 
may not be altered or exchanged. 





Formerly, filver was alfo aflayed by the Bezewery ; 
now it is calculated after the following manner :—Jf, by 
refining 190 olas of the filver called /ZaAy, which is 


current 
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current in Erak and AZerz/zz, and the lary and sz7- 
kaly which are current in Turan, there are loit three 
toluhs and one zzu/£y ; and from the narcheel frengy and 
roomy, the mahmoodee and »ozuffery of Guzerar and 
MMalwah, thirteen tolahks and fix mafhahks and a half. are 
loft, they become of the royal ftandard. 


Y5th, The soorfkoob having heated the refined filver, 
hammers till it has loft all {mell of the lead. Hus fee 


for the weight of iooo rupees is four dams twelve 
cheetels and a half. 


16th, The chafhneegeer affays the refined gold and 
filver afeer this manner :— 


Having made two folahs of the refined gold into 
eight plates, he, in the fame manner as has been before 
defcribed, ftratifies them with faltpetre and brick-duit 
and furrounds them with cow-dung, to which he fets 
fire. After that, having wafhed the plates, he melts 
them, and if they have not loft any thing by the above 
operation, the gold is arrived at the greateft de2ree of 
purity. Then the affay-mafter draws a line of it on 
the touch-ftone, to fatisfy himíelf and others. For 
afiaying this quantity he takes for his fee one dam and 
ten cheetels. 





For filver he takes one Zolak, with a like quantity of 
lead, which he puts together into a bone cruciole, and 
keeps it on the fire till the lead is all burnt. Then, 
having fprinkled the tilver with water, he hammers rt 
till ic has loft all {mell of the lead ; and having again 
mielted it in a new crucible, be weighs it, and it ic bas 
half a xrzf/y, it is dufhciently pure; otherwife he melts it 
again tll ic comes to that degree. And for atlaying 
that quantity his fee is three dams four cheete/s and a 
half. 


rol its 
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17th, Neeareeah. The khak £EAelajs5, or /27ony, being 
vollected together, he wafhes two feers of it ; and what- 
ever gold there may be amongfít it, from its weight, fet- 
tles to the bottom. ‘This wathed earth, in the Hindof- 
tany language, is called Kockerah ; and it ao contains 
fome gold; for the recovery of which, directions thall 
hereafter be given. 


To every feer of the above-mentioned adulterated 
fediment they add fix mafhahs of quick-filver, which, 
being rubbed together, the quick-filver attracts the 
gold to it; and this amalgama being put into a glaís 
yetort, they place it on a fire, and teparate the gold 
from the quick-filver. 


The Neeareeah, for refining this quantity of earth, 
takes for his fee 20 dams and 2 cheetels. 


THE PROCESS OF HOOKER AH. 


They mix with it an equal quantity of poonher; then, 
having prepared a paíte of rey and cow-dumg, they 
break the firft compofition into pieces, and mixing it 
with the pafte, work it up into balls of two feers weight, 
which they dry on a cloth. 


THE PROCESS OF POONHER. 


‘They make a hole in the earth fufficiently large ta 
contain a maund of lead, with fix fingers of the afhes 
of Balcol-wood laid over it; then they cover it with 
charcoal and melt the lead. After that, having re- 
moved the coals, they place over the hole a curved 
plate of clay, and clofing" up the bellows-hole, they 
cover tbe vent with bricks, which they remove fre- 
quently, to learn the ftate of the lead. When the 
aíhes have foaked up all the lead, there will be four 
wafhahs of fileer mixed with them.  'Iheíe afhes thev 

cool 
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cool in water; and the name of this compofition is 
poonher. Out of amaund of lead two feers are burnt, 
and it is encreafed by four feers of afhes; fo that the 
— of the whole maſs will be one maund and two 
CCES. 


Reffy 1s a kind of aquafortis, made from foap-afhes 
and faltpetre earth. 


Having explained the proceís of poozLer, I return 
to fanifh the procefs of kookerah. 


,1hey make an earthen veffel with a narrow neck 
and large belly, half a cubit in height, perforated at 
the bottom, and containing an oven ; 


Then, having filled the veffel with coals within four 
Angers of the top, they place it overa pit dug in the 
earth, and blow the fire with a bellows. 





After tkat, the afore-mentioned balls being broken 
into pieces, they fil the vefiel with them, and melt 
them. The gold, filver, copper, and lead, failing 
through the hole in the bottom of the vefiel, will 
colleét in the pir. Whatever remains in the veffel, 
they wath it, and teparare the lead from it; and they 
likewife preterve the afhes, from whence alio a profit 
will be derived. 


Fhen, having taken out of the pit whatever there 
be of metal, they melt it like poonker. The lead will 
mix with the afhes, from. which thirty teers will be 
recovered, and ten teers will be burnt. The gold, 
filver, and copper, with a {mali quantity of lead, 
will remain together in a mais; and this they call 
bvokrowety.

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THE PROCESS OF BOOK ROW T Ye. 


For roo éo/ahs of it, they make half a {feer of the 
afhes of Bahbool-wood into a fcoppel, into which they 
put the bookrowty, with the addition of one /folak° of 
copper, and twenty-five 7o/a5^s of lead; and, furround- 
ing the coppel with live coals, they cover it with 
bricks. When the metals are melted, they remove 
the coals and bricks, and make a fire of Babool-wood, 
till the coppel, having united with the lead, leaves the 
gold and filver together. The coppel will be a kind 
of litharge, called £eZze/, from which lead. and copper 
are obtained, as will be hereafter explained. 


THE METHOD OF SEPARATING GOLD 
FROM SILVER. 


This mixture they melt f?x times ; thrice with copper, 
and thrice with Hepar fulphur, called in the Hindot- 
tany language, chukcheea. 


For each zolak of that mixture, are required one 
nafkah of copper, and two mafhais and two zxuflees 
of Hepar fulphur. 


Fir, they melt it with copper, and then with the 
Hepar tulphur. 


If the mixture be of ioo folzhks weight, they firft 
melt it with fifty mafhahs of copper, and then twice 
again, with twenty-five mafhahs each time; and the 
operation with the Hepar fulphur is repeated in the 
fame manner. 


The following is the manner of melting it: The 
mixture of gold» and filver being made into {finall 
erains, they mix with it fifty mafia hs of copper, and 
melt them together in. 2 crucible. “They have gear at 

hand 
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kand a veficl full of cold water, on the furface of 
which is aid a bundle of ftraw, upon which they pour 
uw melted meiai, and ftir it with a ftick, to hinder it 
trom ‘orming into a mafs. Then having again melted 
thofe grains, witn the remaining copper, in a crucible, 
they fst it to cool in the fhade: and, for every 7o/a4 
of this mixture, two mafklahs and two zzzzees of 
Hepar fulphur are ufed 5 fo that roo /o/’aks require fix 
chattacks *. 


When it has been thrice melced in this manner, 
there appears on the furface a whitifh kind of afhes, 
which is the filver. Thisis taken off and kept feparate ; 
and its procefs fhall hereafter be related. 


When the mixture of gold and Liver has been thus 
melted fix times with the copper and the Hepar ful- 
phur, it is called, in the dialect of Punjab, £ye/; and 
in the city of Dehly, 2:;zjexr. If in the above mixture 
there was a large proportion of goll, it will turn out 
fix Fanny and a half; but it often bappens that this 


pinjer turns out only four or five fany. 


In order to refine this gold, one of the following 
methods muft be ufed: Either they mix fittv z2;/z55 ot 
this with 400 folahs ot pure gold, and rečne it ac- 
cording to the je/omy proceis; or elfe they ufe the 
wlony proceís. 


THE PROCESS OF ALON. 


Two parts of field cow-dung, and one part of ſalt- 
petre earth are ufed after this manner.

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Having caft the aforeíaid zer into ingots, they 
make it into plates, every one of which muft not be 
lefs than one 7o/a£ and a half, but a little broader than 
thofe directed in the felony procefs. Then, having 
anointed them with /e/ae-oil, they fpread them over 
with the mixture of cow-dung and faltpetre earth, and 
then give them a gentle fire. This operation they 
repeat three or four times; and, if they want the metal 
to be very pure, they repeat the procefs till it comes up 
to nine anny. ‘The afhes thereof are alfo collected, 
being a kind of £erze/. 


THE METHOD OF EXTRACTING THE SILVER 
FROM THE ASHES. 


WV hatever a(hes and drofs have been collected, both 
before and after the procefs of @/ony, being mixed with 
an equal guantity of pure lead, they put them into a 
crucible, and keep it on the fire for three hours. 
When the metal is cold, they refine it, according to 
the proceis defcribed under the article Subfak, and 
the afhes thereof is allo kerkel. The felony is alfo 
applied to othe, ufes, well known to thole converfant 
in the bufinefs. 


18th. Ihe pzrcar having melted the £erhel, fepa- 
rates the filver from the copper; and his fee for every 
tolah of filwer, is one dam twelve cheetels and a halt. 
And he gladly gives 3co dams per month to the deue. 


His butinets 1s this: Having broken the £ezZe/ into 
{mall grains, he adds to every maund thereof one feer 
and a halt of incar, and three feers of toap-afhes, and 
kneads them together. After which, having put a feer 
ot this into the veficl defcribed in the procefs of kooke- 
ral, he melis it, when lead mixed with filver is collected 
in ibe pit, and afterwards refined by the procets p 
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Jubbah ; and the lead which feparates from this, to- 
gether with the afhes, is poonkher. 


19th. The pyar buys the /elony and kerkel from the 
goldímiths of the city, and carries them to the mint to 
be melted, and gains for himfelf the gold and filver 
thereof. For one maund of /elony he gives feventeen 
dams; and for one maund of kerhel, fourteen dams to 


the £Za//aA. 





20th. Neecheweewalah. We brings old filver coins, 
which are mixed with copper to be melted ; and from 
10O tolahs of filver, three rupees and a half go to 
the dewan: and when the filver is again coined into 
rupees, he pays another duty. 


21ít. Akakfhu. We carries away to his own houfe 
the fweepings of the mint, by the wafhing of which he 
gains a profit; and every month he gives twelve rupees 
and a half to the ftate. 


And in like manner all the officers of the mint, 
every month, out of every 100 dams, pay three dams 
to the ítate.

As, through the attention of his majefty, gold and 
filver were brought to the greatefít degree of purity, in 
like manner the form of the coin was alfo improved : 
a few particulars of which fhall here be given.

By the command of his majeity they made grains or 
agate, which were ordered to be ufed in weighing ; and 
during the fame month and year many other efforts were 
exerted. It wasalío ordered, that the treafurers and the 
collectors of the revenues fhould not demand any par- 
ticular fpecies of coin from the Ayofts ; but that what- 
ever was the deficiency in weight or ítandard? fhould be 
taken exactly according to the prefent rate and no more. 


OF DIRHEMS AND DINARS. 


Having given fome account of the immortal coins, 
I ball here add a few particulars regarding thefe two 
pieces of money. 


Dirhem, which they alfo call dirham, is a filver coin ; 
originally it was of the fhape of a date-ftone: in the 
khalifat of Omar it was changed into a round form ; and 
in the time of Zelier, Yt was imprefled with the words 
ah (God) and Berke: (blefhng).——77ej2j :mpreffed it 
with the Soorah Ikkhlafs *, and lome fay that be ftamped 
his own name on it; others allert, that the firit perlon 
who ttamped an impreffion on dirhems was Orar. 
According to others, in the time of A¢h.falmalek Mervaz, 
Greek clirhems, and thole of the A Zc/roes and of Aimar, 
were in uf? ; and at his command ZZ. Yufef firuck 
dirkems. Some fay that Wejaj refined the bate dirhems, 
and ftamped on them Allah Ahed (God is fingle) and 

Mah Samed (God is eternal); and thef@ were called 
the abominated drhkems, becaufe the facred name was 
thereby expofedto she touch of unclean perfons ; and 
afterwards Omar Ebn Hokeerah coined in rak, dirhems 
like thoíe of ##ejzy ; then Khaled Ebu Abdallah Kafhery, 
who was governor of Erak, improved them; and attr 
that, Y4/7f Onar brought them to the higheft degree of 
purity.

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Again, 1t 1s faid that IAMaeb En Zobier was the firit 
períon who ftamped irkems; and there are different ac- 
counts of their weights, fome faying that they were of 
ten or nine, or fix or five pnifkals, and others relate 
that they were of twenty keeruts, twelve keerats, and 
ten Keerats weight ; and that Oar took a dirhem of each 
kind, and formed a coin of fourteen £eera£s, being the 
third part of the aggregate fum. 


It is likewrfe faid that, in the time of Omar there were 
current feveral kinds of drhems of eight darngees, which 
they called BHeghaly, after Rajs Beghal, who was the 
affay-miaiter, and who ftruck dirhems by the command 
of Omar. Others fay that they are called Beghaly, from 
a town of that name; and thatthe <4rhems of four Aangs, 
called 7e», thofe of three args, called mnughreby, and 
thole of one «dang, named yenezy, were formed into one 
coin. 


Fiume! Khojendy fays, that in former times dirhems 
were of two kinds, eight dangees and fix dunvgees.

An Account of the Profit which Merchants gain by bringing 
Gold, Silver, amd Copper to the Mint.

OF THE PROITUCIIOIAX Qr METALS, 


Metals are formed ot vapour and exhalation, which 
sto be particularly learned from books of philofophy. 


Mletals are leven in number, viz. gold, filver, rooh- 
tootcea *, copper, tin, iron, and lead. 


And there are formed compofitions of the above 
metals, which are ufed by jewellers, braziers, and others. 


Of this number 1s fefaid ru, which the natives of 
Hindofian call kanfeh ; and it is a compofition of four 
feers of copper and one fcer of tin, melted together. 


* A kind of native pewter. 


khosec 
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Rowee is made of four feers of copper and one feer 
and a half of leads; and this is called in Hiindottan, 
buhngar. 


Berinj (brafs) in Hindoftany, peetel, is of three kinds. 
one kind is malleable without being heated in the fire, 
and it is made of two feers of copper and one feer anda 
half of rocohtooteea. The other kind is not malleable, 
and it is ufed in cafting ; this is compofed of two feers 
of copper and one feer and a half of roohtooteea. 


Seem fuckhteh is compofed of filver, lead, and cop- 
per ; it is of a deep colour and very bright ~and is ufed 
ifi filvering. 


Huft joaíh. Where roohtocteea is not to be had, this 
is made of the other fix metals ; {ome call this taleckoon, 
and others take this to be a fictitious kind of copper. 


Ufht daht is a compofition of eight ingredients, viz. 
the fix metals above rmrnentyoned, together with rooh- 
tooteea and kanfeh. 


Cowelputter, which is compofed of two feers of fefaid 
ru and one feer of copper, is a very elegant and beauti- 
ful compofition. It is an invention of his prefent 
inajeity. 


OF THE SPECIFIC GRAVITIES OF METALS. 


All metals are compounded of vapour and exhala 
tions, which are formed of the four elements; confe 
quently, that mixture wher in there are abundance of 
fire and air, will be comparatively hghter than thofe 
which abound with watery and earthly particles. So 
that cubes of equal fizes of each kind of metal will 
differ from one another in weight, in the following 
degrees.

And this is called the fpecific difference. 
Some calculate with water after the following manner: 


T hey fill a veffel with water, and put into it feparately 
100 wifkals of each kind of metal ; and from the quan- 
tities of water thrown out upon the introduction ot the 
metals, are found the fpecific difference between. them. 
Phat metal which retains the largeft quantity of water 
tn the veítel is the heavicít ; and, on the contrary, that 
which ejects the greateft quantity is the lighteft. 


Thus the ejeéted water of the before- mentioned filver 
will be nine »/Ea7s and three quarters, and the gold will 
throw our five wifka/s and a quarter. And when the 
quantity of water ejected is fubtracted from the weight 
of the metal in air, the remainder is the hydroftatic 
weight. 


The fcales of tbe air-balance are both fufpended in 
air: thofe of tbe hydroftatic one are on the furface of 
the water ; when whichfoever of the two bodies placed 
thereon is fpecific ally the heavieft, will quickly make 
the other kick the beam: and if one of che {cales be 
placed on the furface of the water and the orher in the 
sir, the icale which is in the air will inevitably fink 
Joweít ; becaufe the air being tarer than tne vater, 
cannot fupport its icale. 


If the water ejected be lefs than the weight of the body 
immerfed, that body will Gnk in water; and if the 
water exceeds the body an weight, 1c will Meat on its 

lurta 
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furface; but if the water and the body are of equal 
weights, it will fink till its furface comes even with that 


of the water.

THE TARAS, OS SERAGLIO. 


T here ts in general great inconvenience arifir from 
a numbers of women; out his majefítv, out of the 
abundance cf his wifdom and prudence, has made ic 
tubtervient to public advantage; for, by contracting 
piarriapes “With the «auüozxbters of the princes ‘of 
Hindotan and of other countries, he tecures bimfelf 
again{ft inturrections at home, and forms powerful 


alliances abroad. 
Ihe haram is an enclofitire of fuch inimenfe extent 


a". to. Coman s Peparate roan: for ever one of the 
wonicn, 
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women, whofe number exceeds five thoufand. They 
are divided into companies, and a proper employment 
is affigned to cach individual. Over each of thefe 
companies a woman is appointed darogha. And one is 
fclected for the command of the whole, in order that 
the affairs of the haram may be conducted with the 
fame regularity and good government as the other de- 
partments of the ftate. 


Every one receives a falary equal to her merit. The 
pen cannot meafure the extent of the emperor’s largefles ; 
but here fhall be given fome account of the monthly 
ftipend of each. ‘The ladies of the firft quality receive 
from 1610 rupees down to 1028 rupees. Some of the 
principal fervants of the prefence have from fifty-one 
down to twenty rupees; and others are paid from two 
rupees up to forty. 


At the grand gate is ftationed a mubhreff, to take 
account of the receipts and expenditures of the haram 
tn ready :noney and in goods. 


Whenever any of this multitude of women want any 
thing, they apply to the treafurer of the haram, who, ac- 
cording to their monthly ftipend, fends a memorandum 
thereof to the muíhreff of the grand gate, who traní- 
mits it to the treafurer of the king’s palace, and he pays 
the money. In payment of thefe demands no aflien- 
ments are given, but only ready money. 


An eftimate of the annual expences of the haram 
being drawn out, the mufbreff writes a draft for the 
amount, which is counterfigned by the minifters of 
ftate, after which it 1s paid ina coin that his rnajefty 
has caufed to be ftruck folely for this purpofe. This 
money is paid by the grand treafurer to the paymafter- 
general of the palace; and, upon a written order 
being fent by the mufhreff of the gate, it is diftribured 


among ft 
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amongít the inferior paymafters of the haram, and by 
them paid to the different fervants thereof. And this 
money 1s reckoned 1n their falar.es equal with the cur- 
rent coin. 


The infide of the haram is guarded by women; and 
about the gate of the royal apartments are placed the 
moit confidential. Immediately on the outfide of the 
gate, watch the eunuchs of the haram, and at a proper 
diitance are ítationed the rajpoots, beyond whom are 
the porters of the gates; and on the outfide of the 
enclofure, the omrahs, the ahdeeans, and other troops 
mount guard, according to their rank. 


Whenever the begums, or the wives of the omrahs 
or other women of character, want to pay their complh- 
ments, tney firít notify their defire to thole who wait on 
the outfide, and trom thence their requelt is [ent in 
writing to the officers of the palace, after which thev 
zre permitted to enter the haram : and tome women 
of rank. obtain permiffion to remain there tor the {pace 
of a nionth. 


But befides all the precautions above defcribed, his 
mareitv depends on his own vigilance, as well as on char 
Oi ius guards. 


OF THE EQUIPAGE FOR JOURNIES. 


It would be dithcult to defcribe every particular of 
this eftablifhment; but fomething fhall be íaid of the 
equipage uted for hunting, and for fhort journies. 


The goolalbar isan enclofure, the invention of his 
majelty, the doors whereof are fecured with locks and 
keys. At the eaftern end thereof is erected a pavilion, 
containing fifty-four rooms, each twenty-fcur yards 
tome, and fourtescn yards wide. In the middle is 


ercé! ed 
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erected a chowbeen rowty *, and to this adjoin other 
pavilions; and near to thefe is a wooden houfe of two 
ftories, where his majelty performs divine worfhip ; 
and from the upper ftory he alfo receives the compli- 
ments of the nobility, in the morning. But women do 
not go there without leave. 


Next are twenty-four chowbeen rowtees, ten yards 
long and fix yards wide, which are fcparated from one 
another by Kenauts. Here refide the favourite women: 
and there are other tents and pavilions fet apart for 
particular women: and they are adorned with em- 
broidery, brocade, and velvet. Adjoining, to thefe 
is a pavilion of carpeting, fixty yards fquare, under 
which foine tents are pitched: and this 1s the ftation 
of the ourdubegeean -- and other women. 





In the front thereof, as far as the dowler khanah 
khaís, is a plain 150 yards in length and zoo yards 
broad, which they call mahtaby ; "and on both fides 
thereof are erected magnificent tents, fuch as have 
been already «deícribed'; and at the diftance of ev ery 
two vards is fet up a pole fix yards long, ore yard of 
which is in the ground ; and the top is ornamented 
with a brafs knob, and it is faftened with two tent- 
ropes, one on each fide. The guards watch here, as has, 
been deícribed in the regulations tor the haram. 





In the midft of this plain is raifed a platform, over 
which is fpread an awning called a numgeerah, which 
is fupporred by four poles. This is tbe place where his 

mayeity fits in the evening ; and none but thefe who are 
— favoured are allowed to be prefent.

Near 
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Near to the goolalbar is a circular enclofure of 3600 
yards, with twelve pavilions; in the midit whereof is a 
chowbeen rowty otf ten yards fquare, raiícd from the 
ground, and forty other rooms. Thefe are covered 
with twelve awnings of twelve yards each ; and they are 
feparated from others by kenauts * This place is 
called the gupcheky khanah. And for each apartment 
there is a privy. 


Adjoining to this are erected kenauts of carpeting 150 
yards fquare, and which, in the manner before defcribed, 
are fupported by poles ornamented with brais knobs. 
In the center thereof roo ferafh raife four tents, con- 
taining feventy two rooms; and over thefe is {pread a 
calendery, refembling a tent, made of wax-cloth, or oil- 
cloth, to defend them from rain and the heat of the 
fun; and che outfide is fhaded by fifty awnings, of twelve 
yards each This is the dowlet kanah khafs, which 
is alfo fecured with doors and locks. And here the 
nobility cannot enter till the oupcheean has obtained 
them perm ffion. 


On the firt day of every moon, both the infide and 
outfide of the dowlet khanah khafs are ornamented 
with flowered carpeting; and on the outfide, for the 
fpace of 350 yards, tent-poles and ropes are fct up, at 
the diftance of three yards from each other, about 
which, guards are ítationed ; and at that time this is the 
dewan khanah aum, which is guarded on all tides. 


At the diftance of twelve yards from the dowlet 
khanah is an encloture of fixty yards of rope, tor the 
nekar khanah: and in the middle of the area, the 
akafís-deah is lightecG up.

And fuch an equipage requires for its carriage roo 
elephants, 500 camels, 400 carts, and 109 men: and 
they are cícorted by 500 cavalry, including muníub- 
dars ahdeean, and others. And there are alic employed 
on this fervice 1000 ferafh, natives of Iran, Turan, 
and Hiindoftan, soo pioneers, 100 water-carriers, fifty 
carpenters, fifty tent - makers, fifty linkmen, thirty 
workers in leather, and 150 íwecpers. The monthly 
pay of the foot is from 240 to 130 dams. 





REGULATIONS FOR THE ENCAMPMENT OF 
THE ARMY. 









His majefty never collects his armies t er in one 
body; for, befides that many are employed on different 
fervices, he doth not carry all his troops along with 
him, from the confideration that fuch an immenfe 
multitude would breed a famine: and it would be im- 
poffible to find quarters even for the foldiers ; and then 
what muft become of the followers of the camp! 





His r3jefty has invented an admirable method of 
encamping his troops, which is the means of affording 
eafe to the people. 


In afpace of ground r530 yards long, are pitched 
the royal tents and pavilions, in che manner juft now 
defcribed. Then on the right and left des, and behind, 
is an open fpace of 100 yards, which is never entered 
by any but the guards. After this, at the diftance of 
300 yards, in the quarter of the kowr, are the tents of 
Meriem Mukany and Goolbuden Begum, and other 
princefies, together with thofe of Sultan Daniel. On

tle 
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the right fide, Sultan Seleem is encamped ; and on 
the left, is the ftation of Sultan Morad: and at a 
{mall diftance behind are the offices: belfind which, 
in every corner, is left a road thirty yards wide. ‘The 
onrrahs are encamped without on all fides, according 
to their rank. 


The guard for Thurfday, Friday, and Saturday, are 
encamped in the rear; thoie for Sunday and Monday, 
on the right; and thofe for Tuefday and Wednefday, 
on the left fide of the royal tents. | 


REGULATIONS FOR THE ILLUMINATIONS. 


This is a fpark of celeftial fire. 


At noon, when the fun enters the fourteenth degree 
of the fign Aries, they place tn the fun’s rays a kind 
of fhining onyx, called in the Hiindoftany language, 
foorej kerant, and put it to a piece of cotton, which 
from the heat of the ftone catches fire :-—and this 
celeftial fire is committed to the care of proper perfons ; 
and the lamp-lighters, linkmen, and cooks, make ufe 
thereof for their re{pective offices ; and when thé year ex- 
pires, they catch new fire. 1 he veflel this fire 1s preferved 
in is called aganger, or tbe fire-pot. ‘There is alfo a 
fhining white ftone, called chunderkerant, which, upon 
being expofed to the moon’s beams, drips water. 


Every afternoon, at one ghurry before fun-fet, his 
majefty, if on horfeback, alights; or if fleeping, he 
is awakened. And when the fun fets, the attendants 
light up twelve camphor candles in twelve candlefticks 
of gold and filver, and bring them into the prefence ; 
when a finger of fweet melody, taking up one of the 
candlefticks, fings a variety of delightful airs, and con- 
cludes with imploring bleſſings on his mayelty. 


E 2 Ic 
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It is impoffible to defcribe the beauty and various 
forms of thefe candleftics: Some of them weigh forty 
pounds and upwards, and are carved with a variety of 
figures. Some are fingle, others oi two branches, and 
others of more. 


They caft camphor candles three yards long, and 
fome larger ; and they are ornamented with flowers. 


The palace is moreover illuminated withinfide and 
without with flambeaus fixed upon poles with iron 
prongs. The firft, fecond, and third nights of the 
moon, when there is but little moon-light, the prongs 
are lighted with eight flambeaus. From the fourth to 
the tenth they decreafe one in number every night, fo 
that on the tenth night, when the moon (hines very 
bright, one flambeau is fufficient ; and they continue 
an this ftate till the fifteenth, and increafe One every day 
from the fixteenth to the nineteenth. Qn the twentieth 
they continue the fame, and on the twenty-firft and 
twenty-fecond increaíe one daily; the twenry-third is 
the fame as che twenty fecond; and from the twenty- 
fourth to the thirtieth night of the moon, eight prongs 
are lighted up. For each link are allowed one feer and 
a half of oil, ard half a feer of rags, more or lefs 
according to the fize. In {fome places they bum 
Jamps with greafe ; but in the palace nothing is ufed 
but oil. 








In order to render the royal camp conípicuous to 
thofe who come from far, his majefty has caufed to be 
erected, in the front of the dowlet khanah, a pole 
upwards of forty yards high, which is fupported by 
fixteen ropes ; and from the top of the pole is fufpended 
a large lantern, which they call the akafideeah. 


Thefe offices are performed by many of the mun- 
fukdars, ahdceans, and other military men. ‘The pay 
of 
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of a foot-íoldier never exceeds 2400, and is never iefs 
than eighty dams. 


THE ENSIGNS OF ROYALTY: 


Which wife monarchs confider as marks of divine 
favour. Some of thofe which are ufed in our time 
fhall be here defcribed. 


The aurung (or throne) is made of feveral forms ; 
fome are inlaid with precious ftones, and others are of 
gold, filver, &c. 





The cbuiter (or umbrella) is made of great value, 
being ornamented with precious ftones, and thofe are 
never fewer than feven. 


The fayiban is of an oval form, a yard in length, 
and its handle, like that of the chutter, 1s covered 
with cloth of gold, and ornamented with precious 
flones. One of the attendants holds it to keep off the 
rays of the fun. It is alfo cailed attabgee?. 


Kowkebah *. Several of thefe are hung up in the 
front of the palace. 


And thefe four infignia of grandeur are ufed only 
by kings. 


The alum.  VVhen the king goes abroad, never lefs 
than five of thefe are carried along with the kowr. 
T hey are wrapped up in ícarlec cloth-bags, and are dif- 
played on days of feftivity, and in battle. 


The chuttertowk refembles the alum, only that it is 
{imaller, and is adorned with tails of the mountain cow.

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‘Phe tementowk is like the chuttertowk, only that this 
is longer. 


And thefe two laft mentioned are the flags of the 
higheft dignity. ‘The tementowk is folely appropriated 
to military officers of high rank. 


The jendeh is another kind of flag. 

Every one of thefe kinds of flags muft abfolutely 
be along with the kowr; and im battle great numbers 
of them are difplayed. 


The kowrekh , commonly called dérnatneb. Of 
thefe there are eighteen pair, more or leís; and they 
make a very deep nolle. 


The nekarch * twenty pair, more or ieis. 
‘The Dehl, * four. 


The kerna-- is made of gold, filver, bmfs, and 
other metals : and they never blow fewer than four. 


The {erna 4 of the Perfian and Indian kinds; nine 
tn number. 


The nefeer+- is of the Perfian, European, and 
Indian forms ; and they blow fome of each kind. 


The fing is of brafs, and made in the form of a 
cow’s horn; of thefe there are four. 


The fenj f They blow three pair of thefe. For- 
merly they ufed to be blown at four ghurries before

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cht, and at the fame diftance from day-break. Now 
the firft blaft is at midnight, and the other at fun-riíe. 


One ghurry before fun-rife, the enlivening blaft of the 
ferna awakens thofe who flumber; and the kowrekh is 
beat a little. .'"Phefe are joined by the kerna, the 
nefeer, ard all the other mufical initruments, excepting 
the nekarah. After a {hort paufe the ferna and the 
nefeer play the mufical modes; after which the nekarah 
is beat, and the people with one voice pray bleflings on 
his majefty. 


His majefty is converfant in mufic,,and has compofed 
upwards of 200 new modes, which are the delight of all 
hearers. The moft excellent are the Jilalíhaby, the 
Mehameerkurget, and the Nowrozy. 


In this department are munfubdars, ahdeeons, and 
other troops. “The monthly pay of a foot-foldier never 
exceeds 340 dams, and is never leis than feventy-four. 


OF THE ROYAL SEALS. 


In the beginning of the reign, Mollana Mukfood, 
feal-engraver, cut on fteel, in the Roka character, the 
name of his majefty with thofe of his predeceffors up to 
Timur; and after that, he cut another in the Nuftaleek 
eharacter, with his majefty’s name alone.——For every 
thing relative to petitions another feal was made, of a 
fermicircular form. On one fide was,

The {mall one, which 
is called ouzck, is uted for ttamping of firmans ; agd 
the large one, on which are alio engraved the names of 
his maicity’s predecetiors, is ufed fur letters to foreign 
princes. And both thete feals are in ufe at this day.

OF THE CAMP-EQUIPAGE. 


The bargah is of fuch a magnitude as to be abie to 
contain ten thoufand perfons; and the erecting of it 
employs one thoutand terath for a week, with the help 
of machines. One of theie bargahs, without any orna- 
ments, cofts upwards of ten thoufand rupees. They 
are fometimes finely ornamented with tin. From the 
price of a plain one, may be formed a comparative 
eftimate af what would be the expence of making 
other kinds. 


"The 
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The chowbeen rowty is railed on ten pilars of un- 
ecual heights, and of which lome part goes into the 
ground ; and bea:ns are laid upon the upper part, and 
faltened above end below with crois pieces of woods 
aad fome timall croífs beams are fixed on the top, and 

faftened with iron cramps. The roof and walls are 
made of ?eeds woven together. “There are either one 
wr two doors; anda platform is ruifed at a. convenience 
height from the ground. The intide is ornamented with 
velvet and brocade, and the outtide is covered with 
icarlet broad cloth bound round with ülken tape. 


Ibe duafhanah munzil is railed upon eighteen pillars 
of fix vards in height, which fupport a wooden plat- 
form; and on the level thereof pillars of tour yards in 
length are made to tit into thole below, and form an 
upper ttory. The upper partis the place for divine 
worihip, and the lower ftorv is for the women. In the 
upper ftorv his majefty performs his religious duties, 
and worfhips the fun. After this ceremony, the women: 
are admu-:ted to pay their compliments; and when they 
retire, the nobility enter and make their obeilances. On 
1:0urnies the king generally holds his court in this houle, 
which is alfo called the tehrokah. 


The zemcendoze is made of various forms, and is 
4ivided by curtains. 


he ajaybyv is compofed of nine awnings, each fup- 
portet bv tour poies. Five of the awnings are {quare, 
.nd four of an elliptical form. 


The mundel is compofed ot five awnings meeting 
together, and tupported by four poles. Sometimes four 
of the awnings are let down to form curtains, and 
E ulettnes thev lift up one of then.

The atkembeh confifts of feventeen awnings, fome 
joined together, and others feparate ; and they are 
fupported by eight poles. 


The khergah is made differently 5 fome with one, 
and others with two doors. 


The fhahmyanah is of different fizes, but never leís 
than twelve yards. 


The calendery is in the form of a tent, and is 
made of wax-cloth and fuch like. It is fpread over 
the top of the bargah, to defend it from rain and the 


heat of the fun. 






The farahperdah. Formerly thefe were made of 
coarfe white linen cloth ; but his majcíty has now 
cauted them to be made of carpeting, and thereby 
greatly added to the magnificence of the encampment. 


The gulalbar are wooden walls like thofe of the 
khergah ; they are ttrengthened with ftraps of leather, 


and told together tor the convenience of carriage. 
They arc folded up in red linen, and tied round with 


tape. 


Galeem*. His majefty has given fuch encourage- 
ment to this manutacture, that the carpets of Perfia 
and Tartary are thought no. more of. Great numbers 
of carpet-weavers are feitled here, and derive immenfe 
profi from their labour. ‘The belt carpets are made at 
Agra, Futtehpoor, and Lahoor. Ia the royal work- 
fhops, a carpet in length twenty yards and feven teffuj, 
and fix yards and a half teffuj broad, is made for 1810 
FUDEES s; which thole fkilled in the bufinefs value at

Wy collien carpets. 
4 ukeezahnemed, 
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Tukeeahnemed. Thefe are brought from Europe, 
and abundance are made in this country. It would 
take up too much time to defcribe the beauty and va- 
riety of the jajums, fahtrinjes, baluchies, and filken 
carpets that are fabricated in this empire. 








THE ABDAR KHANAH *. 


His majefty calls water cooled with faltpetre the 
water of life, and has committed the care of it to pro- 
per perfons. His majefty, both at home and on jour- 
ries, always drinks Ganges water. Some trufty perfons 
are ftationed on the banks of that river, who fill veflels 
with its water, and feal up the mouths thereof. When 
the court ds at Agra or Futtehpoor, the water is brought 
from the town of Saroon: now that his majefty is ac 
Punjab, they bring it from Herduwar. For the kirchen 
are ufed the waters of the Jumnah or Punjab, mixed 
with fome of that of the Ganges. And on journies 
and huming parties, proper perfons are appointed to 
snake trial of the waters they may meet with. 





Saltpetre, which in the compofition of gunpowder 
fupplies heat, his majefty has diicovered to be alío pro- 
«luctive of cold. 


Saltpetre is a faline earth. They fill with it a per- 
forated veffe:, and {prinkle it with water, and collections 
together what drops through, they boil it until it chryi- 
talizes. 


A quart of water is put into a gugglet of pewter, or 
filver, or any other clean metal, and the mouth ítopped 
clofe. Then is thrown into a veflel two feers and a 
half of faltpetre, with five ícers of water; and the 
gugglet of water is ftirred about in that mixture for 


The place where water is cooled with faltpetre.

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the {pace of a quarter of an hour, by which time the 
water will be fuihiciently cool. 


The price of faltpetre is from thirty feers to four 
maunds for the rupee. 


Now that the victorious ftandards are erected in Pun- 
jab, being the thirtieth year of the reign, they bring 
fnow and ice by land and water, from the fouthern 
mountains bordering on the town of Puthan, forty-five 
cole from Lahoor: the people fell it at the rate of two 
er three feers for a rupee, and find their account in 


bring! ng 1t. 


THE KITCHEN. 


His majefty even extends his attention to this depart- 
ment, and has made many wife regulations for it. 


Efe eats but one in the couríe of twenty-four hours, 
and he always leaves off with an appetite: meither is 
there any fixed time for this meal ; but the íervants have 
a'ways things in fuch readinefs, that in the tpace of an 
hour after the order is given, an hundred difhes are 
ferved up. What is required for the haram, is going 
forward from morning till night. 


Trufty people are appointed to this department, and 
his majeíty is net unwatchful of their conduct. 


At the head of thefe fervants is the mecr bekawel (or 
mafter) who bas under him many affiitants, who tatte 
every dilh before it is brought to hin; there is alto an 
officer to take charge of the money, and of the kitchens 
utenfils ; together with a number of cooks. There is 
likewile a mufhrefi to keep the accounts; and cooks of 
every nation prepare all foits of victuals. 


I here 
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There is always kept in readinefs flefh, oil, greens, 
fpices, fweetrneats, &c. and every day fuch a number of 
exquifite difhes are prepared, as are ícarcely feen at the 
banquets of other monarchs. 


On the beginning of every year there is taken out of 
{tore whatever will be required for one year’s confump- 
tion, and the different articles are diftributed to the 
officers of each particular branch; and the mouths of 
the facks and doors of the magazine are fealed with the 
{eals of the meer bekawel and the mutfhreff. 


Every month, is drawn out an account of the daily 
expenditure, for which vouchers are produced under 
the feals of the two officers above mentioned, when they 
are entered in the account charges. 


At the beginning of every quarter, the dewan of the 
ofüces and the meer bekawel, collect together whatever 
they think will be required for the kitchen : fuch as thofe 
kinds of rice called fukdofs, from Bahrantch; dow- 
zerah, from Gualiar ; khenjen, from Rajowry ; nimilah- 
zurd and oil from Kdiflar ; and geefe and other water- 
fowl from Cafíhmeer. The cooks fatten fheep, goats, 
and poultry : the flaughter-houfe is without tbe city, 
and from thence the meat is fent to the kitchen in facks 
fealed by the cooks. 


The water-carriers pour the water out of leather bags 
into earthen veffels, the mouths whereof, being covered 
with linen cloth, are fealed up ; and the water 1s left to 
fettle before 1t 1s uled. 


The kitchen-gardens are kept undera guard, that 
there may be a continual tupply of freih greens. 


The meer bekawel and the mulhreff draw out s~ 
emate of the daily expence of every kind of f- 
make that them rule. 





tig, Mant, eV, 
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Ordinary people are not permitted to enter the 
kitchen ; and no one is entertained as a fervant who 
Cannot give fecurity for his good behaviour. 


The victuals are ferved up in difhes of cold. filvec, 
ftone, and china. 


During the time of drefhrip and taking up the vic- 
€uals, an awning is fpread over the top of the kitchen, 
and care taken that nothing falls therefrom. “The cooks 
tuck up the fleeves and the fkirts of their garments, and 
kold their hands before their mouths and noftrils. 
Before the victuals are taken up, a cook and ane of the 
inferior bekawels taíte them ; after which they are tafted 
by the meer bekawel, and then put into difhes. 


The gold and filver difhes are tied up in red linen 
eloths, and thofe of copper and china in white linen ; 
and the meer bekawel puts his feal upon every diíh, 
and writes on the cloth what it contains; then the 
miufhreff tubbuck khanch (or clerk of the pantrv) makes 
out an inventory of all the difhes, and this is fent under 
a cover with the feal of the meer bekawel, that none of 
&he diíhcs may be changed. 








Khe difhes are carried by the inferior tafters, the 
cooks, and other fervants of the kitchen ; and the mace- 
bearers both precede and follow, to prevent people from 
approaching them ; and with the difhes of meat are fent 
plates of variety of {weetmeats and pickles, fealed up in 
the fame manner. 








The fervants of the  prefeuice again tafte the victuals, 
and then ferve it up ; when the table is ready, his ma- 
jeíty feats himfelf ; and the attendants place themfelves 
round the table in a fitting pofture: firft, the fhare of 
r= dervifhes is fct apart, when his majefty begins 

`- with milk or curds.— After he has dined he

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AM this time the meer bekawel is waiting without for 


directions ; and they carry back the difhes in the famé 
order that they were brought. 





Befides what is ferved up, a quantity of victuals is 
kept half-drefled, to be ready when called for. 


The copper utenfils for his majefty's ufe are tinned 
twice in a month, and thofe of the princes and the 
haram, only once in that time; whatever copper 
utenfils are broken are given to the braziers, who make 
hew ones. 


OF THE ARTICLES USED IN COOK ING. 


Ie is dificult to defcribe the various difhes; but 
fomething, fhall be faid on this fubjeét. 


Cookery is divided into three kinds: rft, That with- 
out flefh, which 1s commonly called fufyaneh ; 2d, Flefh 
with rice, and fuch like; 3d, Flefh with greens: and 
of cach of thefe kinds I fhali defcribe ten difhes. 


THE FIRST KIND. 


Zerdberinj. Ten feers of rice, five feers of fugar- 
candy, three and a half feers of ghee, half a feer of 
kifhmifhes ; of almonds and piftachios each half a feer ; 
a quarter of a feer of falt; an eighth of a feer of ginger ; 
one dam and a half of faftron, and two mifkals and a 
half of cinnamon : thefe will make four ordinary difhes ; 
fome make this diíh with fewer fpices, and even without 
any: and there is alío fometimes added fiefh, with 
other feafonings. 


Khufkeh. Ten feers of rice, feafoned with hak a 
feer of falt ; but it is made in different ways: this will 
make four difhes. A maund of Dowzerah-paddy vields 
twenty-five feers of rice, fixteen feers of which will be 


very 
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very fine; a maund of Khenjin-paddy yields twenty- 
two feers. 





Khitchery. Five feers of rice, and the like quantiiy 
of iplit peas, five feers of ghee, and one third of a feer of 
íalt, will make four difhes. 





Sheerberinj. Ten feers of wheat grouna, out of 
which a third will be loft in fifting, half that weight of 
hee, ten mifkals of pepper, four mifkals of cinnamon, 
three mifkals and a half of cloves, the fame. quantity 
of cardamums, and one-third of a feer of falt, will make 
four difhes. Some add milk and fugar. 









Chickhee. Ten feers of wheat-flour made ihto a 
pafte and waíhed, till it is reduced to two feers; one 
feer of ghee, and the fame quantity of onions {faffron, 
cardamums, and cloves, each half a dam; cinnamon, 
round pepper, and coriander feed, each one dam ; green 
ginger and falt, each three dams, will make two difhes. 
Some add lemon-yjuice. 














Badinjan. ‘Ten feers of badinjan, one feer and a half 
of ghee, three quarters of a feer of onions, a quarter of 
a feer of ginger, the fame quantity of lemon-juice ; 
pepper and coriander teed five dams; cloves, carda- 
mums, and aflafoetida, each half a dam, will make fix 


difhes. 





Pahet. Ten feers of mowngh, math, and adefs, and 
foch like, fkinned ; half a feer of ghee; talt and ginger, 
each half a dam; cuminin-feed two mifkals, and one 
half mifkal of affafoetida, will make fitteen dtithes. 
This 1s generally eaten with khufhkeh. 








Sawg is made of fpinach, and many other greens : 
ir 1s the moít natural difh chat 1s cooked. 
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Ten feers of fpinach and fennel, &c. one feer and a 
half of ghee, one feer of onions, five mifkals and a half 
of pepper; cloves and cardamums, of each half a 
mifkal, will make fix difhes. 


ldulwa. Ten feers of wheat-flour, ten feers of fugar- 
candy, amd the fame quantity of ghee, will make fifteen 
difhes. 


All thefe difhes are made after different ways, and 
are eaten with a variety of pickles and iweetmeats.

Cabooly. Ten feers of rice, feven feers of Heſh, 
three feers and a half of ghee, one feer of nakhud 
fkinned2 two feets of onions, half a dieer of falt, a 
quarter of a feer of green ginger and cinnamon; cu- 
min-feed and pepper, of cach one dam ; cardamums 
and cloves, of each half a dam; and iome add almonds 
and kifh-mifhes. Thete will make five diíhes. 


Dewzdberyan. Ten feers of rice, five feers and a 
half of ghee, ten feers of flefh, and half a ieer of fait, 
will make five difhes. 


K heemah Palow. Rice and ficfh, of each ten íeers, 
four feers of ghee, two feers and a half of nakhud 
fkinned, two feers of onions, a quarter of a ieer of 
green ginger; pepper, curmin-feed, cloves, and car- 
damums, of each one dam, will make five difhes. 


Showlah. Ten feers of fiefh, three fcers and a half of 
rice, two feers of ghee, one feer of nakhud, two teers 
of onions, half a {feer of ialt ; a quarter of a {eer of green 
ginger; pepper two dams ; and cinnamon, cardamums, 
and cloves, ot each one dam, will make fix di(hes.

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Boghra. Ten feers of flefh, three feers of flour, one 
féer and a half of ghee, one feer of nakhud, one feer and 
a half of vinegar, one feer of fugar-candy, one quarter 
of a feer each of onions, carrots, beet-root, turnips, 
{pinach, fennel, and ginger; faffron, cloves, carda 
mums, and cumin-feed, of each one dam, two dams 
of cinnamon, and eight mifkals of pepper, will make 
twelve difhes. 


Keema Shoorba. Ten feers of flefh, one feer of rice, 
the fame quantity of ghee, half a feer of nakhud, and the 
fame featonings as are ufed in the fhowla, will make ten 


difhes. 


Efereefah. Ten feers of flefh, five feers of pounded 
wheat, two feers of ghee, half a feer of falt, and two dams 
of cinnamon, will make five difhes. 


Kefhek. Ten {eers of flefh, pounded wmeat three 
feers, ghee three teers, a quarter of a feer of nakhud, 
one {eer and a half of fait, half a feer of onions, ginger 
one dam ; cinnamon, faffron, cloves, cardamums, and 
cumin, of each two mufkals, will make five difhes. 


EFfuleem. The flefh, wheat, nakhud, and fpices, the 
fame as thote ufed in the khefhek, with one fecr of ghee, 
and turnips, carrots, ipinach, and fennel, of each a 
quarter of a teer, will make ten difhes. 


Nurab, which the natives of Hindoftan call fembufeh, 
is different!iy made. len feersof fenh, four feers of 
Hour, tro fecrs of ghee, onc leer of onions, a quarter of 
s leer of ereen ginger, half a feer of lalc; pepper and 
coriander feed, Qf each two dams; cardamums, Cu- 
min-iee.l, end cloves, of cach one dam, and a quarter 
of a fecr of turnach-fced, will make near twenty nutabs, 
winch will fill four Gifhes.

Dumpokht. Ten feers of flefh, two feers of ghee 
one fecr of onions, fifteen mifkals of pepper ; cloves an 
cardamums, of each two dams. 


Ten feers of flefh, two feers of oil, one 
feer of onions, two dams of pepper; cloves and car- 
damums, of each one dam, and an eighth of a feer of 
fair, will make eight difhes. 


Mulehobah. Ten feers of flefh, ten feers of milk- 
curds; ghee and onions of each one feer, a quarter of a 
feer of ginger, and one dam of cloves, will make ten 
difhes. 








OF BREAD. 

Bread is prepared in the pantry; the fargeft kind, 
which is baked in an oven, is made of ten feers of flour, 
fave feers of milk, one feer and a half of ghee, and one 
quarter of a feer of íalt; fmaller ones are alfo made of 
this dough. Others, which are baked on an iron-plate, 
are fixtecn, and fometimes more, to a feer. There is 


likewife another kind, called chepaty, which are made 
of khufhkch. 


THE SUFYANEH. 


His ma efty has a great difinclination for flefh ; and 
he frequently fays, ** Providence has prepared variety of 
** food for man; but, through ignorance and gluttony, 
** he deftroys living creatures, and makes his body a 
** tomb for beaíts. If I were not a king, I would leave 
c off cating fleíh at once; and now it is my intention to 
'* quit. it by degrees." For fome time he abftained 
from flefhh on Fridays, then on Sundays, now on the 
firít day of every folar month, and on Sundays, and on

Beryan drooft gofpund. Two feers of falt, one feer 
of ghee, faffron, cloves, pepper, cardamums, and cu- 
min, of each two tnifkals, will make four difhes.

Yulmeh. A goat is fcalded in water till all the hair 
comes off, and then made into a yekhny, or drefled in 
any other way ; but a kid or a lamb is preferable. 


Kebab is of various kinds. Ten feers of fleth, half 
a feer of — ; falt, green ginger, and onions, of each 
half a feer; cumun-feed,  coriander-íeed, pepper, 
cardamumns, and cloves, of each one dam and a half. 


Mrefemmen. [hey take all the bones out of a fowl 
through the neck, fo that the flefh remains perfect, and 
which they fill with half a feer of flefh, and the like 
quantity of ghee, together with five eggs, a quarter of a 
{eer of onions, ten mifkals of coriander feed and green 
ginger, five mifkals of íalt, three mifkals of pepper, and 
half a mifkal of faffron. 


WDupeeazeh. ‘Ten feers of flefh, neither very fat nor 
lean, and the like quantity of onions, a quarter of a 
(cer of fait, an eighth of a feer of green ginger; cu- 
min-feed, coriander-íeed, cardamums, and cloves, of 
each one dam, and five dams of pepper, will make four 
diíhes. 


IVIotenjenah gofpund. Ten feers of flefh, not very 
fat, two feers of ghee, half a feer of nakhud, a quarter 
of a feer of ginger; one dam of cumin-feed, pepper, 
cloves, cardamums, and coriander-íced, of each two 

F 2 dams, 
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the days of the eclipfes of the fun and of the moon, and 
the day between two fufyanehs *, and the Mondays of 
the month Rejeb, and the feítival of the month ‘Teer, 
together with the whole of the month Fervirdeen 
(March) and the month in which his majefty was born, 
which is Aban (October): and it being ordered that 
the fufyaoch fhould laft for as many days as his majefty 
was years old, fome days in the next month, Azer, were 
likewife added ; and now the whole of this laft month is 
fufyaneh : and out of his righteoufnefs, befides all thofe, 
atis ftill increafing {ome days every year, and never lefs 
than five days. 





Whatever is faved in the fufyaneh days, is expended 
in the other months. 





At the expiration of the great fufyaneh, the firft difhes 
of flefh thas are dreffed come from the apartments of 
Merjem kany, and next from the other princes and 
princefles, and the principal nobility. 








In this department are ahdyan and other cavairy. 
The pay of a foot-foldier is from one hundred to four 
hundred dams.

THE FRUTTERY. 


His majefty is exceedingly fond of fruit ; æd by thc 
great encouragement he has given to the cultivation 
of fruit-trees, fkilful people have come with their fa- 
milies from Perfia and "lartary, and fettled in this 
country. 


Mlufk-melons and grapes are become very plenty ; 
and water-melons, peaches, almonds, piftacbios, pome- 
granates, and many other fruits, have been introducee 
into Hiindoitan. 


Ever fince the conqueít of Cabul, Candahar, and 
Caihmeer, loads of fruit are annually brought from 
thence, and ftock the markets. Miufk-melons come 
in feafon, in Hindoftan, in the month of March (Fer- 
virdeen) and are very plenty in the month of April. 
They are exceedingly delicious, efpecially thofe called 
nafbpatty, and babafheikhy, and alyfhery, and elcheh, 
and burgnei, and doodcheragh, and others which con- 


tinuc 
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tinue in feafon two months longer. In the beginning 
of the month of Auguft they come from Cafhmeer; and 
before thefe are out of feafon, great plenty are broughe 
from Cabul; and in the month of November the 
Caravans come from Badakhfhan 5 and when they are in 
feafon in Zabuliftan, they are alfo to be had in Penjab. 
In Behker and its vicinity, they are plentifully in teafon 
all the year, excepting in the extremity of winter. Im 
the months of May and July there are warietv of grapes 
in jldindoftan; and in the month of Auguft, the 
markets are iupplied from Caflameer. In Caflhmeer 
eight feers of grapes are bought for one dams; and the 
expence of traníporting a maund is two rupees: the 
Cafmertans bring them on their backs in long bafkets. 
From the month of April twill September they are 
brought from Cabul, together with cherries, to which 
his majefty has given the name of fhah aloo (the royal 
plumb) and teedlefs pomegranates, apples, pears, 
quinces, peaches, apricots, feveral kinds of plumbs, and 
other fruits in great plenty ; and many of thefe are alfo 
introduced into Hiindoftan. They alfo bring from Cam- 
dahar, melons, pears, and apples. 


Whenever his majefty is inclined to drink wine, or 
cake opium, or kuknar, trays of fruit are fet before 
him. Hie eats a few, but the greateft parr is diftributed 
amongit the attendants and nobility; and every one is 
marked according to its degree of excellence. On the 
melons of the firfít degree they mark one line quite acrofs 
the top, and thofe of the fecond degree with two lines, 
and fo on. 


In this department are .munfubdars, ahdyans, and 
other troops. The monthly pay of a foot-foldier is from 
one hundred and forty dams down to one hundred.

His majefty is exceedingly fond of perfumes ; and the 
prefence-chamber is continually fcented with flowers, 
and fumigated with preparations of ambergris, lignum- 
aloes, &c. which are burnt in gold and filver cenfers.

Ruh-afza, for burning in cenfers. Five feers of 
lignum-aloes, one teer of fandal- wood, 2 quarter of 2 
feer of laudan, a quarter of a dlecr of akyfir, three tolabs 
and a half of E ankincenfe, three tolahs and a half of 
derhoop, which is a root brought from Cafhmeer, 
violet-roots twenty tolahs, ufhneh ten tolahs, pounded 
and tifted. To be made into cakes with four bottles or 
role-water, thickened with ivrup. 


Owpteneh is an odoriterous wafh tor the hands. 
Three quarters of a feer of laudan, one dam and a halt 
of lignum-aloes, with the like quantity of lemon-blat- 
fomes, and one feer and a half ot Jemon-pecl, one dieer 
an«l ten dams of fandal-wood, one feer and five dams of 
ipikenard, the fame qnantity of ufhneh, thirty-eight 
tolahs and fix maíbahs of mufk, halt a feer and four 
tolahs of pachch-icaves, thirty- -fix tolahs of apples; fif- 

teen 
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teen tolahs of fad *, five dams of violets, one tolah two 
mafhahs of derhoop, one tolah and a half of a graís 
called akenky, half a tolah of civet, one tolah two 
mafhahs of ftankincenfe, with one hundred and fix 
bottles of rofe-water, and five bottles of the juice of 
lemon-bloffoms. Alli the ingredients are pounded and 
ftrained, and then fec over a flow fire with the rofe- 
water and juice of lemon-blofloms ; and when the com 
pofition is {ufficienrly boiled, it is taken off from the fire 
and dried. 








Abyr mayeh.  Lignum-aloes four dams, fandal-wood 
two dams, violet-roots one dam, ípikenard three dams

OF NATURAL PERFUMES. 


Amberpris. Some fay that it is produced in the 
oottom of the fea; others make it to be the dung of the 
fca-cow, which is called fara ; while others maintain that 
it is the foam of the fea. 








Laudan is by fome confounded with ambereris, bue 
t is gathered from a tree found in the iflands of Cyprus 
and Chios. It is a moufture that fetrles on rhe leaves ot 
that trec. 


Camphor is obtained from a large tree found in the 
maritime mountains of Hindoftan and China. lt is 
collected from the trunk and branches. 











Civet is a perfume procured from an animal refem- 
Bling a cat, but fomewhat larger, with a longer face and 
tail. They bring this perfume from Achin. 





K owrah 
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Kowrah is fomething of the fame kind, procured 
from an animal much refembling the civet; and it alfo 
is found in Achin. 


IVIyd 1s likewife fomething of the fame kind, but of 
an inferior quality. 


Lignum-aloes is the root of a tree, which is lopped off 
and buried in the earth, when whatever is not good rots, 
and the remainder is pure aloes. There are feveral 
kinds of it, viz. IVIendely, Jebely, Semendury, Kemary, 
Kakey, Berry, Cathaiy, Chiny (which is alfo called 
Keemoory) and Jelaly, Mytaky, and Lemaky. Of all 
thefe Kinds the Mendely is the beft. The Semendury 
is blue, thick, and moift, and burns for a long time on 
the fire. 


Chuwah is diftilled lignum-aloes. 


TIE METHOD OF MAKING CHUWAH. 


Small pieces of lignum-aloes that have been {teeped 
in water for a week, are put into a narrow-necked 
veficl, which is then luted with philofopher’s clay. 
Philofopher's clay is compofed of clay, cotton, and rice- 
bran. A {mall ipace is left at the neck of the veffel, 
which 1s placed inverted in another vefiel perforated at 
the bottom, and fupported by a three-legged ftand, 
under which ıs placed a difh full of water, fo that the 
mouth of the firt mentioned veíiel may touch its fur- 
face ; then there is made round the inverted veffel a 
gentle fire of cow-dung, which melts the aloes rill it 
diftils into the water: this is colleéted, and repeatedly 
waíhed with water and rofe-water to take off all {mell 
of {moke. 


Sandal. This tree is a native of China. It has been 
— into Hindoſtan in this reign, and thrives very 
well. 


G 2 Sandal- 
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Sandal-wood 1s of three kinds, white, red, and yellow. 
The beit is that which is yellow and oily, and it is called 
mekafiry. 


Storax is the gum of a native tree of Syria ; and there 
are of it both liquid and dry. 


Kelumbek is a tree whofe wood is very heavy and 
veined. It is brought from Zeerbad. It is ground 
fine and mixed with other perfumes ; and they alfo make 


rofaries of 1t. 


NIullagecr is a trec reiembling the former, only that 
the wood 1s lighter and not veined. 


Frankincenfe is the gum of a tree brought from the 
port ot Java: tome miftake it for dry ftorax. WVhen 


thrown on the fire, it evaporates like camphor. 


Scented. nails refemible fhells, and are collected from 
the neit of an animal. They are found in the Indus,

Te firít three petals are 
very beautiful, and are encompaffed by three other 
fimmilar ones; and between thefe fix petals are three 
yellow threads furrounding three red threads ; which laft 
are the faffron. 


The fun-flower is round, broad, and large, and of 
numerous petals; and it always turns towards the fun. 
Its fhrub grows to the height of three ells. 


The kenwel are of two kinds, one of which is yellow, 
blows in the morning, and follows the fun in his courfe, 
and inthe evening the flower fhuts up: it has fix petals, 
and refembles the anemone. ‘The other, which is white, 
has four petals, and when the moon fhines it blows and 
turns towards it, in the fame manner as the other follows 
the fun. 


Jafery is a round beautiful flower, larger than the 
iudberg-o 


Gorhel is like the tulip, and of numerous petals. 
It flowers in the fecond year. 


Retenmungeny has four petals, and is tmaller than 


jafmin. Its tree and the leaves thereof refemble roy 
beyl. It flowers in the fecond year. 


Keyfew has five petals, refembling the nails of a lion. 
Kenayr remains a long time in bloom, and is beauti- 
ful, but unlucky. W hoever wears it on his head gets 


into quarrels. Ic flowers in one year. 


Kuddem is round like a ball. Its tree and the leaves 
thereof refemble the walnut-tree.

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Nagehfir is in fhape like the red role, but is white, 
with yellow in the middle :—ıt has five petals and 
threads. The tree flowers in feven years. 


Soorpun refembles the fefame-flower, with yellow òn 
the middle.

Spikenard is compofed of five petals, each ten fingers 


long, and three fingers broad. 





Rotonniala is ufed in dying cloth. With a decoction 
of it they mix vitriol and maasfer flowers, which produce 
ared colour. 


Malty is like jafmine, but rather finaller. It flowers 
an the fecond year. 


Soon 1s like yellow jafmin, but fomewhat larger. It 
has five petals. The tree refembles the jafmin, and 
flowers :n the fecond year.

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Keroyl is a beautiful flower of three little petals. It 
as made into broth, and is alfo pickled. 





Jait grows on a large tree, whofe leaf reíembles that 
of the tamarind. 


Chemrelah is like a nofegay : it flowers in the fecond 
year. The bark of the tree makes a red decoction. 
it grows chiefly in mountainous countries. The wood 
thereof burns like a candle. 


Lahy. The {hrub that bears this flower is an ell and à 
balf high. The branches, before the flowers appear, 
are eat with bread. 


Kerundeh-flower refembles the jewhy. 


Dhorwontor is a beautiful flower, relembling tb- 
neelofer. 


Serifs is like threads of filk, and fends its fragrance to 
a great diftanee. Its tree is called the king of trees; it 
is very large, and is ufed in building. ‘The heart of it 
is black, and refifts the ftroke of the axe. 





Kunglay is a beautiful flower of five petals, each fou, 
fingers long ; and only one flower grows on each ftalk. 


Hemp giows in clufters like a nofegay. The leaves 
of this plant refemble thofe of the chinar-tree, and of 
the bark is made rope. One fpecies bears a flower like 
the cotton-fhrub ; and this is called in Hindoſtan, fun- 
paut. It makes a very foft rope. 


It would be impoffible for one, ignorant as I am, to 
deícribe every flower of this country :—a few have been 
mentioned by way of fpecimen. Here are alfo found 

abundance 
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abundance of flowers traníplanted from Perfia and Tar- 
tary; fuch as rofes, violets, jafmin, &c. 


The plants, flowers, roots, &c. of this country that 
are ufed for food, or applied to medicinal purpofes, are 
innumerable. It is {aid by Indian authors, that if you 
take a leaf of every tree, they will amount to fix maunds.

REGULATIONS FOR THE WARDROBE. 

Through the attention of his mayjefty, a variety of 
new manufactures are eftablifhed in this country ; and 
the cloths fabricated in Perfia, Europe, and China have 
beceme cheap and plenty. Whe fkill of the manufac- 
turers has increafed with their number, for his majefty 
has made himfelf acquainted with the theory and 
practice in every ftage of rhe bufinefs, fo as to be able to 
difcover 
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diícover the merits of the workmen ; thus by bringing 
the arts iato credit, the natives are encouraged to give 
application, and they ípeedily gain a complete know- 
šedge of their profeffion. 


The manufactures of every nation are to be found in 
the royal workfhops : whatever 1s brought or made there, 
or is received in Pefhcufh, is carefully preferved ; and 
thofe articles of wnich there 1s an abundance, are either 
xnade up into garments or given away. 


Every piece that is received is put oy with the price 
marked upon it; and fkilful people are employed gn. 
comparing the former with the prefent price. By this 
means the intrinfic value being learned, the prices are 
fo much reduced, that the ghiaís nukthbund, which 
was tormerly bought tor one hundred mohurs, is now to 


be had for fifty. 


Something fhall here be faid of the different drefles 
worn by his majefty ; to give more would rur me inta 
prolixity. 


The takowchyeh is made of a fingle cloth, and is of 
the Inctan form ; formerly it had flits in the fkirt, and 
was tied with ftrings on the left tide: his majeíty has or- 
dered it to be made with a round fkirt, and to be tied 
on the right fide. Tt requires feven ells and a half. 
The price for making one of them plain is onc rupee, 
and thole which are ornamented with {titches are from 
one rupee to five rupees. “There are alfo expended three 
quarters of a mifkal of filk. 


The ypaifhwaz is of the fame form, but ties before ; 
and fome are alfo made without ftrings. 


The du aiy requires fix ells and four girahs for the 
ontfide and the lining, four girahs for the ftrings, and 
nine 
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nine for the finjaf, or border. The expence of making 
from one rupee to three rupees ; and ic requires one 
mifkal of filk. 


The fhahajeedeh. In every girah * are worked fixty 
lines of {titches ; and it 1s from ‘thence alfo called fthuthe 
khutty (fixty lines). It has a double lining; and tome 
are quilted with cotton. “The expence of working is 
two rupees per fquare ell. 


Sozeny. A quarter of a feer of cotton and two dams 
of ilk.

gbere are prepared for the nobility one thoufand firrapa

Wiis mayjefty has ordered four kinds to be made: 
2%, Toos affel, which is the wool of an animal o£f«his 
mame, whole natural colour, in general,is grey inchning 

tO 
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to red, though {fome are perfectly white; and thoic 
fhawls are incomparable for lig&htnefs, warmth, and 
foftnefs. | Formerly they were always made with the 
wool in its original ftate, but his majefty has had fome 
of them dyed, and it 1s furprifing that they will not take 
a red colour. 2d, Sefed alcheh, which they alfo cail 
terehdar. The natural colours of the wool are white or 
black ; and they weave three forts of them, white, black, 
and grey. Formerly there were not above three or four 
different colours for fhawls ; but his majefty has made 
them of various hues. 3d, Zerdozy, gulabetum, kefh- 
vdeh, culgha, bandhenun, cheet, alcheh, and perzdar, 
which are of his mayjefty’s invention. 4th, From being 
Mhort pieces, he had them made long enough for jamahs. 








The fhawls are claffed according to the day, month, 
year, price, colour, and weight; and this manner of 
clafhng is commonly called miffel. The mufhreffs, 
having examined thefe particulars, mark the quality of 
cach fhawl on a piece of paper, which they affix to one 
corner thereof. All thofe that are brought into the 
palace on the day Ormuzd-of the month Fervirdin *, are 
preferred to thole received afterwards of the fame fine- 
neís, weight, and colour; and each are written down in 
order. Every day there are received into ftore of the 
following kinds: toos, fefed alcheh, laal zerreen, na- 
renjy, berenjy, caremzy, kahy, gulpumbeh, fendely, 
badamy, arghuwany, anaby, toreky, aflely, ftofeny, 
menjeny, gelkaíny, fibecky, alify, feftoky, pezh gul, 
gulkhear, neyyberen, bhowjputtry, afmany, gulaby, kul- 
why, aby, zytoony, jigery, zemroody, cheeny, benefsh, 
emboweh, mufhkeen, fakhtehy. From this account of 
one day, may be forined an idea of what is done in the 
courfe of a ycar. 








Formerly fhawls were but rarely brought from Cafh- 
sneer, and thofe who had them ufed to wear them over

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their fhoulders m four foids, {o that they laited for a long 
time; now thcy are worn angle by people of all degrees. 
iis majeíty hos introduced the cuftom of wearing two 
Éfhawls, one under the other, which is a confiderable ad- 
dition to their beauty. By the attention of his majetty 
the manufacture of fhawls in Cafhmeer is in a very 
flourifhing ftate, and in L.ahoor there ate upwards of a 
thoufand manufactories of this commodity. They alfo 
amake an imitation of fhawl with the’ w ef ilk and 
she woof of wool ; and this kind is called Mayan. Of 
toth kinds are made turbans, &c.

A picture is the refemblance of fomething in nature, 
which ordinary painters can draw from originals ; but 
the artifts of Europe with eafe create forms out of their 
Own imaginations, that refemble nature heríclf ; but 
through the medium of Ietters the experience of anti- 
quity has been tranímitted to us, and become the capital 
{tock of wifdom: out of refpeét to which confideration 
1l fhall firit defcribe the library. Of atruth, if it had 
not been for letters, fpecch would not have obtained 
hfe, nor our minds been enriched with the fecrets of 
antiquity. 


Various are the alphabets which have been chofen by 
different nations; namely, the Syrian, the Greek, the 
Hebrew, the Coptic, the Maakely, the Kufy, the Cafh- 
meery, the Ethiopian, the Rybany, the Arabic, the 
Perfian, the Roman, the Hymery, the Barbary, &c. as 
is Evident from ancient books. 


The difference betwixt letters confifts in the fhape 
of the lines which torm them, that is, whether they be 
curved or ftraight: thus the Kufy character is com- 
pounded of a line that 1s one dang in curve, and the 
remainder tlraight. J] he Maakely has no curve. “The 
infcriptions on ancient buildings are moftly tn this 
character. 


At this day there are in ufe eight different alphabets 
in Iran, L uran, Room, and Hind 


In the vear three hundred and ten of the Hegura, 
Eebn Niokleh tormed fix different alphabets from the 
Maakely and the Kufv ; «zz. the Suls, the 'Towkya, the 
Mohekceh, the Nuikh, the Ryhan, and the Rokaa; to 
which fome add the Ghobar, making him to have in- 
vented feven alphabets. Same attribute the invention

of the Nufkh character to Yacoob ,.Motaffemy. The 
Suls and the Nufkh are compofed of two dangs of curve 
and four dangs of ftraight line. The Towkya and Rokaa 
are four dangs and a half curved, and the reft ftraight line, 
Khe Mohekeh and Ryhan have four dangs and a half 
ftraight line, and the reft curve. The feventh kind of 
character is the ''aleek, formed out of the Rokaa and the 
'"'lowkya,and have very little of ftraightline. Khojeh Taj 
Solimany, who wrote the fix above-mentioned characters 
excellently, was alío a proficient in this; and fome fay 
that he invented it. Afhruff Khan, meer moonfhy to 
his majeíty, has brought this character to the higheft 
diegree of perfection. The eighth character is the 
Nuftaleek, which is all curve. Some pretend that it 
was compofed from the Nufkh and ‘Taleek by Khojeli 
Meer Aly Tebrezee, in the time of Timar; but this is 
not true, for I have feen books in this character that 
werc written before the reign of that monarch. 


His majefty, by the en »uragement that he gives to 
good penmen, has brought writing to the higheft degree 
of perfection, particularly in the Nuftaleek character. 
Thote who excel in.the Nuftaleek, and are under the 
fhadow of the throne, are Mahommed Hufflain Cafh- 
meery, who is generally known under the title of Zur- 
reen Kalum *, and he is reckoned to equal Molla Meer 
Aly ; alfo his fon Mollana Baker, together with thote 
here following, are famous for their fkill in this art ;

I here is always kept in {tore armour fufficient for the 
equipment of an army. Thofe which are khafeh +, 
have particular names and ranks given them. 


Thefe two excelled in taking likenefles and finifhing. 
Applied to his majefty’s particular ufe. 
| There 
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A here are thirty khaífch fwords, one of which is 
carricd to the haram every month, and the former one 
as returned. There are alfo in readineís forty other 
iwords, which they call kowtel. When of the thirty 
khafeh fwords twelve remain unufed, the complement 
3s made up out of thefe forty, fo that there are always 
thirty Khrateh fwords: alfo twelve fword-beltsare kept 


apart, and fent into the haram, one every week alter- 
mately. 





There sre likewife forty jemdhers and forty khup- 
wahs * delivered out alternately ; of each, one every 
week. Ande of the two laít mentioned, there are thirty 
more of each called kowtel, which are ufed to keep ap 
the full complement of thefe, in the fame manner as 
has been defcribed of the khafeh fwords. Moreover, 
there are eight karcds --, twenty neyzahs £ and twenty 
birchehs $ ; and a different one of each is ufed every 
month. “There are alfo eighty-fax mefhed and beh- 
Gavin bows, with twenty-four others, out of which, in 
every folar month of thirty-two days,-one bow is fent 
ro his mayefty every day ; and during every month of 
vhircy- one days, two every week alternately. Every 
one of thefe has its rank affigned it; and when his 
raajeitv goes abroad, or appears in the Bar Aum, the 
fons of the omrahs, with other munfubdars and ah- 
dyan, carry the kowr in their hands, and on their 











fhouidcrs. One carries a bow, another a quiver, a 
third a ford, and a fourth a fhield; and there are 
four of each of thete kinds. But of the following 


weapons only four peritons are employed in carrying 
ese of cach; wiz. a neyzah, a birchez, a tubber-

In the bargah, the omrahs and others arrange 
themíelves between thofe who fupport the kowr. 
WV hen his majefty goes abroad, they all march.behind, 
excepting a few of the principal nobility, who go 
amongit the kowr. With the kowr are caparifoned 
elephants, with camels, chariots, nakarahs, flags, ko- 
kebehs, and other enfigns of ftate; and the mace- 
lcarers clofe the whole, being affifted by the meer 
buk&hfhiean in clearing the way.

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Some pieces of cannon are fo large as to carry a ball 
of twelve maunds; and others require each feveral 
elephants, and a thoufand bullocks for their ewanf-

His majefly gives a great deal of attention to this 
department, and has appointed to it -roghahs and 
clerks. 


He has invented feveral kinds; fome ef which are 
fo contrived as to take to pieces for the convenience of 
carriage, and when the army halts, they are nicely put 
&ogether agajn.  Alío fcventeen pieces are fo united 
together as to be diícharged by one match. TJ be-> 
arc others which can be cafily tranfported by one ele- 
phant ; and they are called gujnal. Others can be 
carried by a fingle man, and are called nurnatl. 



























It has been wifely ordered, that a fufhcient train of 
artillery be placed in each fubah. 


The cannon for battery and for boats, and thofe 
ehich are fit for journies, are kept feparate. It would 
Be ampofhble to enumerate them; and fkilful artifts 
are continually making new ones, efpccially gunjahs 
and nurnals. 





In this department omrahs and ahdyan receive large 
falaries.

RULES OBSERVED IN MAKING FIRE-ARMS FOR 
HIS MAJESTY'S USE. 


Bundooks * are now made in fuch a manner that 
when filled with powder up to the muzzle, there is no 


Matchlocks. 
fear 
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fear of their burfting. Formerly they never were of more 
than four folds of iron, 2nd fometimes only ot one, 
joined together by the two extremities of the breadth, 
and which were very dangerous. His miajeíty, after 
having the iron flattened, bas it rolled up like a fcroll 
of paper, but flantingly, and every fold is pafled through 
the fire. There is alfo the following method : íohd 
pieces of iron are properly tempered, and then bored 
with an iron borer ; and three or four of 1heíe are joined 
together to form a bundook. The fmalle{ft bundooks 
that are mace are two fpans long; and the longeft near 
two ells. That of one ell and a quarter is called de- 
manik, and its ftock is made differently irom che others. 
>see are made to fire without a match, merely by 
piring a lictle motion to the trigger: and they make 
iome balls that will do execution like a fword. “There 
are a great number of fkilful artifts in this department, 
rhe chief of whom are Oitad Kebeer and FHufia:in. In 
preparing the iron for bundooks, half is lott in the fire. 
NV hen the lengths are made, and before they are joined 
together, they are ftamiped with figures, exprefiing the 
quantitv of crude iron and the quantity remaining s 
and in this ftate it is called dowl: this is fent for his 
majefty’s infpection ; and the weight of the ball being 
dlerermined, the bore is made accordingly. The bun- 
dook-ball is never larger than twenty-five tanks, nor icís 
than fifteen; but, excepting his mayefiv, no body is 
bold enough to fire off one of the largeit.. \When the 
bore is finithed it is again carried to the harani; fron 
thence it is brought out again and fect 1n an old itock, 
ibd filled with powder till with a thtrc of the muzzie. 
if ir Rands this proot, it is arried azan to nie machiy- 
T hen the muzzle is finifbcd, after which it is again put 
intro an old 1itock, as before-incntioned, and tried at a 
miark. If it does not carry true, they heat it, xod 
{traighten it by means of a wooden-rod ; then, in the 
royal prefence, if is delivered to che fier, who faihions 
tice Outhde as he is directed. VV lica this is dome, the 
barrel 
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barrel is again carried to hts mayjefty, when inc wood and 
form of the ftock are determimed. In this ftage the 
Sgures marking the weight of the crude and of. the pre- 
pared iron are effaced, and in they room are engraven 
the maker's name, the place, the mgnth, and the year. 
Next are made the trigger, the ramred, and primer. 
After all thefe are finifhed, the piece is acafm ordesed to 
be proved. If it is found to carry true, it is again 
brought to the haram along with five balls. In chis ftate 
wis called fadeh (or plain). ‘The cologr-o€ the barrel 
and ítock is next determined ; apnd when the egiouring is 
&nifhed, it is called rungeen (or:coloured). It is now 
fent ‘again into the haram with five Bore Malis. His 
majefly fires it four tinmes, and refurms it back — 
with the fifth ball. “When ten of thefe rungeen muikets 
arc collected together, they are ordered to be inlaid with 
Md, fcc. and arc afterwards ferit to the harem, as before 
feribed; and when ten fuch are completely finifhes, 
they arc committed to the care of the checylch.

OF THE RANKS OF THE ROYAL BUNDOOKS. 


-Bundooks are either made in the royal workfhops, o 
are bought, or are received in prefents. His majefty, 
out of a thouíand of thote of different kinds, feleG@s one 
hundred and five for his own panicular ufc, which are 
ufed in the following manner: wim twelve are named 
after the months, and are brought to him alternately, fo 
that each comes in ufe once a year; thi others are 

han every weck, and thirty-two are alternately 
every day of a folar month; and the remaining dmirty- 

one 
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one are for the kowtel. His majefty fires every day ; 
and after he has difcharged a piece four times, it is fent 
out and exchanged for another. 





It is alío a rule, that the clerks of the chace take an 
account of all the game that is fhot by his majefty, and 
with what particular piece ; from whence it appears, that 
with the mufket. called fungram, which is the firft in 
rank of the khafeh-mufkets, and appropriated for the 
month Ferverdin *, there have been killed one thoufand 
nine hundred game of various kinds. 


THE PAY OF THE BUNDOOKCHYAN. 


His majefty has fixed the pay of the merdahs after 
four rates, wiz. firt, 300 dams; fecond, 280 dams; 
third, 2720 dams ; fourth, 260 dams ; and the pay of 
the others at five rates, each of which are divided into 
highefít, middle, and loweft.

THE FEEL KHANEFH, OR ELEPHANT-STABLES. 


‘The natives of Hindoftan hold this animal in fuch 
eftimation, that they confider one of them as equivalent 
to five hundred horfes. The male elephant is of fo 
generous a difpofition, that he never injures the female, 
aithough fhe be the immediate caute of his captivity ; 
neither will he fight with a male who is much younger 
than himfelf; and, from a fenfe of gratitude, he never 
hurts his keeper; and out of refpect for his rider he 
never blows duft over his body when he is mounted, 
although at other times he is continually amufinrg him- 
felf with fo doing. In the rutting teaton an elephant 
was fighting with his match, when a young one coming 
in their way, he kindly tet him afide with his trunk, and 
then renewed the combat. If a male elephant breaks 
loofe in the rutting teafon, no body dares go near hin 
without being accompanied by a female one ; and then 
he íuffers himfelf to be bound without offering any 
refiftance. WV hen the female dies, the male will neither 
eat nor drink for a confiderable time. He can be 
taught various feats. Ele learns the modes which can 
only be underitood by tLofe ixilled in mufic, and moves 
his limbs in time thereto. Ie 1s alfo taught to fhoot an 

arrow 
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arrow out of a bow, and to take up any thing that is 
thrown down and to give it to his keeper. I hey are 
fed with any kind of grain wrapt up in graís; and, what 
is very attonifhing, upon a fignal being given him by 
his. keeper, he will hide eatables in the corner of his 
mouth, and when they are alone together will take them 
out again and give them to the man. An elephant 
frequently with his trunk takes water out of his ftomach 
and fprinkles himíelf with it, and it is not in the leaft 
offenfive ; alfo, he will take out of his ftomach grafs on 
the fecond day, without its having undergone any 
change. 


The price of an elephant is from one hundred to a 
lack of rupees. Thofe of five thoufand and of ten 
thoufand rupees price, are not uncommon. 





There are four kinds of elephants. Behder is that 
which has well-proportioned limbs, an erect head, broad 
breaít, large'eyes, and a long tail, with two excrefcences 
in the forehead refemmbling large pearls. Thefe excref- 
cences are called in the Hindovee language, guj manik ; 
and many properties are afcribed to them. Another 
kind, called mund, has a black fkin and yellow eyes; 
is bold and ungovernable. That called murø has a 
whiter fkin, with moles, and its eyes are of a mixture of 
red, yellow, black, and white. That called mirh has x 
{mall head, and is eahly brought under command: its 
zolour is a mixture of white and black, refemblin 
[moke ; and froin mixtures of the above kinds are foret 
others of different names and properties. 


The rej tum, of whom a particular defcription fhall 
hereafter be given, is very common; and this kind is 
handíome, well-proportioned, and tractable, has noc 
much inclination for the female, and 1s very long lived. 
The beyfh rej has a dreadful piercing eye, with a 

I 2 tremendous 
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tremendous countenance, has a ravenous appetite, is 
vicious, and fleepsa great deal. 


Formerly it was thought unlucky to allow tame ele- 
phants to breed ; but his majefty has furmounted this 
icruple. 


The female goes with young eighteen lunar months. 
The foetus begins to have tome form in the eleventh 
month ; in the twelfth month the veins, bones, nails, 
and hair are difcernible ; in the thirteenth month its 
iex may be difcovered ; and in the fíteenth month it 
has life. If the female increafes in ítrength wkilft 
breeding, it is a fign that fhe is big of a male ; and, on 
the contrary, if fhe is weak, it indicates her having a 
female. In general, an elephant has but ane young at 
a birth, but fometimes fhe bas two. The young one 
fucks till it is five years old, after which time it feeds on 
vegetables. At this age it is called bal. At ten years 
it is called powt ; at twenty, bek 5 and at thirty, kelbeh. 
ic undergoes fome change at every one of thefe periods, 
and arrives at maturity in fixty years. It is a good fign 
in an elephant to have eyes of yellow and white, mixed 
with black and red. The elephant has two white tusks, 
an ell in length, and fometimes longer. “The tufks are 
faid to be fornetimes red, and likewiíe four in number. 
An elephant ought to be eight cubits high and nine in 
length, and fhould meafure ten cubits or more round 
the back and belly; and white fpecks of the foreheatr 
are very lucky. . 


The male elephant wants the female in different 
feafons ; fume in winter, fome in fummer, and others 
in the rains; and at this time they commit many ex- 
travagancies, throwing down houfes and ftone-walls, 
and pulling men from on horfeback with their trunks. 
I he fign of their being hot, 1s a filthy water, of a white

or red colour, exuding from their temples, and which is 
of an infufferable fmell. Each of the temples of an 
elephant is {aid to have twelve perforations : before this 
fymptom the elephant is ou cous, ard looks very 
h^ndíome. “The natural life of an elephant, like that 
of man, is one hundred and twenty years. The ele- 
phant has many general names, arnongít which are 
hufty, guj, feel, peel, and hawtee. An elephant by 
being properly trained „may be made very valuable, fo 
dnany who buy an elephant for an hundred rupces, 
in a fhort time make hic worth ten thoufand. 

















.LElepbansts are’ taken an the following places: in 
Agra, in the wilds of Begawan and INerwar, as far .as 
Berar; the fubah of Allahabad, near Ruttenpoor, 
Wunderpoor, Sirgetcheh ; the fubah of Malwah, Hat- 
tendeyah, -Achowd, Chundary, Suntwaís, Biyehgur, 
Royfayn, Hofhengabad, Gurh, Haryegurh, in the 
tubah of Bahar on the borders of Rohtas, at Jahrkhend, 
amd in the fubahsaf Bengal. and Orifla, particularly ar 
SM gong, there are great numbers. The beft elephants 
re thofe of 'Tipperah. 


A herd of elephants is called in the Hindovee lan- 
guage fehan ; which word is alío applied to a thoufand. 





His majefty has introduced many wife regulations 
into this department. 


He firft parcelled out the elephants, committed fome 
to the care of daroghahs, and appropriated others to his 
own particular ule. He arranged the elephants in feven 
clafles : iſt, Muft, which is an elephant that is arrived 
at perfection. 2d, Sheergeer, is an elephant ufed in 
war, and who has been rank once or twice, and is 
always fo in fome degree. 3d, Sadeh is one that is 
fomewhat younger than the fecond. 4th, Menjholeh 
is {maller than the one next preceding. sth, Kerheh 

I 3 is 
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is a fize fmaller than the fourth. 6th, Benderkeeah 
is a little fmaller than the fifth. yth, Mukel is a youn 
elephant that has never been rode; and each of thefe 
are fubdivided into three kinds, excepting the feventh 
rate, which is fubdivided intoten kinds; and a propsr 
quantity of food is fixed for each, as is fet forth in the 
following table of daily allowance.

ESTABLISHMENT OF SERVANTS FOR THE 
ELEPHANTS. 





For a m there are allowed five men and a boy; 
thus, one mehawet, one bhuy, three mayhets, and a 
boy. The bufinefs of the mehawet is to ride upon the 
neck of the elephant, and to train him: his monthly 
wages is 200 dams. The bhuy fits upon the rump of 
the elephants, and affifts in battle, and in quickening the 
{peed of the elephant: his pay is 110 dams per menfem. 
The mayhet fetches fodder, and affifts in caparifoning 
and undreffjng the elephant, &c.: on a journey he re- 
ceives four dams, and at other times three dams and a 


half daily. 









The fheergeer has five men, viz. one mehawet, one 
bhuy, and three mayhets; the firft has one hundred and 


eighty 
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eighty dams, the fecond one hundred dams per meníem, 
and tbe others as before mentioned. 


For the fadeh are allowed four men and a boy; 
namely, a mehawet at 160 dams, a bhuy at go dams per 
month, and two mayhets and a boy at the eftablifhed 


rate. 


The menjholeh has four fervants, viz. a mehawet at 
140 dams, a bhuy at eighty dams monthly, and two 
mayhets at the eftablifhed rate. 


The kerheh has three men and a boy; wz. a me- 
havet at 120 dams, a bhuy at feventy dams per month, 
and a mayhet and a boy at the eftablifhed rate. 


The benderkeeah has a mehawet at roo dams per 
month, and one mayhet at the eftablifhed rate. 


The mukel has a mehawet at fifty dams per month, 
and a mayhet at the eftablifhed rate. 





The following ts the Eftablifhment of Servants for the 
Female Elephants. 


For the largeft ize, four men; viz. a mehawet at roo 
dams, a bhuy at fixty dams per month, and two mayhets 
at the eftablifhed rate. 


For the middle fize, three men and a boy; viz. a 
mehawet at eighty, and a bhuy at fifty dams per month, 
and a mayhet and a boy at the eitablifhed rate. For 
the {maller fize, a mehawet at fixty dams per month, 
and a mayhet at the eftablifhed rate. For the mukel, a 
mehawet at fifty dams per month, and a mayhet at the 
eftablifhed rate. 








At 
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At firt his majeíty formed ten, twenty, or thirty 
elephants into a troop, which is called a hulkah; and 
the perfon to whofe charge it 1s committed is calléd a 
foujdar ; the foujdar's bufinefs is to teach the elephants 
to be bold, and not be frightened at che fight of fire or 
at the noife of artillery; and he is anfwerable for their 
difcipline in thele reípects. 















Every munfubdar of rco or more, has twenty-five 
or thirty elephants appointed for him; and the other 
foujdars, who are bifties or dehbafhies, are under his 
command; and this goes on progreffively from a deh- 
bafhy to an hezary ; and the pay after the fuddies are di&- 
ferent, and many are of the rank of omrahs. A fuddy 
has two markcd horfes.

But the bifty and the dehbafhy, who has One marked 
horie, is reckoned amongtt rhe ahdyan. Each foujdar, 
who is appointed to twenty-five or thirty elephants, pays 
the wages of the mehawet and bhuy of the elephant 
which he ufes for his own riding: and he who has 
charge of ten or twenty clephants, pays the wages of one 
mehawet. Afterwards his majefíty, not íatisfied with 
this method, gave a hulkah of elephants in charge to an 
emeer, and ordered him to íuperintend it. The food 

1S 
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is provided by affignments on government ; and a clerk 
is appointed to keep the accounts of the receipts and 
expenditures of the department, and to fee the royal 
regulations carried into exe ition. 


THE HARNESS, HOUSINGS, &c. OF AN ELEPHANT. 


Dehrneh, is an iron chain of fixty long links, each 
of which weighs three feers. One end is fixed in the 
ground, and the other is faftened to the left hind leg 
of the elephant. Sometimes thefe chains are made of 
gold and filver. 








Andow, is a chain which is ufed to faíten the fore 
legs of the elephant. 


Beyry, 1s a chain for faftening both the hind legs. 


Belend, is a chain that faftens the legs fo as to pre- 
vent the elephant from running; but at the fame time 
allows him to walk. ‘This is an invention of his ma- 


jetty. 


Gedh beyry, refembles the andow, and 1s ufed for 
unruly elephants. 


I.oweh lunger, is a long chain, one end of which is 
fattened to the elephant’s right fore leg, and the other 
end to a ftrong itake. When the elephant 1s unruly 
they tie him to this ftake till the chain twifts round 
him. This was invented by his majefty. 


Cherkhy, is a hollow bamboo about half an ell long, 
tied round with finews, and filled with gun-powder. 
It is divided into two by an earthen partition, and a 
fuzee is putin each end ; then the bamboo is wrapped 
up in paper, and fer upon a crofs ftick, which ferves 
for a handle. Upon fire being put to both ends, it 


turns 
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turns round and makes a frightful noile. When an 
elephant is unruly they bring ıt before him. Formerly, 
in order to feparate two elephants that were fighting, 
they uíed to light a fire; which ieldom had the defired 
effect. 


Enderhyary, which fignifies darknefs (1t is 2’fo called 
owjealy, or light) is a piece of canvas an ell and a half 
wide, or more, and it is fometimes made of brocade 
and velvet, &c. It is faftened to the Kellaweh, and 
when the elephant ts refractory, is thrown over his tace, 
fo that he cannot fee. Some have three bells. 

The kellaweh, is compofed of feveral ropes twifted 
tocether, and 1s eight fingers broad, andan ell anda half 
in length. It is faftened round the neck of the ele- 
phant: the elephanr-driver reíts his feet in it? Some- 
times it 1s made of filk or leather; and in it are fome- 
times fixed iron ípikes, which may be ftuck into the 
elephant when unruly, to prevent his moving his head 
to tbrow off the driver. 


Dulthy, is a thick rope five ells long, which is tied 
over the kallaweh to ftrengthen it. 





Kenar, is a fharp iron fpike half an ell long, which is 
fufpended at the kellaweh, and is ufed to prick the bot- 
tom of the elephant’s ear when he is unruly 


Dowr, 1s a thick rope, which comes from the tail, and 
is faftened on the neck of the elephant. It terves for 
ornament, and is aiio of ule to the bhuy to hold by 
when the eiephant is unruly; and it likewiie {erves to 
hang other trappings to, 


Gedyleh, is a cufhion put upon the back of the ele- 
phant, to prevent the duithy from galling, and is alío 
ornamental. 

Picheweh 
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Picheweh, is a rope that goes acrofs the elephant's 
buttocks: the bhuy refts upon it, and when he han- 
dles his bow, fets his feet thereon. 


Chowrafly, are a number of bells faftened on broad- 
cloth, and tied on before and behind; they are orna- 
mental, and a mark of grandeur. 


Putgetcheh, are two chains that are faftened ‘under 
the elephants belly, and hung with little bells. — Alío on 
each fide of the kellaweh are hung three large bells. 


Katafs. Fifty more or-lefs are faftened to the teeth, 
forehead, and neck of the elephant : they are either 
white, black, or pied. 


Teyeh. Five plates of iron, each one cubit long and 
four fingers broad, are joined together by rings and faf- 
tened round the ears of the elephant by four chains, 
cach an ell in length ; and betwixt thefe another chain 
pafles over the head and is faftened in the kellaweh ; 
and acrofs it are four iron fpikes with kataffes and iron 
knobs. There are other chains, with iron {pikes and 
knobs, hung under the throat and over the breaít, and 
others faftened to the trunk; thefe are for ornament, 
and to frighten horfes. 


Pakher, is a kind of fee! armour that covers the 
body of the elephant; there are other pieces for the 
head and probofcis. 


Gej jhemp, 1s a covering made of three folds; and 
is laid over the pakher, 


NIeghdember, 1s an awning to fhade the elephant, in- 
vented by his majefty. 


Kempeel, 
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Kempeel, is a fillet of brocade, &c. from which are 
fufpended karaffes. 


Ankus, to which his majefty has given the name of 
gejbah, is ufed for topping and driving the elephant. 


Gedd, 1s a pronged iron fpike. The bhu's makes 
ufe of it when the elephant is refractory. 


Bencery, are iron or brafs rings which are put upon 
the elephant’s teeth, and ferve to ftrengthen them as well 
as for ornament. 


Jegawet, is an anítrument like the gedd, a cubic 
long, which the bhuy ufes to quicken the elephant’s 
Ípeed. 








Whe jhendeh, like the towgh, is hung round with Xa- 
taffes. It is tied on the loins of the elephant. 


But it is impoffible to defcribe the various houfings 
and trappings of an elephant. 


Every year, for each muf and fheergeer and fadeh, 
are allowed feven pieces of gunnies at eight dams and 
a half per piece, four blankets at ten dams each, and 
eight ox-hides, at eight dams each.  'lhefe are made 
imto a covering, the tewing of which requires haifa feer 
of twine. A menihuleh and kerheh are allowed each 
four pieces of gunnies, three blankets, and feven ox- 
ides. For a benderkvuh or a mukel, or a female 
elephant, three pieces of gunnies, two blankets, and 
four ox-hides. Im proportion to the allowance oi every 
maund of grain, there are given to the huikehdar ten 


Seers of iron tor chains, &c. The iron coíts two 
Gams per dcer. And there are allowed for cach 
bide one feer ot tefame oil, a maund ot which coits 
fixty dams. Nloreover, five feers of cotton thread, 


which 
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w hich cofts eight dams per feer, are allowed for the kel- 
laweh of the elephant, upon which the foujdar rides z 
and thofe of the other elephants are made of leather, &c. 
Every year twelve dams are paid by the hulkahdar, ia 
confideration of his having the old articles. 


THE KHASEH ELEPHANT o 


There are always fet apart for bis majefty’s nding 108 
elephants. Their allowance of food is the fame in quan— 
tity with cthote of the feel kbanch, but differs in qua- 
lity. Moſt of thefe have moreover five feers of fugar, 
four feers of ghee, and half a maund of rice, with round 
andlong pepper, &c. and fome have a maund anda halk 
of milk mixed up with their rice. In the fugar-cane fea- 
fon each elephant has daily 200 canes more or leís for 
the fpace of two months. Huis mayjefty is the mehawet 
of the elephants that he rides; but each has three bhuys 
in the rutting feafon, and two bhuys when cool. Lhe 
monthly pay of each is from 120 to 400 dams, and they 
receive this pay immediately from his majefty. And 
for each elephant four mayhets are alío allowed. ‘TWhree 
female elephants are appointed for every hulkah of the 
khafeh.elephants; which rule is not obferved in tbe other 
hulkahs; and for fome hulkhahs of Kkhafeh elephants, 
even a greater number of females are allowed. Whe 
following are the fervants appointed for the royal fe- 
male elephants: for the firt of the large claís, two 
mayhets and a boy; for the fecond and third of this 
clafs, one mayhet and a boy ; and for the other clafies 
of the female elephants, the fame number of fervants 
are here allowed as in the feel khaneh; only, thag 
whereas in the feel khaneh? one ot the omrahs 4s ap- 
pointed to fuperintend a hulikah,——here an emeer is 
appointed for every fingle elepiant. Likewiſe for every 
cen khafeh elephants, a {ikilful perion is appointed, 
who is called a dehydar: the firít cf theíe has twelve 
rupees, the tecond ten rupees, and the third eight rue 


pees 
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pees per month. Another ofhcer, called Nekeeb, 1s alfo 
appointed to every ten elephants, whofe bufinefs it is 
to report to his majefty every day what elephants eat 
lefs than ufual, whether lefs food than what is allowed 
has been given them, or if they are afHicted with any 
diforder. The nekeeb has one marked horfe, and re- 
ceives his pay as an ahdy. Moreover, for every ten 
elephants one of the fervants of the prefence is appoint- 
ed to examine them once every week, and make his 
report. 


THE KHASEY SEWARY, OR THE MANNER OF 
RIDING THE STATE-ELEPHANTS. 


Hts majefty rides every kind of khafeh elephant, from 
the firft to the laft clafs, making them obedient to his 
command: and frequently in the rutting ftafon, he 
puts his feet upon the teeth of the elephant and mounts 
him, to the aftonifhment of thote who are ufed to thefe 
animals. 


NIagnificent amarecs are put upon the backs of fwift- 
paced elephants, and which ferve for places of repofe on 


journies. An clephant fo caparifoned is always ready 
at the palace. 


YVlienever his majcftv mounts, a month's wages are 
wiven as a donation to the bhuys. And when he has 
rode ten elephants, the following donations are alfo 
belftowed, wiz. to the weekly fupervitor 100 rupees, to 
che dehdar thirty-one rupees, tu the nekeeb fifteen ru- 
pees, to the muifhref® feven rupees anda half, More- 
over, the rewards occafionally given to thofe who are 
particularly attentive to the dutics of their refpeétive 
offices, are innumerable. 


Every elephant has his match appointed for fighting 
forme are always ready at the palace, and engage when 


the 
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the order is given. When the battle is over, if the 
combatants were khafeh elephants, the bhuys of the 
conqueror receive a reward of 250 dams; but M they 
were elephants of the feel khaneh, the bhuys of the 
conqucror receive only two hundred dams. 


The dshydar of the khafeh elephants takes from the 
monthly pay of every bhuy one dam, the muthreff half 
a dam, and the nekeeb a quarter of a dam out of every 
rupee. 





In the feel khaneh, out of every rupee one dam 15 
taken by the fuddywal, the dehbafhy, and the bifty ; 
and by the muíbreff and nekceb as in rhe khafeh de- 


partment. 





OF FINES. 





Ais in the other departments, fo lkewife in this there 
are certain eftablifhed fines. 


Whenever a male or female khafeh elephant dies, 
three months pay is exaéted from the bhuvs. 


lf any part of the harnefs is loft, the þbuys and 
mayhet forfeit ten or fifteen rupees. 


If a jul is loft, they pay its full price. 


If a female elephant dies throush want of care, the 
bhuys pay its price. 








If an elephant-keeper gives an elephant anv drug w 
make him vicious, and he dies ir confeguence thereof, 
be is fubject to capital punifhmenr, or to have an hand 
cut off, and to be fold for a flave. And if it was a 
khaícb elephant, the bbuys alto fhall forfeit three 
months pay, and be for one year out of fervice. 


VY o1.... l1 K Allo 
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Alo a fkilful perfon is appointed to examine every 
month into the ftate of the khafeh elephants ; and if he 
finds any one out of fiefh, the omrahs are fined, and 


the wages of the bhuys are reduced in proportion to 
their demerits. 


In the feel khaneh an examination is made every four 
PPM by an ahdy, who makes his report to his ma- 
Jerry- 


If an elephant dies, tbree months wages afe taken 
from the bhuys and the mehawet. 


If an elephant breaks a tufk and has the diforder calied 
kaly, the darogha pays two-thirds, and the foujdar one- 
third of the eighth of the price of the elephant. The 
kaly is a part of the tufk, which upon being wounded 
fuppurates, and becomes hollow and ufelefs. lfa gooth 
is broken without occafioning the kaly, the fine is a fix- 
teenth part of the price of the elephant; two-thirds from 
the darogha, and one-third from the foujdar. Now, 
omy an hundredth rt of the price of the elephant is 
fixed for the fine tor the feel khaneh; but whenever 
this neglect happens towards one of the khafeh elephants 


fach punifhment is inflicted as his majeity may pleaf 
to direct. 














FHE HORSE STABLES. 





kKdis majefty being very fond of horfes, merchants 
bring them from the two Iraks, Room, ‘lurkeftan, 
Badakíhan, Shirvan, Kherghez, Tibbet, and Cafhmeer ; 
and droves are continual y arriving from Turan and 
Iran, fo that at this day there are in his majefty’s ftables 
twelve thoufand horfes. And in like manner, as they 
are continually coming in, fo equal numbers are daily 
going out of thc ftables in prefents and for other puc- 
pofes. 











Skilful 
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Skilful perfons are appointed to look after the broods ; 
and in a fhort time the hortes of Flindofítan will excel 
thofe of Arabia. There are fine horfes bred in every 
part of the empire, but thofe of Ketch excel, being 
equaltothe Arabs. It is faid, a long time agoan Ara- 
bian merchant was fhipwrecked on the coait of Ketch, 
and that he had feven choice horfes, which are reported 
to have been the progenitors of the horfes of that place. 
In Penjab are bred horfes refembling irakies, efpecially 
in that part which lies between the rivers Sind and 
Behet, which is alío called Sebahy. 


The foliowing places likewife produce good horfes ; 
Putty Hibetpoor, Bejwareh, 'Tehareh, Agra, Mewat, 
and the fubah of Ajmeer: and in the northern moun- 
tains of Hiindoftan are a hardy breed of fmail horfes 
called gowt: and on the confines of Bengal, near the 
province of Kotch, is a horfe betwixt a tourky and a 
gowt, called tanghian, which 1s very hardv. 





His rnajeítv, from his regard for this animal, which 
IS On many accounts fo valuable to a monarch, has made 
feveral regulations refpecting ic. 


Firít, He has directed that a place be fet apart for the 
horfe-merchants, where they may be at eafe, and free 
from moleftation, at the fame time that the crafty may 
be deprived of an opportunity of difpofing of their cat- 
tle to private people. But thofe who are known to be 
upright in their dealings, may keep their horfes where 
they pleafe, and bring them at an appointed time. 





Second, He nominated aoperfon to the ofzce of au- 
meen caravanía, to keep the merchants in order. 


Third, He appointed a tepuekchy, to keep an ac- 
count of the horíes uhat come and thofe that have been 
examined. 


K Fourth, 
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Fourth, He appointed fkilful and trufty perfons to 
fettle the price of the cattle. His majefty, from his ex- 
céífs of goodnefs, in order to fatisfy the fulleit expecta- 
tons of the horfe-dealers, generally gives twenty rupecs 
or more above the price that is at firft fixed. 


OF THE RANKS OF HORSES. 
À hefe are two ; khafeh, and chofe that are not khafeh, 


The following are khaíeb, vig. fix ftables, each con- 
taining forty choice Arabian and Perfian horfes ; the 
ftables belonging to the three fhahzadehs ; the ftables 
of tourky horfes tor the road ; and the ftables of horfes 
bred im the royal ftuds; and each ftable bas a parti- 
cular name: but, excepting the firít ix ftables, none 
ever confiit of more than thirty horfes. Edis majeíty 
rides upon all the horíes in the fix ftables, and upon 
fome Bi che others occationally. 


The fhahzadeh’s ftables and thofe of the Hiindoftany 
breed are of three kinds, vizo of thirty, or of twenty, or 
of ten horfes. A horfe whofe value does not exceed 
ten mohurs, ts put in the ftable of ten. Thoíe worth 
from ten to twenty, ftand in the ftable of twenty, and fo 
on; and onrrahs and other munfubdars, and great ah- 
dyan are. appointed to fuperintend then. Government 
finds corn for all the horíes, excepting for the horie 
which the itakdar of every ftable is allowed for his own 
riding, and which he maintains in corn, grafs, &c. at 
his own expence. 


DAILY ALLOWANCF OF FOOD FOR HORSES. 
Every khateh horfe was allowed daily etght feers of 


grain, when the feer.weighed twenty-eight dams; and 
now that the feer is fixed at thirty dams, the allowance 
is, im the winter feven feers and a halt of mowt or rnaíh 
boiled; and in the fummer, feven feers and a half of 
nakhud. Out of the above feven teers and a half, two 

{cers 
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feers arg ground into flour. In the winter, before the 
horfe bas his flour, they give him a feer and a half of 
fugar, and halt a feer of ghee. Two dams per diem are 
ellowed for grafs, excepting in the feafon of khaweed *, 
when they have no grafs; and then, infkead of fugar, 
they have molafies without the ghee. During the three 
firft da,s of their eating khaweed, they are nor allowed 
any grain; afterwards, they have fix feers of grain, and. 
two feers of molafies daily. Inthe iraky and tourky 
itables feven feers and a half of boiled grain are given 
during the cool months: one dam is allowed for botlin 
a maund of grain, and once every week each horíe is 
allowed a quarter of a feer of falt. At the times that 
ghee and khaweed are allowed, every horfe worth 
thirty one mohurs and upwards, has one feer of fugar. 
A horíc from twenty nine down to twenty-one mohurs, 
has halfa feer; and the inferior horfes have none: and 
before eating the khaweed, every horfe worth more 
than twenty mohurs is allowed a maund and ten feers 
of ghee. To each horfe from eleven to twenty mohurs, 
they give twenty feers of ghee, and thofe of lefs value 
have neither ghee, nor molafies, nor khaweed ; buc 
every horfe of this laft clafs 1s allowed the fifth of a dam 
uwéight of falt. The allowance for graís for each of the 
iraky and tourky horfes is, for thofe at court four dams, 
and for thofe employed in the pergunnahs, one dam and 
a half per diem. In the winter, inftead of grafs, is given 
a biegah of khaweed, the price of which at court is 
valued at 240 dams, and in the country at two hundred 
dams; alfo, every horfe, during the time he is eating 
the khaweed, has an extra allowance of two maunds of 
mÉmnolaffes, and an equal gun is lefened in the in. 
The officers of the houfehold draw out an eftimate of 
thefe expences, and obtain proper put Apu ee for the 
payment of them. \Vhencver a horfe is fick, every 
neceflary expence is paid by government, upon the 
teítimony of the horíe-doctor. 


Creen wheat, 
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Every ftallion to a ftud of mares is allowed the fame 
food as a horíe of the ftable. 


‘The gowt horfes have each five feers and a half of 

ain, and the ufual quantity of falce, and are allowed 
or grafs a dam and a half at court, or one dam and 
three cheetels 1n the pergunnahs ; but they have neither 
ghee, nor molafles, nor khaweed. 


The kerak horfes (tanghians) have each four feers 
and a half of grain, and falt as ufual, with one dam for 
graís at court, or thrce quarters of a dam inthe per- 
gunnahs. 





The brood mares have each two feers and three 
quarters of grain, but no allowance for fale grafs, or 
wood. 


A foal is permitted to fuck its dam for the three firtt 
months; after which, for the next nine months, it 1s 
allowed the milk of two cows; and for fix months after 
two feers and three quarters of grain daily: and every 
fix months from this period, they increafe a feer tll it 
be three years old, when it is reckoned a full grown 
horfe. 


THE HORSE-FURNITURE.- 


It would be tedious to mention all the royal horfe- 
furniture ornamented with jewels, and the coverings of 


filk, &c. 


Befides thofe, there are allowed yearly one hundred 
and ninety-feven dams and a half, &c. viz. 


For an artek, which is of quilted linen, forty-eight 
dams; for a yalpofh (a covering for the mane) thirty- 
two dams; for a woollen-rubber two dams; for a 
horfe-cloth, the outfide of Lair-cloth and the lining 

woollen 
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woollen ftuff, forty-two dams; for planks and heel- 
ropes forty dams; for girths eight dams; for a mu- 
— (a cow-tail to drive away the flies) three dams; 
Or a kizeh, ropes, &c. fourteen dams; for a curry- 
comb one dam anda half; for grain-bags fix dams ; 
for bafkets for ferving the horfe with grain, one dam. 





A new woollen-rubber is allowed every fix months, 
Half the original price of the artek is taken by govern- 
ment upon the delivery of a new one; and for an old 
yalpofh a fixth part of its coft is taken, and the re- 
mainder paid to buy a new one. All the other articles 
are renewed every year, and fifteen damstwo cheetels 
and a half are taken for the old ones, 


In the other ftables, as far as twenty-one mohurs, 
there are allowed one hundred and ninety-fix dams and 
a half annually, in the manner before particularized ; 
and in exchange for the old articles twenty-five dams 
and a half are taken by the ftate. 


In the ftables, from twenty to eleven mohurs are 
allowed one hundred and fifty-five dams and a quarter,

Kerah aheny is a veffel for boiling grain for ten 
horfcs. It is made of one maund of iron, the price of 
which is 140 dams, including the workmanthip. 


Setelmiffv. Ten horfes of the ftables of forty, drink 
out of one of them ; but only one ts allowed for each of 
the other ftables. It coits 140 dams. 


Halter. In the ftables of forty there are three 
halters ; in the ftables of thirty two halters; and in the 
other tables one for each. Lach halter weighs half a 
maund, the hemp of which ces one hundred and torty 
dams, and the expence of twilting i5 fixtcen dames.

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& very halter is faftened with two iron pins weighing five 
iccrs, and cofting fiftecn dams each. 








Teber tehmak, weighing five feers; in every ftahle 
there is one to drive the iron pins. 


All te broken copper and iron utenfils in the khafeh- 
ftables, if repairable, ate repaited by the daroghas ; and 
when they are paft that ftate their value is eftimated, and 
an affignment given for the remainder to purchafe new. 
In the other ftabfes, every year half the value is taken 
for the old ones, and the remainder is paid for new. 











Horfe-fhoes. Horfes are fhod twice a year. For- 
merly erght dams were given for a fet of fhoes, but now 
teh dams are xllowed, 





Kundelan. One is allowed for every ten horfes 
‘he price of it is eight rupees and twelve Annas. 


OF THE SERVANTS EMPLOYED tN THE STABLES. 


The atbeygy takes care of all the horfes, and orders 
how they fhall be managed. This office is always held 
by a munfubdar of high rank: at prefent it is Wed by 
the khan khanan. 





Darogha. ‘There is one belonging to each ftable; he 
is appointed out of the munfubdars of fve thoufand and 
the great ahdyan. 


The mufhreff keeps an account of the number of 
horfes prefent, and of what are received into and fener 
out of the ſtable; it is likewife bis duty to fee that fuch 
royal regulations as regard this department are carried 
into execution. He is alfo one of the omrahs. 


Dedahwaran.,. 
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edahwaran. Previous to the horfes being broucht 
to his ma efty, fome perfons atcertain their qualities, and 
fettle their rank; an account of which is taken ın 
writing by the muthreff. This office is periormed by 
muntubdars and ahdyan. 


The akhíhechy looks after the horfe-furnit..re, ana 
has the hortes fiddicd. Many of thefe receive their pay 
amongít: the ahcvan. 


The chabukfewar rides and breaks in thc horfes, and 
tries their tpeed, which the mufhreff takes an account 
of. He receives his pay as an ahdy. 


‘he hada are a number of rajpoots who teach the 


horíes various tricks ; and they are ranked amongit the 
ahdyan. 


ihe mirdaheh. The moft experienced amongit the 
fyces 1s placed at the head of ten, and has this name 
given him: he receives his pay amongft the ahdyan. 
in the khafeh ftables his monthly pay is 170 dams; in 
the ftables of the khanehzad 160 dams; and in the 
other ftables of thirty, 140 dams; in the ftables of 
twenty, roo dams; and in the ftables of ten horfes, 
thirty dams ; and this laft merdaheh looks after twoe 
ho: tes. 


The beitar (horie-doctor) receives his payeas an ahdy. 


The nekeeb is an officer who reports to the darogha 
cad muthreif the condition of every Rable; and it is his 
office to Rave the cattle in readinefs. The two head 
nekeebs are ahdyans, and they have thirty people under 
them, who receive from 100 to 4122 dams each per

During a march, if the daroghas of the ftable have a 
fixed allowance for peons, they entertain fome people 
ro lead the horfes. In the ftables of thirty hpríes fifteen 
men are allowed, and fo an; but thofe who have not 
any fixed allowance have men appointed occafionally by 
goveimment, and cach receives two dams peradiem.- 


OF THE BARGEER. 


Many are fit for the cavalry fervice who are not in 
circumítances to keep a horfe. For thefe there are fome 
feparate ítables, with particular daroghas and mufhreffs. 
Whenever there is a necefiity, they furnifh fuch an one 
with a horfe upon a written order from the tepukchy 
and zx man fo mounted is called a bargeer fewar. 


REGULATIONS FOR THE DAGH, OR MANK. 


Formerly they ufed to mark the horfes with the word 
muzer (figbt). Every horíe that was received by go- 
vernment had. this mark burnt on the right fide; and 
thofe that were rejected were marked on the left fide. 
Now the horfes of every {table are marked with their 
rice in numerals. “hus, a horfe of ten mohurs price 
as marked with the figures ten; thofe of twenty mohurs 
have the figures twenty, and fo on. 











Regu JIations 
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Regulations for keeping up the full Complement of Llores 
zn the Royal Stables. 


Formerly, whenever there were expended either ten 
hortes from the ftables of forty, or from the ftables of 
the horées bred in the royal ftuds ; or there were want- 
ing five tourky horfes, they were replaced in the fol- 
lowing manner: The deficiency in the ftables of forty 
was madeup from chofen horfes out of the young 
princes ftables; and the ftables of the kanehzad * 
were completed from the inferior ftables: if there 
were wanting fifteen horfes in the eldeft fhahzaden's 
ftables, they were replaced cut of the ítables of his 
brothers: when twenty hories were wanting to com- 
plete the ftables of the iecond fhahzadeh, they were 
taken fYom the ftables of his younger brother, and 
from other inferior ítables: and when twenty-five 
horfes were wanting in the {tables of the youngeft 


fhahzaedeh, they chofe them out of the inferior 
{tables. | 


In the thirty-feventh vear of his majefty’s reign, It 
was ordered thar, for the future there fhould be added 
to the number one every year; and thus in the thirty- 
eighth year, they did not begin to make up the deh- 
ciency im the khafeh ítables till there were wanting 
eleven horíes therein; and the other ftables are now 
completed as Ins majcítv may fee fit. 


BEGUtU EL ATIONS FOR Fit ES. 


Formerly, when a khafeh horfe died, they ufed to 
exact from the darogha one rupec, and from the mirdah 
cen dams, upon every mohur that the horie was worth ; 
and the fyces paid a fourth part of a month's wages. 
I£ a horfe was ftolen or blemiſhed, the fervants paid

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whatever was commanded: and, in the other ftables 
they exacted for a fingle horfe that died, one rupee 
upon every mohur; for two horfes, two rupees every 
mohur, in the proportions above mentioned. But 
mow, for one, two, or three horfes that dié, are taken 
one rupee upon every mohur; for four horfes, two 
rupees upon every mohur; and if five horfes die, the 
fervants pay three rupees per mobur ; and fo on in pro- 
portion. 


If a horfe’s mouth is fpoilt, the merdah is fined ter 
dams upon every mohur ; and he taxes the fyces. 


REGULATIONS FOR THE HORSES IN WAITING. 


There are always kept in waiting two horfes of the 
ftable of forty ; of the ftables of the three fhahzadchs, 
and the khanehzad, three each; together with two 
soad-horfes. Thefe are formed into four divifions, 
and,each divifion is called a muffal. 


One horfe from the ftable of the eldeft 
fhahzadeh ; one from tbe ftable of the fecond fhah- 
zadeh, and one from the ftable of khafeh tourkies

His majefty never ufed to ride any horfes of the 
fourth miffal till Sultan Morad went to his govern- 
ment, when the horfes of forty mohurs were alfo 
brought for his majefty's riding. 





REGU- 
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REGULATIONS FOR DONATIONS. 


Whenever his majefty mounts a horfe belonging to 
one of the firít fix khafeh ftables, he gives a fixed do- 
nation. For fome time it was a rule, that whenever 
he mounted, a rupee fhould be given, viz. one dam 
to the atbegy ; two dams to the jelowdar 5; and thirty- 
feven dams amongít the fyces, mufhreff, nekeeb, 
akhibegy, and zeendar. Whenever he mounted a 
horíe belonging to the ttables of the eldeft fhahzadeh, 
thirty dams were given; twenty dams when he rode 
one belonging to the fecond (hahzadeh ; and ten dams 
fcr one belonging ro the younceit thahzadeh, or 2 
khanchzad horís. . Now, the following are the dona- 
tions: For a horfe of the itabie of forty, one rupes; 
tor a horts belonging to the eideít thahzadch, twenty 
dams ; for a horíe belonging to the youngeit fhahzadeh, 
ten dams; for a tourky horfe, five dams; fora kha-

THE SHUTER KHANEH, OR CAMEL-STABLE. 


From the encouragement given by his majefty, there 
are now bred in Hindoftan camels that excel thafe of 
Turan and Iran. 


A nuinber of thefe animals are felected, and always 
kept ready to fight for diverfion. The head khafeh 
camel, named Shah Pufíiend (the king’s choice), and 
who is a native of Hitndoftan, has, for the {pace of 
twelve years, conquered all his antagonifts. Camels 
are bred in the following places: Ajmeer, Judel poor, 
Nagore, Beyganur, Jalmeer, Hetenda, a Tahnefir ; 
> in the fubah of Gujerat, near the province of 
Ketch, are great numbers, and very fine. But in Sind 
is the greateft abundance ; infomuch that many an in- 
habitant of thofe parts is mafíter of 10,000 camels and 
upwards. ‘The {fwifteft camels are thofe of Ajmeer ; 
the beít for burden are bred n Tatah. 











Arwanch is the name of a fpecies of female camel. 
In every country, camels couple in winter. If the male 
has two humps, -and which kind of camel ts called 
biyeer, the young that is begets, if male, ts commonly 
called ner ; and if female, mayeh : but his majefty has 
given to the male of thofe the name of boghdy, and 
to the female that of jemazeh. The boghds is the 
beft for carrying burdens and for fiszhting ; and the 
jemazeh excels in fwiftnefs. i here is alfo a kind of 
Indian camel, called look, which, as well as the arwaneh 
aforementioned, is almoft as fwift as the jemazch. If 
a biyeer couples with a jemazch, their young, if a 
male, is called ghoord ; and if female, mayeh ghoord. 
lf a jemazeh couples witha boghdy, or a look, the 


young, 
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young, whether male or female, is named after its fire. 
But if a boghdy or a look couples with an arwanclt, 
the young male is named after its fire, and the young 
female after its dam. 


When camels are loaded and travel, they are formed 
into keisrs (or rows) each confiiting of five camels; 
and each ketar has a different name, viz. the firít 
ketar is called peting; the fecond, pefbwerch ; the 
third, meyaneh ketar; the fourth, dumdecft; and the 
fifth, dumdar. 





THE DAILY ALLOWANCE OF FOOD FOR CAMELS. 


The boghdy is fit for fervice when he is two years 
and a half; and the jemazeh as foon as fhe is three | 
years old. At this period they are each allowed twa 
feers of grain daily. 


From three and a half to four years, 5 feers 
After four years to feven, — 9 
And thoíe of eight years, — = 1o 





which allowance is continued. 





The daily allowance for the ghoord, the mayen 
thoord, and the look, is the fame as the two firft 
mentioned, till they are four years old ; after which,

The above was fixed at the time that the feer was of 
twenty-eight dams weight; but now that it is thirty 
dams, they deduct tbe difference.

FURMITURE FOR THE KHASEH CAMELS, 


For the khafeh camels are allowed the following 
articles: dum afsar, mehar kathy (fomewhat refem- 
bling a borie-faddle, but rather longer) kuchy, ke- 
tarchy, ferenjy, tung, firtung, fheebbund, jilajil, gur- 
denbund, firchader (or íaddle-cloth) made of broad 
cloth, or of coloured linen, or wax-cloth. “The value 
of fuch of the above articles as are inlaid with precious 
ftones and adorned with filken ftuffs, is beyond de- 
{cription. 


Five ketars of camels, properly caparifoned, are 
kept ready for riding, together with two ketars for 
carrying mehafchs. ‘lhe mehafch is a wooden cham- 
ber upon two poles, by which it is fufpended between 


two camels. 


In every ten ketars of camels, three ketars have 
coloured furniture, and the reft plain. For the run- 
geen (or coloured furniture) are allowed, for a boghdy, 
235 dams and three quarters, v/s.

RULES FOR ANOINTING THE CAMELS. 


For every boghdy and jemazch, are allowed annually 
three feers and three quarters of fteiame-oil, three quar- 
ters 
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ters of a feer of fulphur, and fix feers and a half of 
butter-inilk. Each of the other kind of camels has the 
tame as thofe abovementioned, excepting that of íul- 
phur it bas only twelve chattaks. “Three feers of the 
oil are ufed in anointing the camel, and the remainder 
is injected up the noftrils. Formerly this allowance was 
quarterly, but now is given once a year only. 


THE RANES OF THE CAMELS, AND THEIR 
SERVANTS. 


Hiis majefty has formed them into ketars, or rows, 
exch or which is committed to the care of a farban. 


The ketars are of three kinds. Firft, Five ketars are 
given in charge to a perion called biítopunjee, or a 
iuperintendant of twenty-five camels: Second, Ten 
Ketars, together with nine farbans, are put TE a per- 
ion who is ftiled piniahee, or a tuperintendant of fifty : 
Third, One hundred ketars, with their farbans, are under 
the orders of a punjíuddy, or a fuperintendant OF &oo. 
Out of thefe 100 ketars, ten are under the particular care 
of the punjfuddy. Government finds farbans for only 
nine of thefe ketars; the others being provided by the 
punjfuddy himitelt. The farbans of fifty, and thofe ot 
twenty-five, are included in the number of the five 
hundred, and receive their pay accordingly.

A number of foot-folcdiers are appo:nted to this de- 
partment, to report, Irom tinie to tite, the itate 
thereof, in order that there mav be no neglect: and 
every fix months the condition of the camels is teri- 
tinized. 


From the time that a camel is fit for íctvice, and 
has paficd mutter, if ıt is milling, the ftarban, the 
pinjahee, ard the punjtuddy, are fined in its full price. 
Or if a camel becomes blind or lame, they are fined 
tne fourth of its price. 


Reybarv is the name given to a tribe of Hindoos 
who are fk:ltul in the management of camelis; they 
teach the Hindoo look to travel at a great rate. Al- 
though, for the fpeedy conveyance of intelligence, poft- 
men are ftationed at every five cole, from one extre- 
mity of the empire to the other, yet a great number of 
thefe camel-riders are continually in waiting at the pa- 
lace to carry orders. 


Each reybary has the following nuniber of camels 
committed to his care for breeding, <7=. Aity aiwanens, 
one biyeer, and two iooks. "Ihe biycer and the look 
have the fame allowance of grain as bctore mentioned, 
but nothing for gralis. The fifty arwanchs have neither 
allowance for grain nor graís.

kinds of camels, who 
carry light burdens, _ 


and in the herds of camels, to each that is full grown 
is given every week, half a {feer of faltpetre and common 
falt ; and to a bootab, a quarter of a feer. 





The monthly pay of a gulahban, or keeper of an 
herd of camels, is 200 dams; and he is, moreover, 
allowed for grazing fifty camels, fix men at two dams 
each per diem. A gulahban of fifty camels is obliged 
to prefent his majeíty three arwanehs every year; and 
on failure, their price is deducted from his falary. 


Formerly the ftate ufed to exact a fourth part of the 
wool fheared from every boghdy and jemazeh, and 
which, upón an average, ufed to amount to four feers 
per head. This cuftom his majefty has abolifhed ; and 
in lieu thereof, obliges the farban ta furnifh the dum- 
atsar and fome other trifling articles.

In this country camels do not live above twenty-four 
year.. 


THE GAW KHANEH, OR OX-STABLES. 


Throughout Hindoftan the ox is efteerned lucky, 
and held in great veneration. Every part of the em- 
pire produces good oxen; but thofe of Gujerat are 
efteemed the bett. Thete will travel thirry-fix miles in 
twenty-four hours; and they are fwifter than the gene- 
rality of horfes. Sometimes a pair of them are fold 
for 100 mohurs; but they are very common for ten 
and twenty mohurs. Vhere is alfo abundance of 
fine oxen in Bengal and the Deccan, that will kneel 
down to be loaded. Many cows at Dehly give daily 
twenty quarts of milk each; and are feldom fold for 
more than ten rupecs. Elis majefty has a pair of bul- 
Jocks which coft liim 5co .upees. In the neighbour- 
hood of 'Yibbet and Caíhineer are the katafs, which 
are of a very cxtraordinary appearance. This animal 
feldom lives above twenty-five years. 


His majefty divided the oxen into troops, and com- 
suuitteck each to the charge of a keeper. 


One 
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One hundred of the choiccít oxen are made khafeh, 
and called kowtel; fifty-one others are the half, and 
fifty more the quarrer-kowtel. If any deficiency hap- 
pens in the kowtel, it is fupplied from the half-kowrel, 
aad fo on: and all the three above-mentioned kowtel- 
oxen are khaích. 


Alío, from fifty to roo head of oxen, are formed into 
a troop, with proper fervants; after which, their ranks 
being determined, they are put into their reípective 
clafjes. 


DI ikewiíe others are appointed for drawing chariots 
and carts, and for carrying water. 


And in the fame manner are the cows and milk- 
buffaloes formed into divifions, and put under the 
charge of proper fervants. 


There is alfo a fpecies of {mall oxen, called gaynee, 
which are well limbed and very beautiful. 


DAILY ALLOWANCE OF FOOD FOR THE OXEN. 


Every head of tbe three firít khafeh kinds is allowed 
daily fix feers and a quarter of grain, and a dam and 
a half for grafs; together with a maund and nineteen 
feers of molafles for the whole, which the daroghah 
diftributes ámongít them as he fees proper. For each 
of the other khafeh kinds, £x feers of grain, and 
grafs as before; but they have not any molatles. 


For the others, as follows: ift kind, Six feers of 
grain; for grafs, if at court, one dam anda half; and 


if on a march, only one dam: zd kind, Grain, five 
feers; and graís as before. 





'l he 
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ihe chariot-bullocks fix feers of grain, and grafs as 
before ; the &2vnees, firt kind, three {cers of grain for 
erafs, if at court, one dam ; and if on a march, three 
quarters of adam. Second kind, grain two teers and 
a half; grafs, if at court, three quarters of a dam. 
‘Phe male buffaloes (called in Hindoftan urneh) eight 
feers of wheat flour boiled up with two feers of ghee, 
and two feers and a half of molaíles; alfo one feer ard 
a half of grain; and two dams are allowed for erafs. 
A his animal, when in the vigour of youth, is fo wonder- 
folly brave, and has fuck ftrength, that he wii] attack a 
kon and tear hini in pieces. W aen he is old he is 
ufed for carrying water, and is then ailowed eight feers 
of grain, and two dains for graís. 








ihe other buffaloes that are employed ir drawing 
water, are each allowed tix teers of grain, and two dams 
for grats. 


Ibe beft of the chariot-bullocks have each fix feers 
and a quarter of chenah, and two dams tor grafs: the 
weit of thefe have each five feers of grain, and grais as 
before. Thote that work in carts formerly had five 
feers of grain, and one dam and a half for grafs, but 
therr preient allowance of grain 1s a quarter of a feer lels, 


Ihe mitch cows and buflfaloes, when at court, have 
grain given them «equal in weight to their nilk. A 
cow gives from one to fifteen quarts of milk, and a 
buffaloe from two quarts to thirty. An eflimate being 
made of the quantity of nulk given by each, there are 
demanded two dams weight of ghee for every quart ot 
milk given by each. 


An herd of oxen or buffalocs, is called 27/7/22 in the 
Flindovce language. 


SI IVO NEM 
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SERVANTS EMPLOYED WITH THE OXEN. 


In the khafeh ftables one perfon is allowed to look 
after four head of cattle; and out of fixteen of fuch per- 
fons one has five dams, and rhe others four dams each 
rer diere “The keepers of the other fYfables have each 
the fame pay as thole above mentioned, but then every 
one iooks after fix oxen. Some of the charioteers re- 
ceive their pay as ahdyan, and others have from 112 
to 256 dams per »exfem. The bekl (or chariot) is of 
two forms, chutterdar, or with an umbrella, and thofe 
that are without that enfign of royalty. “The behul 1s 


fometimes drawn by hortes, when it is called goher 
behul. 





Formerly, for every ten arabahs, or carts, there were 
twenty arabcheen, or carters, appointed, together with 
a carpenter, The daily pay of the head arabachy was 
five dams, and that of the others four dams each. For 
fome particular behuls are allowed after the rate of 
twenty arabcheean for fifteen behuls, without any car- 
penter. The head arabchy furnifhed repairs; in con- 
fideration of which, he received annually 2200 dams. 


Formerly, as has been faid above, the repairs were 
made at the expence of the daroghahs ; but every day 
that the carriages were ufed there was an allowance of 
half a dam for owng, which is hemp mixed with ghee, 
and twiíted round the axle-tree of the wheel to pre- 
ferve it. 


Afterwards, when the arabcheean had the contract, 
jt was agreed that they fhould furnifh the carpenter’s 
work and the owrg. Art firít it was cuitomary for the 
carts to carry on marches a quantity of baggage belong- 
ing to the different offices, and afterwards to carry alfo 
whatever fire-wood was required for the kitchen, and to 
tranfport timbers and bricks for the public buildings ; 

but 
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but now there are allowed 200 carts for the ufe of the 
buildings folely ; and 600 carry to the kitchen, in the 
courte of cen months, 150,000 maunds of wood. VVhen 
the arabchecan had the contract, ifa beaít died they 
found another in his room. 


But it having been reprefented to his majefty that the 
contractors did not fulfil their engagements, he abolifhed 
that mode, and ordered that the oxen fhould again be 
given in charge to proper perfons; and ordered that 
every cart-bullock fhould have a daily allowance of 
four feers of grain, with one dam and a half for grafs, 
excepting in the four rainy months; when no allowante 
rs made for this laft article. There are alfo appointed 
for every eighteen carts twelve men, one of whom is a 
carpenter. Now if a bullock dies, governmen: fupplies 
another in his ftead; and lkewnfe gives an allowance 
for owng ; and is at the expence of repairs. 


TI he oxen that are worked are mufítered once a year ; 
and thofe that are unemployed every ix months; when 
the overteers make a report of the condition 1n which 
they find them. 


The carters, in coníequcence of their being excufed 
from afiifting in the buildings, and carrying fire-wood, 
are obliged to perform every other fervice that is re- 
quired of them. 








OF MULES- 


A mule is the fpecies between an horfe and an afs, 
produced cither by a mare and a male ats, or, on the 
contrary, by a fhe-ais and a horíe. His majefty had a 
young afs coupled with a tanghian mare, and they pro- 
duced a very fine mule. 


The exccilency of a mule is.. that it never forgets the 
road which it has once travelled. No beaft of the fame 
fize

fize carries fo heavy a burden; it goes better over un- 
even ground, and has eafier paces "than any other ani- 
mal, “hey are mot bred in Flindoftan, excepting in 
Pukely and its vicinity. Jhe people of this country 
confidered them as affes, and were afhamed to ride upon 
them ; but his majefty countenancing this animal, has 
removed the diflike. 


Mules are brought from different parts of Arabia 
and Perfia ; and one of the beft 1s fold for one thoufand 
rupees. 


Like camels, they are formed into ketars of five, and 
which have the fame names, excepting that of thefe the 
íecond ketar is called berduít. 


A mule frequently lives fifty years. 


THE I AILY ALLOWANCE OF FOOD rFOR ALU Les. 


An Arabian ora Perfian mule 1s allowed fix feers of 
grain daily ; for grais, if at court, two dams; and ona 


journey, or when employed in the country, one dam and 
a half. 


The Hindv mule has four feers of grain, and 1s al- 
lowed for graís one dam and a half itf at court, and only 
one dam if employed in the country: and each mule is 
allowed weekly three quarters of a dain for íalt. 


FORNITURE FOR MULES. 


For the furniture of cach cf the Arabian, Perfian, 
and other foreign mules. is allowed annually three: 
hundred and fifty-four dams; and the furniture of an 
Hiindy mule, one hundred and fifty-one dams and a 
quarter. 


4M mule 
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A. mule is fhod twice a-year, for which are allowed 
eight dams. 


Every ketar has a perfon to look after it, who is 
called aíterban ; if he be a native of Iran or Turan, he 
has monthly trom four hundred to one thoufand nine 
hundred and twenty dams; an Hindy a(terb.a has 


from two hundred and forty to two hundred and fifty- 
fix dams. 


All whoíe monthly wages exceed ten rupees, are 
themíelves at the expence of the grain and grafs. The 
overfeers of this department examine the condition of 
the cattle twice a-year; and the mules are annually 
brought into the royal prefence. 


If a mule becomes blind or tame, the afterban is 
fined a fourth of its price; and if a mule is loft, half its 
price is exacted. 


For carrying burdens and drawing water, there are 
allo kept aties, each of which is allowed daily three {teers 
of grain, and one dam for grafs ; and tor furniture the 
fame as the Hindy mule, excepting that the afs has no 
faddic-cloth. For repairing the furniture there is an 
annual allowance of twenty-three dams. Their keeper 


has never more than one hundred and twenty dams 
monthly. 


THE MANNER IN WHICH HIS ALAJESTY SPENDS 
FITS TEME. 


On this depends the welfare and happinefs of all ranks 
of people. 


It is his majefty’s conftant endeavour to gain and 
fecure the hearts of all men. Amiditt a thoufand cares 
and perplexing avocations, he i{vffers mot his temper to 

be 
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be in any degree difturbed, but 1s always cheerful. He 
is ever itriving to do that which may be moft accept- 
able to the Deity; and employs his mind on profound 
and  abítracted ípeculations. From his thirít after 
wifdom, he is continually labouring to benefit by the 
knowledge of others, while he makes no account of his 
own fagrcious adminiftration. He liftens to what every 
one hath to fay, becauíe it may happen that his heart 
may be enhightened by the communication of a juft 
fentiment, or by the relation of a laudable action ; but 
although a long period has elapfed in this practice, he 
has néver met with a perfon whofe judgment he could 
prefer to his own. Nay, the moft experienced ftatef- 
men, on beholding this ornament of the throne, bluth 
at their own intufficiency, and ítudy anew the arts of 
government.  INeverthcelefs, out of the abundance of 
his fagacity, he will not fuffer himfelf to quit the parhs 
of inquiry. Although he be furrounded with power 
and {fplendor, yet he never fuffers himfelf to be led 
away by anger or wrath. Others employ ftory-tellers 
to lull them to fleep, but his majefty, on the contrary, 
liftens to them to keep him awake. From the excefs of 
his righteoufnefs, he exercifes upon himfelf both inward 
and outward aufterities, and pays fome regard to external 
forms, in order that thofe who are attached to eftablifhed: 
cuftoms may not have any caufe for reproach. His life 

an uninterrupted feries of virtue and found morality. 

od is witnefs that the wife of all ranks are unanimous 
in this declaration. 


















He never laughs at nor ridicules any religion or fect - 
he never waftes his time, nor omits tbe: performance of 
any duty; fo thar, through the bleffinc of his upricht 
intentions, every action of his life may be confidered as 
an adoration of the Deity. He is continually returning 
thanks unto Providence, and fcrutinizing his own con- 
duct; but he moft efpecially fo employs himfelt at the 
followine flate? sores -— nr dav-break, when the fun 


beet ns 
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begins to diffufe his rays; at noon, when that grand 
alluminator of the univerfe fhines in full refplendence ; 
in the evening, when he difappears from the inhabitants 
of the earth; and again at midnight, when he recom- 
mences his aícent. All thefe grand myfteries are jm 
honour of God; and if dark-minded, ignorant people 
cannot comprehend their fignification, who :- to be 
blamed ? Every one is fenfible that it is indifpenfably 
our duty to praife our benefactor, and confequently it 1s 
incumbent on usto praiíc this Diffufer of bounty, the 
Fountain of Light! and more efpecially behoveth it 
princes fo to do, teeing that this Sovereign of the heavens 
fheddeth his benign influence upon the monarchs of thc 
earth. His majefty has alfo great veneration for fire in 
general, and for lamps; fince they are to be accounted 
rays of the greater light. 


















He is ever fparing of the lives of offenders, wifhing 
to beftow happinefs upon all his fubjects. 





He abftains much from flefh, fo that whole months 
pafs away without his touching any animal food. He 
takes no delight in fenfual gratifications ; and in the 
couríe of twenty-four hours never makes more than one 
meal. 





Fie tipends the whole day and night in the perfor 
ance of his neccílary avocations, excepting the fr 
portion required for flecp. He takes a. little repofe 
the evening, and again for a fhort time in the morning. 
The greateít part of the night is employed in the 
tranfaction of bufinefs ; to the royal privacy are then 
admitted philofophers and virtuous fofees, who feat 
themíelves, and entertain his majefty with wife dif- 
courfes. On thofe occafions his mayjefty fathoms the 
depths of knowledge, examines the value of ancient 
inftitutions, and forms new regulations, that the aged 
may ftand corrected in their errors, and the rifing gene- 


ration 
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ration be provided with fit rules for governing their con- 
duct. There are alfo prefent at thefe afiemblies, learned 
hiftorians, who relate the annals of paft times, juít as the 
events occurred, without addition or diminution. A 
confiderable part of the night is ipent in hearing repre- 
fentations of the flate of the empire, and giving orders 
for whatever is neceflary to be done in every department. 
‘Three hours before day there are introduced to the pre- 
fence, muficians of all nations, who recreate the aflem- 
bly with vocal and inftrumental melody. But when 1c 
wants only about an hour of day, his majefty prefers 
filence, and employs himfelfat his devotions. Juft be- 
fore the appearance of day, people of all ranks are in 
waiting; and foon after day-break are permitted to 
make the koornifh, after the manner which will pre- 
fently be defcribed. 








Next, the haram are admitted to pay their’ compli- 
ments. During this time various other affairs are traní- 
acted ; and when thofe are finifhed, he retires to reít for 
a fhort time. 


THE BAB, OR TIMES OF ADMISSION TO THE 
ROYAL PRESEINCE. 


His majeíty 1s vifible to every body twice in the 
courfe of twenty-four hours.  Firít, after the perform- 
ance of his morning devotions, he is feen from the ja- 
rokha by people of all ranks, without any moleftation 
from the mace - bearers. This mode of fhewing 
himíelf is called Duríun * ; and it frequently happens 
that bufinefs is traníacted at this time. The fecond 
time of his being vifible isin the dowlet kbaneh, whither 
he generally goes after nine o'clock in the morning, 
when all people are admitted. Bu: this affembly 





* Durfun, in the Shanícrit language, fignifies view. 
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fometimes held in the evening, and fometimes at night. 
He alfo trequently appears at a window which opens 
into the dowlet khaneh; and from thence he receives 
petitions, without the intervention of any períon, and 
tries and decides upon them. 


Every officer of government reprefents to his majetfty 
his refpective wants, and is always inftructed by him 
how to proceed. 


He confiders an equal diftribution of juftice and 
the happinefs of his fubjects as effential to his own fe- 
licity, and never fuffers his temper to be ruffled whulft 
he is hearing caufes. 


YVhenever his majeíty orders a bar (or co rrt) to be 
held, they beat a large kettle-drum, to apprize every 
one thereof. The royal family, the omrahs, and others, 
immediately attend to make the koornifh, each ftanding 
in his proper place. The learned and the mechanic 
make their reípea?tive reprefentations ; the daroghas and 
tepukchees fet forth their feveral wants; and the officers 
of juitice give in their reports. During the whole time 
there are exhibitions of gladiators, wreftlers, mufi- 
cians, &c. 


THE ROORNISH AND THE TUSLEEMT. 


Various are the forms of falutations which have been 
adopted for addrefüng monarchs. DLhefe bow down 
the head, and thole bend the knee, whilft others prac- 
tife different modes, in token of fubmiffion. 


Hiis majefty has commanded the palm of the right 
hand to be placed upon the forehead, and the head to 
be bent forwards. “Chis kind of íalutation is called 

koornifh, 
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Koornifh, 7... ** the head being placed in the hand of 
fupplication, becomes an offering to the holy atlemply.” 


I he tufleem is performed af:er the following man- 
ner: Lhe back of the right hand is placed upoan the 
ground, and raited gently cll the perlon ftands erect ; 
when Ke puts the palm of his hand upon the crown of 
his head. His majeíty relates as tollows: ** One day my 
** father beftowed upon me a royal cap, which I put 
<< upon my head, and-becaufe it was too large for me, 
<< I held it on with my left hand, boxed down my head, 
“< and made the tufleem. Fhe king was exceedingly 
** pleafed with this new method, and from that time 
<e it became the mode of performing that obeitance. 
Upon introduction, or on taking leave, or upon receiv- 
ing a munfub, or jageer, or a drefs, or an elephant, or 
an horíe, it is ufual to make three tufleems ; and on oc- 
cafions of lefs moment, they perform only one tufleem. 


Formerly the courtiers ufed to add the E to the 
koornifh and tuíleem ; but as ignorant and ill-difpoted 
people viewed this action in the ‘light of impious adora- 
tion, his majelíty ordered it to be difcontinued by all 
ranks of people on public occatons.  Flowever, in the 
private affemblies, when any of thole in waiting are or- 
dered to feat themfelves, they on this occalion bow down 
their foreheads to the earth. 


(OF SEFIRITUAL CUIDA CE. 


Bv the decrees of God, the G ver of witdom, mankind 
are in general ditpofed to applaud their own actions, 
and to condemn thole of others : whil{t tome, however, 
are never fo happy as when they are acting to the pre- 
judice of their neighbour: there are others who prefer 
the watchful care of the world to their own pertonal in- 
terecíts. Thus different bodies of men hold diiterent 
beliefs, and amule themfelves with their reipective dreams 


ji and 
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2nd illufions. But it now and then happens that a per- 
fon relinquiíhes his peculiar habits and cuftoms, in con- 
fequence of a contemplative turn of mind, whereby he 
unravels the warp and woof of the veil of deception, and 
diícovers the beautiful countenance of confiftency and 
truth. But the lamp of wifdom doth not enlighten 
every houte, neither is every heart capable of receiv 
information; fo that when a man arrives at fuch a de- 
gree of knowledge, he keeps filence, from the dread of 
favage beaíts in human forms. If, however, in the fri. 
nefs of his heart he attempts to reveal has fentiments, the 
ignorant wpbraid him with iníanity, allow no cedit to 
what he fays, brand him with the epithets of infide] and 
blafphemer, and probably deprive him of hfe. Bux 
when, through the good fortune of mankind, the fea- 
fon arrives for the revelation of truth, a perfem is en- 
dowed with this degree of knowledge, upon whom Go 
beítows the robes of royalty, that he may lead men 1b 
the right way with abíolute dominion; fuch as ts the 
emperor of our time. ‘The aftrologers were apprized 
of this from the hour of his mayjefty’s nativiry, and whif- 
— their exultations to each other. His majefty, 
owever, did for fome time caft a veil over this myítery, 
that it might not be Known to ftrangers. But that 
which the L.ord willeth to have done, whe hath power 
to avoid? In his infancy, he involuntarily performed 
fuch actions as aftonifhed the beholders; and when at 
length, contrary to his inclination, thofe wonderful ac- 
tions exceeded all bounds, and became difcernible to 
every one, he confidered it to be the will of the Al- 
mighty, that he fhould.lead men in the paths of righte- 
ouíneis, and began to teach; thus fatisfying the thirty 
who were wandering in the wildernefs of enquiry. 
Some he taught agreeably to their wifhes; whilft he 
difappointed others in their defires. Many of his difci- 
ples, through the bleffing uf his holy breath, obtain a 
greater degree of knowledge in the courfe of a fingle 
day, than they could gain from the inftruétion of — 
oy 
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holy doctors after a íaít of forty days. Numbers of 
thofe who have bid adieu to the world, fuch as fonnaf- 
fees, calendars, philofophers, and fofees, together with 
a multtude of men of the world, namely, foldiers, mer- 
chants, hufbandmen, and mechanics, have dailv their 
eyes opened unto knowledge: and men of all nations 
and ranks, in order to obtain their defires, invocate his 
rnajefty, confidering thole vows as the means of extricat- 
ing theinfelves from difficulties; and when they have 
attained their wifhes, they bring to the royal prefence 
the offerings which they had vowed. But many, from 
the remorenefs of their ficuation, or to avoid the bufle 
of a court, beftow their vows in charity, and país their 
lives in grateful praifes. If his majefty moves from the 
capital, in order to fettle the affairs of the empire, to 
conquer kingdoms, or to enjoy the pleafures of the 
chace, there ts not a city, town, or village, that doth 
met fend out crowds of men and women, to prefent him 
the offerings which they had vowed. From this fource 
of the fountain of bounty have been obtained the fol- 
lowing, bleffings: Succefs in bufinefs, reftoration of 
health, birth of a fon, reunion of difcontented friends, 
long life, 1ncreafe of power and wealth ; with the accom- 
plifhment of many other petitions. He, who knoweth 
what will come to pafs, gives fatisfactory anfwers to 
every one, and apphes remedies to their afflictions. 











Not a day paftes but people bring cups of water to 
the palace, bzfeeching him to breathe upon them. He, 
who is privy to the fecrets of Heaven, reads the decrees 
of fate, and, if tidings of hope are received, takes ihe 
water from the fuppliant, places it in the fun*s rays, and 
then having beftowed upon it his aufpicious breath, re- 
turns it. Alfo many whofe difeafes are deemed in- 
curable, intreat him to breathe upon them, and are 
thereby reftored to health, 


Fhe moft ftriking proof of his miraculous powers is 
the following :— A talkative ignorant reclufe faid, ** If 
3 «* there 
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** there be any latent good in me, it behoveth you to 
** bring it to perfection 5" and having fo faid, he fell 
down in a trance at the threfhold of the palace. “The 
day was not ended before he obtained his wiíh. 


His raajefty, out of his great wifdom, is very back- 
ward ip granting this requeít, excufing himíel£ by fay- 
ing, ** How fhall I teach, tul I have myfelf been in- 
se ftructed ?“ But if there be in any one evident figns of 
truth, and he 1s very importunate, he 1s accepted ; and 
on Sunday, when the fun is in the meridian, obtains his 
heart’s defire. And from bcholding thefe wonders, 
thoufands of every perfuafion have believed on him. 


The perfonp who wants to be initiated in all righteouf- 
neís, places his turban in the palm of his hand, and 
putting his head upon his majefty’s feet, faith, ** F have 
** caft away my pretuniption and felfifnnefs, which were 
** che cauíe of various evils, and am come a fuppliant, 
** vowing to devote the remainder of my life in this 
** world to the attainment of immortality.” Then his 
mmnajeíty firetches ovt the hand of favour, raifes up the 
fuppiicart, replaces his turban upon his head, faying, 
** My prayers are addrefled to Heaven for your fupport, 
se in order that your afpiring inclinations may bring you 
from teeming exiflence unto real exittence.’’ He then 
szives him the fhuft, upon which is engraven one of the 
great names of God, and the words ** Allah Akber," 
that he may be inítructed in the following verfe : 


s< "The pure fhuít and the pure fight never err.” 


His may fty inftructs others as circumftances may re- 
guire; and many, according to their capacities, are re- 
created with fublime difcourfes. 


But this is not the proper place for giving a full ac- 
co;nt of the manner in which he inítructs mankind, or of 


the 
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the numerous miracles which he has performed. Should 
my life be lengthened {fufficiently, and fhould I have 
leifure enough, it is my intention to compoíe a volume 
on this intercíting íubject. 


RULES OF DISCIPLINE. 


When two difciples meet, one fays, ** Allah Akber,”’ 
(God. is greateft) ; and the other anfwers, ** Jillejilale- 
<< hoo," (mighty is his glory *). And this form of 
falutation fs appointed merely to the end that they may 
keep the Deity in continual remembrance, by exercifing 
their tongues in his praife. 





It is alfo ordered by his majefty, that the food which 
is ufuallv given away after the death of a períon, fhall 
be prepared by the donor during his life-time. 


Every difciple on the anniverfary of his birth-day, is 
obliged to make a feaft, and to beftow alms. 


He is alfo enjoined to endeavour to abftain from eat- 
ing flefh entirely; and if he is not able to quit it alto- 
gether, he muft at leaft refrain at the times appointed 
in the regulations for the Sufyaneh, as alfo during 
the whole of the month in which he was born. He is 
prohibited from eating voluntarily of any animal that 
he hath himíelf Gain. Neither is he to eat out of the 
fame difh with butchers, hunters, or bird-catchers ; nor 
is he allowed to have commerce with pregnant or old 
women, or with one who is barren, or with a girl under 
the age of puberty. 


THE MUSTER OF ELEPHANTS. 
This mufter precedes all others.  i£very day a khafích 
clephant, with his houfings and trappings, is brought to

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the front of the palace ; and on the firt day of every 
Perfian month, ten elephants are brought ; and on every 
fucceeding day, ten hulkahs of ten each. On Monday 
ten hulkahs of twenty each are brought co be muttered. 
When an elephant ts muttered they afk his name, of 
which each of thefe animals, as well as every horfe, has 
a different one. They alfo require the name of the 
dehydar—how he was obtained—his price—allowance 
of food—age—where bred—at what time he is rank—— 
how often he has been fo——how long he ufually continues 
in that {tate—how often he has fought and with what 
fuccefs—how often he bas been brougfh. for the royal 
ufe——how often he has been mounted by bs majcít 
when he was admitted amongft tbe khafeh elephants— 
at what periods he has changed kis keepers—when his 
tufks were dreffed—how often he has been muftered— 
what fervants look after him-—the names of the emeer 
and the fuperintendant. All theíc queftions are an- 
{wered by the tepukchy. 











Refpecting the other elephants, the following quef- 
tions are afkcd : The name of the hulkadar—priceot the 
elephant—how he was obtained—whether he is fit foc 
riding, or for carrying burdens—what is his rank— 
whether he is to continue with his prefent foujdar, or to 
be transferred to another. 








Alío, every day five new elephants are fent to the 
faddyvwal to have their rank determined ; which being 
cone, they are put into their refpective claíies. 


Every Sunday an elephant is brought to the palace to 
be given away to one of :he moft deferving fervants ; 
and fome hulkahs are fet apart for this purpofe. 


Formerly, ic was a rule that the elephant firft rode was 
put into the firft clafs, bus now it is that which is rode 
oftenelt.

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According to the value of the elephant, it is put into 
tne: firit.or lait hulkah. 


When all the elephants bave paffed mufter in the 
above-mentioned order, they begin aga: with the 
khafeh elephants, bringing ten at a time; and when 
:heíe are reviewed, they proceed with thote of the fhah- 
zadehs. 


It is a rule that the fhahzadehs país mufter mounted 
on their own particular elephants; and after them 
the other hulkahs pals before his znajefty. 


It being ordered that the elephants fhould be formed 
inte troops according to their price, the proper officers 
at each mufter pick out any elephant that is mifplaced, 
and put it amongit its equals. 


During the time of mutter thofe men who want to be 
employed in this department ftand together in a row, 
and his majeíty appoints them as he thinks proper. 


The hulkahdars whote elephants are in good condi- 
tion have their number increafed, by lean ones that are 
taken away from thole who have been negligent in the 

charge of their duty. 


‘he mufhreff receives orders from his maiefty, in 
t rank to place every new elephant that is appro- 
priated to his own particular ule. 


The elephants of the other omrahs, although not in 
the general rotation, are brought tothe prefence occa- 
fionally ; and their rank being fixed, are ftamped with 
the royal mark. 


The merchants alfo bring elephants to the palace, and 
FEerecive iheir proper price.

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THE MUSTER OF HORSES. 


This begins with the {tables of forty horíes; next, 
thofe of the fhahzadehs and the Khanehzad, continuing 
with the other ftables till all the horfes of ten mohurs 
Ihave been reviewed. After thefe are muftered the gowt 
and tanghian horíes, and thofe of the bargeers ; they are 
brought according to their price, and if two are equal 
am value, then that which was firft received into the 


ftable precedes the other.

the tanghians, &c. anew, and determine whether ti cy 
ffnall be of the firft, fecond, or third clafs. Thofe which 
have increafed in value fince the laft mufter, are puc into 
a higher clais; and thofe which have fallen off, are 
degraded accordingly. For thofe of the third clafs, are 
appointed feparate ftables, out of which ordinary people 
receive preſents.

Every mutter-day the ordinary ftables are completed ; 
and if there be not any deficiency, the furplus horfes 
are put into a feparate ftable, for which there is a fuper- 
intendant. 


The mufter of this animal ufed to begin on Monday. 
They bring forty horfes the firít day, and on every fuc- 
ceeding day twenty each. | Some horíes, from fixty to 
ten mohurs value, are always in readinets to be given in 
prefents, and to mount the cavalry. 


The horíes belonging to the dealers are viewed as 
they come, and according to the number brought, from 
*wenty to an hundred are viewed daily ; but before the 
are brought to his majefty officers appointed for the 
purpofe fettle their price ; which valuation, however, his 
maie:ty alwavsincreates a little.

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THE BATTLES OF DEERe 


There are always one hundred and one khaích deer, 
each of which has a proper name fignificant of his cha- 
racter ; and for eyery couple of theíe a keeper is ap- 
pointed. The battles of thefe animals are of three 
kinds: 1, Khafeh deer with khateh; 2d, Khafeh deer 
with thofe of the fhazadehs ; 3d, Khafeh deer with thofe 
of forty-two of the principal courtiers, whom his majefty 
has formed into twenty-one miffals; being compofed of 
amunfubdars of feven thoufand down to dehbafhees. 






A wager is laid upon every battle, and the money 
dcpofited » and each battle is from eight rupees to eight 
mohurs. 


It is a eulc, that a deer who runs away in three bz.xtles 
is turned out of the Khafeh rank. A deer whro has 
given proofs of courage in battle, is called atkul.  Ihofe 
who are fit for fighting but have not yet engag@red, are 
called aneen. 











The above mentioned forty perfons, who sre tormed 
into twenty-one miffals, are called hovofnak.an ; and ir 
is they who depofit the bets. 


Every miffal has alfo for fighting, a ourtatoe, a bull, 
a ram, a goat, and a cock ; and when the batties of deer 
are concluded, theíe are fported with. Ihe bet upon 
a buffaloe is from four rupces to four mohurs; upon a 
bull, a ram, or a goat, from two rup ces to two mohurs s 
and upon a cock, the fame as a lbuffaloe. Formerly 
there were not any battles of bulis and ramis. 


Thefe battles are fought at night, on the fourteenth 
day of the moon, in the front of the palace. 


There are alfo other deer, called kowtel and half 
kowtel, each divifion cenfifting of a fixed number. 
Whenever 
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Whenever there is a deficiency in the number of khafeh 
deer, it is fupplied from the kowtel; and what is want- 
ing in the kowtel is made up from the half: kowtcl; all 
tbefe are continually in training, and are made to engage 
with cach other for trial of their character. 








The hunters when they take wild deer, brieg them 
to the palace, where their prices are fixed; they are 
formed into four ranks, or deg ces of goodnefs, and 
the price is from two rupees to two mohurs each; 








THE DAILY ALLOWANCE OF FOOD. 


The khafeh deer, thofe of the kowtcl, and thofe 
befonging to the fighting miffals, have eacH a daty 
allo. vance of two feers of grain, half a {feer o^ whearten. 
brea i, two chattacks of ghee, and half a dam to pur- 
chafe grafs; but the hovoínak pays for grafs for thofe of 
the miidals and the kowrels. 








Each ot the khafch deer, the kbanehzad, and the 
kowtel, has a perfon to look after it; but of thafe 
belonging to the miflals, one perfon looks after a 
couple, and rf there be an odd one, a feparate períon is 
appointed to look after it; but there is no allowance for 
graís. 











A deer who 15 given in charge to a perfon to be 
traincd, is allowed daily one feer and three quarters of 
grain, and half a dam for grafs. For every four of thefe 
a keeper 1s appointed, and if they are fit to be admitted 
into the rank of khafeh, a keeper is appointed for every 
couple. 





The deer kept at a diftance from court, are each al- 
lowed daily one feer and a half of grain, and a man to 
look after it. 


A new- 
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A new-caught deer, for the firt week bas not any 
grain given him ; for fifteen days after that, he has half 
a feer Of grain daily; from that period one feer till 2 
month and a half are elapfed, when the allowance 1s one 
feer and a half. 


The ahoo khaneh, or deer-houfe, is fuperintended by 
munfabdars, ahdyan, and foot foldiérs. The pay of a 
foor-faldier is from eighty to. 400 dams per menfem 
There are now collected together twelve thoufand choice 
deer, which are taught after different manners. There 
are aHo numbers of does kept apart for breeding. Of 
the largeft fize of thefe each is allowed daily one feer 
ard a half of grain, and half a dam to purchafe grafs. & 
doe-fawn fucks her dam for two months, after whic fa 
period it is allowed daily a quarter of a feer of grain 
and this allowance is increafed a quarter of a feer every 
two months till it commences its fecond year, when it is 
confidered as a full grown doc, and allowed one feer and 
a lfalf per diem: from the commencement of the feventh 
month tilf the end of the ninth month, it is allowed 
daily a quarter of a dam for graís, after which. the 
aflowance is half a dam. 











A buck fawn, after fucking two months, has daily 
fix chattacks of grain; and this allowance is increafed 
fix chattacks every two months till he commences his 
fecond year, after which the daily allowance is two feers 
and a quarter ; for grafs the daily allowance is, from the 
fifth tothe eighth month, a quarter of a dam, and after 
that half a dam. 








REGULATIONS FOR BUILDINGS. 


Efis majefty is continually giving employment to a 
number of hands in ereéting fortifications and palaces, 
colleges, and musjids, and in building ferais through-

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out the empire for the convenience of travellers, and 
digging refervoirs of water and wells. 


And, in order to prevent impofition, he has caufed an 
eftimate to be made of the expence of labour, and of 
the prices of the feveral articles ufed in building.

THE ARMY. 


H ıs majeíty has formed tbis immenfe multitude into 
different ranks ; {ome are folely under his own imme- 
diate orders, and are excufed from the performance of 
many duties that are required of others.  Lakewife a 
number of tlie inhabitants of the wilds and lefs civilized 
parts of the empire, are, by proper difcipline, made to 
be ufeful. The zemeendary troops alone, are in number 
3pwards of four millions and four hundred thoufand, 
as will hereafter be particularized. 














Some of the cavalry have their horfes marked, and. 
a defcription is taken in writing of the períons of the 
men. Other cavalry are put under the command of an 


officer, who is ítyled ahdy. Others, according to their 
merit 
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merit and capacity, are appointed to higher commands. 
Many are entertained for the cavalry fervice without 
having their horfes marked, and haye tunkhas (or 
afignments) for their pay. Thoſe who are natives of 
Iran and Turan, have twenty-five rupees ; and the In- 
dian, twenty rupees each per menfem. A horfeman who 
IS entertained for the duties ofthe khalich (or exchequer) 
has fifteen rupees per menfem. T hole who have not 
marked horfes are called birawoordy (or not included 
in the muníubs). Such of the munfubdars as are not 
able to furnifh men themfelves, are fupplied with 
troopers mounted on marked horfes ; and thefe men are 
called dakhely (or included in the munfubs). In she 
munfubs of eight thoufand, no munfubdar under the 
raak of eight hundred is admitted ; the muntubs of 
feven thouiand include none lower than feven hundred; 
mor in thofe of five thoufand are any inferior to five 
hundred ; and in the munfubs of five hundred there are 
none leís than one hundred. Some troops are levied 
occafionally to ftrengthen the munfubs, and they are 
caled kummeky (or auxiliaries). At prefent moft of 
the cavalry are mounted. on marked horfes. The 
trooper mounted on a marked horfe takes rank of one 
whofe horíe is not marked, as more dependence can be 
had upon the former, becaufe he cannot lend or ex- 
change his horfe ; and morcover, fince his majefíty has 
ixroduced the cherehneveefy (or the cuftom of taking 
a deícription in writing) he cannot receive pay til he 
bas pafied mutter. 








REGEeBLATIONS TOR THE CATE LE. 


Hlorfes were firt marked in the eighteenth year of 
the reign, at which time the ranks of cattle were deter- 
mined, and eftimates made of what was reguifxe for 
each ; and the prices of articles being taken nto con- 
frderation, a medium rate was agreed upon to be ufed in 
computations.

They were divided into feven kinds, viz. 


Arab, Irakee, Mejennefs, Tourky, Y abu, Tazee, and 
Jungeieh 5; and the following rates fixed of each : — 


ift, The Arab, which is a very fine horfe, bred im 
différent parts of Arabia. “The monthly pay for one of 
chofíe was fixed at 720 dams, including all charges, which 
were computed at 479 dams. WVhen his majefty took 
ipto confideration the eafe and good difcipline of his 
troops, he at firft made an addition of eighty-one dams, 
at the tame that the rupee pafied current at thirty-five 
dams; and when it was raifed to forty dams, he in- 
creaícd the pay, excepting the Jungelehs, eighty dams 
more, altogether making 729 dams. 









2d, Lhe Irakee, which is bred in the Perfian Irak, is 
i beautiful animal, and equally powerful with the Arab. 
fic 1s allowed 668 dams monthly, including all charges.

3d, The Mojennes refembles the Irakee, and is a 
mixture of che Tourky and the Irakee.

The beft is called 
trazee, the middling kind jungeleh, and the worft tat- 
too. langhens are greatly improved by being crofied 
with tazces. t he monthly pay of a tazee is 320 dams, 
including all charges. Increafes: Firít, twenty-two 
dams ; fecond, thirty dams; third, eighty dams. The 
monthly pay of a jungelch is 240 dams, including all 
charges. Increafes : — Firft, twenty-nine dams anda 
half; fecond, twenty-five dams; third, forty dams. 
A tatoo was formerly allowed 140 dams; but now he is 
not employed. 

















ELEPHANTS. 
Thete are alío of íeven kinds, viz. 
NIuít, fheergeer, fadeh, menjholeh, kerheh, bender- 


keeah, and mukel. ‘There is more method and exact- 
neís obferved in this department than in any other.

The Almighty, for the benefit of mankind, felects 
from amonsít them ore whom he makes a king, and 
Lipports with hie divine grace and Lixvour. Buc fince 
the abilities of a fingle man are not equal to the duties 
of every department, the monarch w':íclv makes choice 
of fome of his moit worthy fubrects to amit hina: and 
for this purpofe nominates them to command others. 
WVith this view his majelty eftablithed miunfiubs from a 
dehbafhy (or commander of ten) to a dehhezary (or a 
commander of 10,000.) Bur oniy the king’s fons have 
munfubs above scoo. The number of thefe muntubs 
being fixty-fix, thote fkilled in the numerical value of

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the word jilaleh (or the moft glorious God) which 
they confider as an indication of their perpetuity. 


His majefty difcovers the merit of fome at the firít 
interview, and exalts them to greatnefs at one ftep. 
Sometimes the munfub is increafed, svhilfít che number 
of cavalry is diminifhed. 


Great care is taken in determining the value of the 
horfes provided by each muníubdar, and their pay is 
fixed accordingly. “Thofe who have cavalry equal to 
their munfub, are of the firft rank.  Thoíe who have 
not the full number, but not lefs than half, are of the 
{fecond rank. The third rank is compofed of thofte who 
have lefs than half of the full complement of cavalry ; 
as will be found upon confulting the annexed tables. 








The vouzbafhgees (or commanders of roo) are of 
eleven ranks :—Firít, Him ot 109, whofe monthly pay 
is 700 rupees. The eleventh has not any cavalry, the 
greateít part of thefe being amonegft the number of dak- 
helee troopers; his pay ts 5co rupeces. The nine inter- 
mediate ones have twenty rupees in acliition for every 
ten horíes. 


From the munfubdar of forty, neitner the elephant, 
nor the Tourky-horfe, nor the jungeleh are exacted 
The teerkufthbund (who has the rank of a commander 
of thirty) and the bility, or munfubdar of twenty, are ex- 
cufed from providing the mojennets and the yabu.

"E bere are numbers of brave active men on whom, 
althourch his majeíty does not beftow a muníub, yer, 
beinc accounted khaís, or particular fervants, they are 
freed trom being under the orders of any one, and thus 
dicniSed by their independence. Such an officer is 
calicd an ahdy. They have a ícparate dewan and 
bukhihy, and a great emeer is appointed their chief. A 
£t períon is appointed to receive thofe who wifh to be 
entertained in this capacity, and he brines fuch every 
day to the palace without demanding any fee ; when they 
are examined and approved by “his raajeítv. AX he 
vadafht * and the taleckeh * being made out, a de- 
feript ion of the al:dy’s perfon is taken ; ; then the bura- 
uc is prepared, when the,bukhfhy takes fecurity, and 
brings the andy a fecond time to the palace, where his

At firft, each ahdy 
was allowed to have 2s many as eight horfes, but row he 
has never more than five. | Upon producing the fikhuc 
he reccives a perwanchen, which íervés for ever after. 
Every four months he goes to have the identity of his 
períon afcertained, which being authenticated by the 
dewan and bukhfhy of this department, the mufhreff of 
the treafury draws out a kubz (or receipt) which is 
ratified by the fignatures of the miunifters of ftate, when 
the treafurer takes it and pays the amount. Before the 
expiration of each quarter they receive one morth’s pay 
in advance. in the courfe of the year, ten months 
falary is paid in ready money, and two months pay are 
{topped on account of his horfe and other expences; and 
out of the ten months there is a farther ftoppage of a 
twentieth part. On entering the fervice he finds himfelf 
a horfe, and when that dics he is mounted by govern- 
ment; when his horte dics, proper officers make outa 
certificate thereof, which is called a faketnameh, in order 
that his pay may be regulated accordingly, for until he 
has found another horie, he ceates to draw any pay for 
ones and if he neglects to obtain the certificate, he is 
not allowed any thing from the time of the laft mufter. 
Thole who are in want of horíes conttantly attend at the 

alace. A great number of horfes are thus beftowed, 
half the price of which is accounted as a prefenc, and 
half is paid for in quarterly itoppiges, or, if hc is in 
dcbt, 1n two years.

Formerly, horfemen had as far~as four marked 
horfes; row, no one is allowed more than three; for- 
merly, every dehbafhy had two troopers of five horfes, 
three troopers of two horfes, and two troopers of one 
horíe each, and the other munfubdars in proportion ;

four of two horfes, and tee of one horfe each.

His majefty has formed thefe into different ranks, 
with feparate regulations for each. 


THE BUNDOOKCHEECAWN. 


Tiere are twelve thoufand of thefe employed about 
the oyal perfon. “To-th_fe are appointed a treaturer, 
a da:oghah, and tepukchees, which, although diftinct 
offices, have all been occafionally executed by one 
perfon. ‘Ih: pay of the bundookcheecan has already 
been particularized. 


DURBANAN,

A thoufand of thefe active and vigilant men guard 
he palace. The mirdehahs of thefe are paid after five 
ates, Tis- 300, 160, 140, 130, and 180 dams; and 
ke other porters from 110 to 120 dams per merje.

THE KHIDAMUTTEEAH-. 


A thoufand of thefe alfo guard the environs of the 
palace. A Grdar, or chief of twenty, has monthly from 
níty to two hundred dams; a dehbafhy from 140 to 
180 dawns ; and of the poe I20, IIO, Or roo dams 
cich. This tribe was formerly notorious for cunning 
and roguery; and former monarchs deemed them in- 
corrigible 5 deu now, by his majeltr s difcipline, they 
are famous for their good order and honefty : formerly 
they were called mavy ; now they are ítyled khiamut- 
tecah (or fervants) ; and their chief, or rajab, has the 
carle or k hidmut roy, and is aa obedient fubject of the 


empire.

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Some fight with fhields, and others engage with 
cudgels : thete laft are called in the Hindovee language, 
lakrayit. Others have no defence, and make ute of one 
hand only, and are thence called in Hindoftan, ekhateb. 
T hoíe who come from the eaftern parts of Hindoftan 
ufe a {mall fhield, which they call chorwah. Thofe cf 
the northern provinces have fhields of fuch a magnitude 
as to cover a man and horfe; and this kind of fhield 
is called tulwah. Others, who are called pehrayir, ufe a 
fhieid fomewhat Iefs than the height of a man, and one 
guz in breadth. Others, called banayit, have a long 
fword, whofe handic meatures a guz in length, which 
they manage very dexteroufly. T here is another famous 
tribe, called bungolee, who have not any fhield, but 
make ufe of a fingular kind of fword, with a crooked 
hile, which they handle with great dexterity. Others 
are very fkilful in tighting with daggers and Knives of 
various forms; and of thefe there are upwards of one 
hundred thoufand, the choiceft of whom are entertained 
by his majefty. "lheíuddy, or firdar of an hundred 
fhumfhceerbaz, is at leaft of the rank of ahdy. His 
pay is from eighty to fix hundred dams per menfem. 


The pehluwan, are wreftlers and boxers of Iran and 
Turan. There are alfo expert fingers of Gujerat and 
other parts of FTIindottan, who are calied mul, numbers 
of whom are in his majeítv's fervice. “Their monthly 
pay is from feventy to four hundred and fifty dams ; 
and every day fome of the above combat topgcther, and 
receive various rewards. 


LHE CHEE LAT. 


His majefty does not approve of giving to thefe un- 
fortunate men the opprobrious name of flave, but calls 
them cheelah ; which word in the Hindovee language 
í;znifiez one who relics on another.

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Of thefe there are feveral kinds: ift, Thofe who 
are «onfidered as common flaves, being infidels taken 


in battle; and they are bought and fold. 2d, Thofe 
who of themfelves fubmit to bondage. 3d, The 


children born of flaves. 4th, A thief, who becomes 
the flave of the owner cf the ftolen goods. Eth, Fie 
whau -3 fold for the price of blood. 


‘The daily pay of a cheelah is from cne dam to one 
rupee; they are formed into divifions, and committed 
to the care of fkilful perfons to be inftructed in various 
acts and occupations. 


Fits majefty, out of his humanity and d: Ícernment, 
promotes thefe and other inferior clafíses of people ac- 
cording to their merits; fo that it is not uncommon to 
fee a foot-foldier railed to the dignity of an emeer of the 
empire. 


KAHARS, OR BEARERS. 


J hele are natives of Hindoftan, who carry aftonifh- 
ing burdens upon their fhoulders over the moft uneven 
ground. They alfo carry palekees, fukhafens, chow- 
dowles, and doolees, with tuch an even pace, that the 

rider is hardly fenfible of the motion. The beít are 
thofe of the Deccan and Bengal; and there are alío many 
good ones in the northern ioobahs. Several thoufands 
do fervice at the palace. A firdar, or head-bearer of a 
fet, receives monthly from one hundred and ninety- 
two to three hundred and eightv-four dams; and a 
common bearer has from one "hundred and twenty to 
one hundred and fixty dams. 


THE PYADEA DARNELL XY. 


The foot-foldiers fo called, are under the command 
of the omrahs, but receive their pay from the ftate. 
VW QI. E. pP E vere 
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Every munfubdar has, in addition to the complement 
of his cavalry, half the number of infantry, defcripfrons 
of whofe perfons are taken down in writing by hts aka 
or munfubdar. Of thefe infantry one-fourth are bun- 
dookcheean, and the reft archers, excepting a few who 
are carpenters, blackfmiths, water-carriers, and pioneers. 
The pay of the bundookcheean has already been par- 
ticularized. Of the archers, the mirdehah has from 
1S0, and the others.from zoo to 120 dams. Of the 
artificers who are paid as foot-foldiers, fomething has 
already been faid in the fir part of the work. 


OF THE DAGH, OR MARK. 


When the rank of the man, together with the number 
and qualities of his horfes, are fettled by particular 
officers, another takes a defcription of his perfon in 
writing, with an account of his age, country, and reli- 
gion. There is allo a daroghah, whofe bufinefs +t is to 
tee that the men do not meet with any vexatious delays, 
and that «bey do not fuffer from bribery or any other 
Are es Ss 


Fir, the daroghah brings the recruit to his mayjefty, 
in whoíe prefence his rank is fettld, and a taleekeh 
is given him accordingly, unlefs he be of the number 
of dakhely ; in which cafe the muníubdar furnifhes 
him with a certificate. Next, he is carried before five 
officers whom his ma:efty bas appointed to examine the 
mer and cattle, and to tix the pay of each; and upon 
his producing to then: the defcription of himíelf and 
his cattle, the order for hits monthly pay is written at the 
bottom ot the paper, «o which they affix their feals to 
prevent any alteration; then thole othcers fend the 
above paper to the dewan nazir, who again brings the 
recruit to the preience, in order that his pay may be 
ultimately determined, Flis mayjetty is an excellent 
c hvfiognomiít, and can eahily difcover the refpective 

merits 
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merits of each. When the certificate is ratified, the 
wakyahnavees puts his fignature toit, andthe meer arz 
and the fardar of the kufhek add their feals. Upon this 
funnud being produced, the daroghah marks the horfes. 


When the mark was firft introduced, it was made in 
the imape of the head of the Perfian letter /2ez, and was 
put upon the left fide of the horfe’s neck. Next, it was 
made with two an in the fhape of a crofs on one of the 
horíe's thighs; after that, it was for fome time in the 
form of a bow without a ftring ; and at laít it was made 
in numerals, and on the left buttock. Upon the intro- 
duction of numerals, it had the firft time the figure Iż 
and on the feécond time of mrarking, the figure 2, and fo 
on; but now that every department has a particular 
figure, the fame is repeated as often as the horfe is 
marked. The cuftom of marking was firit introduced, 
that the daroghas might know for certain when a horfe 
died, or was exchanged ; and thus be able to determine 


what pay was due to the troops. 


Many of the tepukchies, and other fervants employed 
about the palace, who have not leifure to attend to the 
bufinefs of a jageer, receive their falaries in ready money, 
and have the dagh or mark renewed every eighteen 
nfonths. ‘The omrahs, who are ftationed at a great 
diftance from court, have the dagh renewed only once in 
twelve years, but then fix years after the firít marking, 
ten per cent. is lefened in their eftablifhment. When 
the munfub of any one is increafed three years after the 
dagh has been performed, he for the prefent receives 
only a tunkhah for himfelf ; and the additional men’ do 
not receive theirs until their horfes are marked. 


On the renewal of the dagh, if any one brings a better 
horfe to be exchanged for the one he then rides, it is to 
be fent to his majefty for his examination and appro- 


bation. 
Pa THE 
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THE KUSHEK, OR MILITARY COMMANDS. 


Thefe, which are alfo called the chowkees, are of 
three kirds: ift, The munfubdars, ahdeean, cavalry 
and infantry, are formed into feven divifions, and caeh 
appointed to do duty on a particular day of the week, 
under the command of one of the principal omrahs. 
AA perfon who is perfectly converíant in the military 
ufages and regulations, is appointed to the ofhce of meer 
arz of the kufhek, through whom and the emeer, all the 
royal orders for this department are iflued, and they are 
continually in waiting ncar the palace to receive his 
majeftys commands. Every afternoon the principal 
officers of the guard carry the kowr to the public kall of 
the palace, and there arrange themíelves in a row on 
the left hand of the monarch, the others placing them- 
felves in like manner on the rigbt. His majefty is 
perfonally acquainted with every one, and immediately 
difcovers if there be any abfentees. When both ranks 
have made the tufleem, they take leave and retire. If 
his mayjefty happens to be employed upon fome other 
bufincíS, one of his fons officiates here in his ftead. 











If any one abíents himfelf from guard through 
frivolous pretences, he is fined a week’s pay, and fome- 
times is alfo reprimanded. 


2d, The whole army is formed into twelve divifions, 
each of which is appointed for the dury of a particular 
month. Every. perion is obliged to take his tour of 
duty, excepting thote employed on the frontiers of the 
empire, or on ipccial fervice ; but even they muft make a 
reprefentation of their particular fituation previous to 
the artival of their tour of duty, that they may receive 
the royal orders thereon in due time, determining 
whether they are to remain where they are or not. On 
the firit day of every fola» month the guard at the 
palace 
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palace attend and make the tufleem, in the manner 
already defcribed, and are on this occafion diftinguifhed 
by prefents, and other royal marks of favour. 


3d, The whole army is again formed into twelve 
divifions, and each divifion does a year’s duty in 
rotation. 


THE OFFICE OF WAAYAHNAVEES. 


This is an admirable inftitution, and abfolutely 
neceflary for the well conducting of the affairs of an 
empire. Although the name of the office exifted in 
former reigns, yet it was never applied to any ufeful 
purpofe tili his majefty's accefhon to the throne. For 
executing the offices of this department there are ap- 
pointed fourteen able tepukchees, ten of whom do duty 
daily in rotation. Some others are alfo added as íu- 
pernumeraries, one of whom attends every day ; and if 
it happens that one of the fourteen firít mentioned is 
abfent upon a matter of neceffity, this additional perfon 
officiates in his room. T hefe fupernumeraries are called 
kowtel. 


It is the bufinefs of the wakyahnavees to take in 
writing an account of the following occurrences: W hat- 
ever his majefty does himfelf, and the orders that he 
iffues—what reprefentations are made him by the 
minifters of ftate—what he eats and drinks— when he 
fleeps, and when he rifes——and what time he fits on his 
throne—how long he continues in the haram—when he 
goes to the bargah khafs, or to the bargah aum—in 
what manner he hunts—what game he kills—when he 
marches, and when he halts—what offerings are pre- 
fented—what books are read to him—what alms and 
donations are beftowed——what grants are made of fey- 
urghal—what accidental increafe or deduction may 
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happen in the revenue—what contracts are concluded 
— what given in farm—what is bought—what is com- 
mitted to the charge of any one—what peifhcufh and 
remittances of revenue are recéived——what firmans are 
iffued under the royal feal—the arrival, introduction. or 
departure of any períon of confequence—what petitions 
are received, and what anfwers given——what period is 
fixed for the execution of any particular order—who is 
abfent from his guard—what battles are fought, and 
with what fuccefs—when peace is concluded, and upon 
what terms—the death of any perfon of rank—what 
battles of animals have been exhibited, and who won 
the bets—-what catrle die—what rewards are beftowecl, 
or punifhments inflicted—how long his majefty fat in 
public— what marriages and births happen— when his 
mayjefty plays at any game—of public calamitits——and 
what harvefts are produced. 








The account of the occurrences being read to his 
majefly, and approved by him, the daroghah puts his 
feal upon it, after which it is carried to the perwanchee 
and the meer arz for their refpective feals. The paper 
when thus authenticated is called a yadafht ; then a 
períon who writes a clear ftyle and a fair. charaéter, takes 
the yadafht and makes an abridgment of it, and baving 
put his feal to it, gives it in exchange for the yadafht. 
To this abridgment are added the feals of the wakyah- 
navees, the meer arz, and the daroghah of this depart- 
mert. This abridgment is called the taleckeh, and the 
writer therecf the ctaleekehnavees. — Eaflly, it is aus 
thenticated by the feal of the perwanchee. 








OF SUNNUDS, OR GRANTS. 


A paper authenticated by proper fignatures is called a 
afunnud; and the dufter (or regifter) is the book in 
which the funnuds are entered. 


1S 
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His majeíty is particularly circumfpect regarding 
this department, and takes care that none but perfons 
of the ftricteft integrity are appointed to officiate in it. 


The dufters (or regifters) are of three kinds: 1ít, The 
abwabulmal, which contains the accounts of the re- 
venues, the increafe or deficiency therein. 2d, ihe 
abwabultahaweel, being the accounts of the receipts 
tnd difburfements of the houfehold, with thofe of the 
different treafurers. 3d, The towjee, which exhibits 
the eftimates of the demands for the military eítablifh- 
ments, with the means for fatisfying them. 


Some funnuds have nothing but the royal feal; 
others are firít authenticated by the feals and fignatures 
of the minifters of ítate, and afterwards are ratified 
by affixing the royal feal; and íome have only the 
feals and fignatures of the munifters, without the royal 
ieal. 


A firman fubtee has the fignatures of the miniſters, 
together with the royal feal, and is iffued on appoint- 
mentto any of the following employments: a muníub- 
dary, vakalet, fepahfelahry, etaleeky (or the office of 
preceptor) to any of the king's fons, the emeer ul 
omraiv, the nahayut.y, the vizarut, the bukhfheegurry, 
and the fuddarut. Alio, for the grant of a jageer fir, 
or tun, for confirming the íalaries of officers in con- 
Guered territories, for granting a meekeeyet, for a 
grant of feyurghal, and for fupplies for repairing re- 
ligious buildings. 


NV hen the taleekeh, before detfcribed, is fettled, the 
dewan of the jagecrs draws out upon it an efltimate of 
the tunkhah ; and if it contains an order for the dagh 
(or marking the cattle) it is fent to the bukhfhees for a 
iccond reviíal, after which his majefly writes xe veecfunt 
(let them write it). Dhen the bukhíhees write down 
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tne number of men, and the proper omicers add the 
defcriptions of their perfons ; and when the dagh is 
completed, one of the prinċipal bukhfhees takes the 
taleekeh, and gives in exchange an eftimate of the 
monthly pay under his teal and fignature. This paper 

which is conimonly called the firkhut, is authenticated 
in the offices of the other bukhthees by fome particular 
marks. “The dewan keeps this firxhut, and draws out 
an efiimate of the pay monthly and yearly, which hé 
prefents to his roa;efiv, who, if there be an order tora 
jageer, writes at the top the following words: /aleekech 
fun Kalcmy nwemiiyenc (Yet them write the taleekeh for the 
tunkhah). “Lhe tepuckchees keep this as a voucher 
for themfelves, and deliver a copy of it. Then this 
new paper is prepared in the following manner: Firft 
the dewan writes upon it keid nemayend (let them enroll 
Jt) ; after which the dewan bukhfhee and the mufhreff 
dewan put their feals and fignatures to it. Next, his 
majefty commands the berat to be iffued. Then the 
writer of the towjee keeps the above mentioned copy 
of the firkhut, and writes the particulars at the bottom 
of the berat; and the muftofy, after he has examined it, 
affixes his fignature and teal, after which the following 
officers do the fame: the nazir, the other bukhfhees, 
the dewan kull, the mufhreffs, the vakeel, the dewan 
of the houfehold, and the khaníaman. Orders for 
ready money payments undergo the fame forms as 
above  deícribed, after which a calculation of the 
monthly pay of the men and the munífubdar's feparate 
allowance are added at the foot thereof. Orders re- 
garding the offices, matters of transfer, or commiting 
to the truft of any one, or for the wages of the infe- 
rior fexvants, have alfo berats; and it is a rule, that 
the mu(íhreff of each department makes out berats 
every three months; one from the Períían month 
Ferverdeen * to Shertyur-~; and the fecond from 
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Mehr* to Isfendiar +. Some of the inferior fervants 
have their defcriptiions taken in writing, being included 
in the rolls of the army, whilit others are only Known 
by their offices , amongít which lait are the fervants of 
the ftables. The berat is prepared in the following 
manner: Firft is drawn our an cílimate of the allow- 
ances for orain, erals, c. a5 paid in rcadv money, or 
kind, together with an account ot the monthly pay of 
tne fervants of that department; then tbe dewan of 
the offices examines it, and, if it is right, he gives a 
tunkhah or afliznrnent for it, and writes on the margin 
the following words: erc? zavecfuoeuz2 (let them write 
the berat); upon which the mufhreff writes the Derat, 
and then prepares the kubz (or receipt) and atfhixes to 1C 
his feal and fignature. If the berat is for ready money, 
a fourth part of the amount is deducted, for which a 
feparate receipt is given. After it has gone through all 
thefe forms the dewan of the office writes /z^£neruyend 
(let it be confirmed). Then the mufhreff and officers 
of the towjee, the mufítofy, the nazir, the dewan of 
the offices, the dewan kull, the Khanfaman, the mufh- 
reff dewan, and the vakeel, afix their feals and fig- 
natures to the berat and kubz, the eftimate having 
been previoufly carried to each of thefe officers for their 
infpection. Wy hen all the officers have affixed their 
feals and dignarures, it is ratihed by the royal feal. 
Then at the back of the kubz, are written the particular 
fpecies of coin in which it is to be paid, ac the current 
value, and in the following proportions: Mohurs, one- 
fourth ; rupees, one-half; dams, one-fourth. 


The firman for a munfub 1s prepared in like manner, 
excepting that it has not the fignatures of the officers 
of the houwlehold. The firman tor the feyurghal differs 
only in that, after the dewan kull, the tudder puts on his 
ícal. In the firmans that are written in the Toghrah 
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character, the two firít lines are the fhorteit. This 
kind of firman 1s called a perwancheh ; and it 15 ufed 
for the following purpofes: For the faiaries of the be- 
gums, and of the king's fons, and the peníons of the 
learned ; tor the monthly pay of the ahdyan and the 
cheelah, and of fome particular fervants of the houfe- 
hold, and for the allowance of food for the bargeer 
horfes. ‘The treafurers do not require a new funnud 
every vear, but pay the money upon the kubz being 
produced with the proper official fignatures. The kubz 
Is prepared atter the following manner: The mutíhreft 
draws it out, when the períon who is to receive the 
amount puts his feal to it, after which the dewan writes 
fubtnamayend (let it be confirmed), when the dewan 
kull and the khanfaman add their refpective teals and 
ngnatures. The perwanchehs for the ahdyan have the 
fig9natures and {eals of the muftofy, the dewan, the 
bukbíhee, and the ahdybathy : and as the king’s feal 
3s not required for a kubz, neither is it ufed for the firk- 
hut, nor for deeds of tale, nor for the aruznameh (or 
particulars of receipts of revenue) nor for the kerar- 
mameh (or the collector's agreements with the farmers 
and hufbandmen) nor for the mokafa (or the mutftofee’s 
examination of the treafurer's accounts.) 


THE RANKS OF SEALS. 


ihe ürman, the perwanebab, and the Derat are 
made into feveral folds, beginning from the bottom, 
On the back of the firít fold from the bottom, which 
js necefílarily the fmalleit, and towards the right corner, 
which is always cut off, 1s the feal of the vakeel ; and, 
oppofite to it, but a little below, is the teal of the 
mufhreff, put in fuch 2 manner that half of it goes 
to the fccond fold; and in like manner, at a fmall 
difttance is the feal of the fudder; but Sheikh Abdul 
Neby, and Sultan Khaieh uted to affix their fcals ina 
line 
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line with that of the vakeel. In the middle of the frit 
fod is the place of the perlon who is neareft in rank 
to the vakeel; fuch os Oungeh Khan, in the time of 
Wiunem Khan, and Adhum Khan. In the fecond 
..-'4 the meer mal, the Khanfaman, the perwanchee, 
and {..ch Ike, put their {eals in the upper part; and 
in the lower part of the tame fold, the dewan and the 
bukbfíhce kull. In the third fold are the feals and 
fenatures of the bukhfhee juz and the dewan of the 
houfehoid. The muftofees tign and teal in the fourth 
fold; and the writer of the towjee in the fifth fold. 
The royal feal is affixed in the front above the logra 
writing. On the taleekeh, one of the king’s fons affixes 
his feal at the top. 





THE FIRMAN BY AZEE. 


Some of the royal mandates require difpatch in the 
execution, and are not to be known to every one: fuch 
an order has only the royal figret, and is called a firman 
byazee. It is made up into a number of folds, after 
which it 1s doubled in the middle, fo that the extre- 
mities meet together, and a flip of paper is tied over 
it in a knot, and then tealed up. The knot is faftened 
with viícous juice of the bur, the peepul, or fome 
other tree, which, like wax, cannot be diflolved in 
water, nor be opened without the application of fire. 
This firman is enclofed in a purfe, made of cloth of 
cold, and given in charge to a muníubdar, an ahdy, 
or a foot-foldier, according to the nature of its con- 
tents. The perlon to whom it is fent, having proceeded 
a proper diftance to meet it, performs various acts of 
obeifance, and putting it upon the crown of his head, 
makes the fiydah; and rewards the meflenger according 
to his rank. Hiis majefty has ordered, that every 
written reprefentation that is fent to him fhall be en- 
ciofed in fuch a bag or purfe as above defcribcd.

TIKHIE MANNER OF RECEIVING PAY. 


When any one is entertained as a feepah (or foldier) 
and the dagh is performed, he obtains his funnud saun- 
out any expence or delay. And although, in the fen- 
nud, the pay 1s fpecified in dams, vet at the time of 
making out the eílimate, half is in rupees, formerly 
rated at forty-eight dams each; a quarter in mohurs of 
mine rupees each; and the remaining quarter in dams. 
Now the value of the rupee is reduced to forty dams. 
His majefty, out of his juftice, has ordered that the 
rupnee fhall be iflued to the troops at that raté. Out of 
a year’s pay one month is ftopped for the horfe and 
accoutrerments. The horíe 1s valued ten or fifteen 
rupees above the prime coít. However, as by his 
rnajcíly's prudent management they are purchafed at 
very cheap rates, they fuffer no lofs by this trifling ad- 
vance. “The ahdyan are always employed in executing 
the roval orders of moment, and if they behave with 
Propriety, are allowed all that they receive as prefents, 
otherwife a part thereof is reckoned in their pay. If 
an ahdy neglects to attend guard, he is paid fifteen 
days, and the other othcers and foldiers a week's pay. 
The munfubdars are authorized to ttop a twentieth part 
out of the pay of their men, for various expences. 


MNUSA-ADET, CR AIDS GRANTED TO MILITARY 
OFFICERS. 


Thole who are pate oy tunkhah, as well as they 
who receive ready money allowances, and who are not 
of fuch an inferior rank as admits of their receiving a 
donation, being fubjyeét to temporary difficulties for 
want ot money, his majefty, who wifhes to gain the 
affection of all his fervants. has appointed a icparate 
treaiturer and meer arz, that thole who want a a ed 
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obtain it without any injury to their reputation, or by 
being expofed to dimculty or delay. For the Brit year 
no intereit is required; the fecond year a fixteenth 
part is added; the third year an eighth; the fourth 
vear a fourth ; and, from the fifth year to the feventh, 
filtec.1 per cent.; from the eighth to the tenth year, 
Ícvciteen per cent.; and after ten years, double the 
principal, beyond which there is no increafe. This 
has proved a wholefume letlon to exorbitant ufurers, 
who now lend their money on moderate terms. 


DONA PIONS. 


His majeity beítows preíents of money after differ- 
ent ways according to the various ranks of men, giv- 
ing to fome publicly, and rewarding others in privare. 
‘To fome he apparently gives a loan, but never receives 
repayment of it: and there are daily given away ele- 
phants, horfes, and many valuable articles to an aíto- 
nifhing amount. Every day the bukhfhees read over 
the names of the guard and others, and point out 
thofe upon whom hortes have not been beftowed ; 
but after a perfon has received a horfe, his name is not 
read again for a year. | 


QI ALMIs. 


His majefty beftows upon the poor and needy, money 
ind neceffaries of every kind, glad. lening the hearts 
of all in puolic or private. Niar are allowed daily, 
monthly, or annual penfions, wiich they receive regu- 
larly, without any delay or deduction. — Befides thefe 
eftabliihments, the fums that are caly beitowed upon 
particular perions, in confequcnee of reprefentations 
made in their favour, as well as the food and necetz 
faries conftantly diſtributed amongſt the indigent, are

beyond dcícription. There is a treafurer always im 
waiting in the prefence for this purpofe ; and every 
needy períon who prefents himfelf before his mayjefty, 
has his neceffitics tnftantly relieved. 





THE CEREMONY OF WEIGHING THE ROYAL 
PERSON. 


As a means of beftowing a largefs upon the indigent, 
the royal perfon is weighed twice a year, various 
articles being put into the oppofite fcale. The firft 
time of peiforming this ceremony is on the firít day 
of the Perfian month Aban *, which 1s the folar anni- 
werfary of his majefty’s birth-day. He is then. weighed 
twelve times, againft the following articles gold, 
quickfilver, raw filk, artificial perfumes, mufk, rooh- 
tootcca, intoxicating drugs, ghee-$, iron, rice-milk, 
cigbt kinds- of grain, and íalt. -And, at the fame 
time, according to the years that his majefty has lived, 
there are given away a like number of fheep, of goats, 
and of fowls, to people who keep thefe animals for 
the purpofe of breeding. A great number of, wild 
birds of all kinds are alío tet at liberty on this 
occafion. 





The fecond time of performing this ceremony 1s on 
the fifth of the Arabian month Rejib, when he :s 
weighed eight times, againft the following things: 
Silver, tin, linen cloths, lead, dried fruits, fofame- 
oil, and pot-heibs: and, on this occafion, the fefti- 
wal of Salgeerah is celebrated; and donations are be- 
{towed upon people of all ranks. The king’s fons and 
grandfons are weighed once a year, on the folar anni- 
werfarv of their refpecétive nativities, againft {even or 
eight things, and fome as far as twelve; which number 
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tbey never exceed : and according to their refpective 
aces, fuch a number of beafts and towls are given away, 
and fet at liberty. There are appointed for this cere- 
mony a feparate treafurer and mufhreff. 


OF IHE SEYURGHAL. 


Our wife monarch beftows different favours upon 
men according to their rank and fituation in life. Four 
clafies of men Save land and peniions granted them for 
their fubfiftence. 1it, The learned and their fcholars z 
2d, Thofe who have bade adieu to the world; 3d, The 
needy wko are not able to help themfelves; 4th, the 
defcendants of great families, who, from a falle fhame, 
will not fubmit to follow any occupation for their fup- 
port. When a ready-monev allowance is given to thole, 
it is called wezeefeh ; and land fo beítowed is named 
meelk, and muddulmafh: and after thofe feveral ways 
crores are given away. In orderthat the conditions of 
men, and their reípective neceifities, may be properly 
afcertained, a perfon of known impartiality, humanity, 
and diligence, is dignified with the oifice of fudder, for 
the purpoíe of inveftigating tho:e points. The cazy 
and the meer adel are under his orders. There is alfo 
an able tepuckchee appointed, to keep a regifter of every 
traniaction in this department; and he is called the 
dewan faadet. His majeity has alfo directed the nobility 
to bring to his preience all fit objects of charity, who 
never tail of obtaining their heart’s content. 


When his mayeiy firft began to give fome attention 
to this department, it was dilfcovereci that the fudder had 
been guilty ot various illicit practices ; on which accounc 
Sheikh Abdul Neby Was appointed to this ofhce. The 
feyurghai ot the Aighans and Chowdclrees were annexed 
to the Khalfeh, or exchequer, and the reit left co his 
management and diícretioa Some time after this, it 
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was repreíented to his majefty, that thofe who poffeffed 
feyurghal had not their land in one place, bat fcattered 
in different parts ; whereby the weak, whofe grounds 
lay contiguous to the khalfeh, or to jageer lands, fuf- 
fered material injury and vexation. It was therefore 
commanded, that all the tunkhahs fhould be gre.uced 
upon places that lay contiguous to each other: and a«- 
cordingly particular villages were fet apart and appro- 
priated to this purpofe ; which regulation afforded great 
relief. But of this fudder alfo there were unfavourable 
reports; upon which an order was iffued, that no one 
hould poffefs five hundred beegahs and upwards till 
he had been brought to the royal prefence, and there 
ebtained his grant. But even this regulation wag not 
found fufficient to prevent difhonefty ; wherefore it was 
ordered, that every hundred beegahs, which, had not 
yet been feparated, being divided into five parts, three 
thereof fhould be annexed to the khalfeh, excepting the 
lands granted to the Irany and Turany women. In con- 
fcquence of the above regulation refpecting the feyurghal 
not included in the appropriated villages, the artful and 
avaricious quitted fuch parts of their old lands as were 
bad, and took other places in the appropriated villages 
zx exchange: upon which it was determined, that any 
perfon relinquifhing his former land for other, fhould 
have a fourth part deducted, and a tunkhah gxanted ac- 
eordingly. When the collufive practices of the cazees 
in general were detected and fully proved, his majefty 
reíolved to place no further reliance upon men who 
carry a fair appearance with the world, but are inwardly 
baíe and corrupt. He examined this matter to the bor- 
tom, and finding fome exceptions in favour of the cazees 
who had been appointed under the fuddarut of Sultan 
Khajcb, he confirmed them in their offices, but degraded 
ali the reít. The Irany aed Turany women were alfo 
convicted of collufion ; upon which it was ordered, that 
fuch of them as poficiféd more than one hundred beegahs, 
faould be obliged to apply for a new grant. In the 
fuddarut 
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fuddarut of Azeded Dowleh the following further regu- 


lations were enacted :—— VV henever two or more períons 
hold feyurghal in partnerfhip, without its being fo fpe- 
cified at the bottom of the grant, if one of them dies, 
the fudder fhall of his own authority divide the land; 
a4. the fhare that was poflefied by the defunct, fball be 
e-nexed to the khalfah till the heirs make and eftablifh 
their claim. ‘This fudder was permitted to grant of his 
own authority as far as fifteen beegahs. It frequently 
happened that the pofleflors of feyurghal planted their 
grounds with fruit trees, which yielded them a confi- 
derable profit; upon which the officers of government, 
withing to bencfit the ftate, required a revenue from 
them. His majefty was greatly difpleafed at the con- 
duct of his officers in this refpect, and commanded that 
no fuch requifition fhould be made. It being difcovered 
that thoíc who held one hundred beegahs, and even 
lefs than that quantity, were alfo guilty of difhoneft 
practices, his majefty commanded Meer Sudder Jehan 
to bring all of them to the prefence to have their grants 
{crutimized. Afterwards it was directed, that the fudder 
fhouid leflen or increafe the feyurghal, in fuch manner 
as the author of this work might think advifeable. T he 
following are regulations now eflablifhed: ‘The feyur- 
ghal land, when granted, fhall be half arable ; and the 
other half capable of being brought into circulation: or, 
if the whole be arable, a fourth part fhould be «deducted 
from the ‘grant, and a tankhah ifiued for three-fourths 
only. The revenue of a beegah differs in every village, 
but is never lefs than one rupee. His majefty, out of 
his righteoufnefs, 1s conftantly attentive to this depart- 
ment, and is careful to appoint difintereited people to 
the offices of fuddarut juz and kall. 














QF MACHINES. 


His majefty has with great fkill conftructed a cart, 
containing a corn - mill, which 1s worked by the mo- 
Vor. l. Q tion 
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tion of the carriage. He has alfo contrived a car- 
riage of iuch a magnitude as to contain feveral apart- 
ments, with a hot bath’; and it is drawn by a fingle 
elephant. This moveable bath is extremely ufeful, and 
refrefhening on a journey. Other carriages for the con- 
venience of travelling, are drawn by camels, horfee, or 
Oxen. 

He has alfo invented feveral hydraulic machines, 
which are worked by oxen. The pulleys and wheels of 
fome of them are fo adiufled, that a fingle ox will at 
once draw water out of two wells, and at the fame time 
turn a mili-ftone. 


OF THE TEN SEERS OF GRAIN EXACTED FROM 
EVERY BEEGAH OF LAND. 


His majeftv, in return for the cares of royalty, exacts 
an annual tribute of ten feers of grain from every bee- 
gah of cultivated land throughout the empire; and 
£ranaries are erected in different parts of the kingdom, 
from whence the cattle employed by the ftate are pro- 
vided with fubfiftence. “They are allo applied to the 
relief of indigent hufbandmen ; and in time of ícarcity 
the grain is told at a low price, but the quantity is 
proportioned to the abfolute neceffities of the purchaíer. 
I.ikew:ie, throughout the empire, a great quantity of 
food is dreíled daily for the tupport of the poor and 
needy. Proper officers are appointed to the charge 
of the granaries, and tu keep the accounts of the receipts 
and expenditures. 


OL Fisk iv ALS. 


Flis rmnajeíly, who knows what degree of regard is 
due to approved cuitoms of antiquity, is continually 
endcavouring to make himielf acquainted with them ; 
and then, regardleís of who was the inttitutor, he adopts 
tuch as appear proper, and rejects whatever difpleafes 

him. 
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him. After having adopted a particular cuftom or 
ceremony, he next confiders how to make it of moft 
general advantage, feeking for opportunities of benefit- 
ing mankind, and embracing every occafion of beftow- 
ing largeffes upon his people. With this view he 
sdopted the feftival of Gemfhid, and other feafts of 
the ancient Perfians, which are ufed as the means of 
beftowing donations. 


Firít is the feftival of Nowroz or the new year, when 
the fun enters the fign Aries. This is celebrated with 
feafting for nineteen fucceffive days, during which time 
immenfe fums of money and valuable articles are dif- 
tributed. 1t commences on the firit of the Perífian 
month Ferverdeen *, and continues til! the end of the 
nineteenth. With the ancient Perfians, the day which 
bears the fame name with the month was alfo a feftival s 
and his majefty has ordered them to be kept in the 
following order: The roth day of the month Ferver- 
deen (Máarch)—the 3d of Ardebehefht (April)—the 
6th of Khordad (May )—the 13th of Teer ( June)—the 
7th of Amerdad ( July)—the 4th of Sheriyur (Auguft) 
—the 16th of Mehr (September)—the roth of Aban 
(October)—the oth of Azer (November)—the 8th, 
15th, and 23d of Dey (December)—the 2d ot Bahman 
( January )—the.sth of Isfendiar (February) :—and on 
every feftival many public as well as private benefits are 
beftowed. On thofe days a kettle drum is beat every 
three hours, accompanied by mufical inftruments. On 
the feítival of the new year there are public illumina- 
tions for three nights fucceffively ; and again on the 
nineteenth night of the fame month. Many particulars 
relative to thefe ancient ceremonies are related in the 
firit volume of the Akbernameh.

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THE KHUSHROZ, OR DAYS OF DIVERSION. 


His majefty gives this name to the ninth day after 
the feftival of each month, and thereon affembles his 
court. Upon this occafion the wives of merchant: hotd 
a market, where they expofe to fale the manufactures of 
every country at their reípective fhops. The women 
of the haram, and others of character, refort thither, 
and carry on a large trafic, to the mutual fatisfaction of 
all parties *. His majeity is alfo there in difguite, by 
which means he learns the prices of different: articles of 
merchandize, and hears what is faid of the ftate of the 
empire, and the characters of the officers of govern- 
ment. When the female fair is over, another is fet on 
foot for the men; when his majeíty and the courtiers 
come and make purchafes: and at this time every 
man may repretent his particular grievances, without 
the intervention of any one; when the injured never 
fail of obtaining redrefs, and the offenders are punifhed. 
There are alfo a treafurer and a mufhreff appointed to 
this department, that the merchants may receive im- 


mediate payment for the things that are purchafed from 
therm. 


OF ATARRIAGES. 


This grand union of the fexes, 1s not only beneficial 
in the procreation of the fpecies, but is a check upon 


inordinate defires, and preferves the domeític peace of 
families. 


His maiefty, who is ever íeekinz to do good by 
watching over the interefts of all his fubjects, does noc 
adimit, in this inftance, of a difregard to difference in 
religion, nor to the unfuitablenefs of the difpofitions of

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the parties towards each other, nor difparity of rank ; 
and he holds it finful for marriages to be contracted 
under the age of puberty, becaufe, if upon their arrival 
at years of difcretion, they fhould not be fatisfied with 
each other, it muft be a continual fource of family-dif- 
cord. He confiders the confent of the bride and bride- 
S. om to be equally neceflary with that of their parents. 
He thinks it improper that thofe of near affinity in blood 
fhould be married together ; and fays, ** Adam would 
<< not fuffer marriages to take place between his fons 
** and daughters who were twins ; which confideration 
< ought to filence thofe who draw an inference from the 
** letter and not from the ípirit of the Mahommedan 
** law, which is made by them to admit of inter- 
** marriage with the daughter of a paternal uncle, be- 
€ caufe jt does not pofitively prohibit fuch an union.” 
He difapproves of excefhve kabeens *, or marriage- 
fettlements, which probably were inftituted to increafe 
the dread of feparation. He does not approve of a 
man’s having more than one wife, nor of a young man’s 
marrying an old woman. He has appointed two dif- 
interefted perfons, one to afcertain the condition of the 
men, and the other to inform himfelf of the rank of the 
women. ‘They are both called towee beghy; and 
fometimes both offices are executed by the fame perfon. 
‘hey levy a fmall tax upon marriages for the ufe of the 
crown, which is collected from each party according ta 
the rank of their fathers, in the following proportions :

REGULATIONS FOR TEACHING IN THE PUBLIC 
SC FIOCOILS. 


All] civilized nations khave fchools for the education 
of youth; but Hindotan is particularly famous for its 
Íerninaries. 


‘The bovs are firft taught to read the letters of the 
Perfian alphabet feparately, with the different accents, 
or marks of pronunciation: and his majefty has or- 
dered, that as foon as they have a perfect Knowledge 
of the alphabet, which is generally acquired in two 
days, they fhall be exercifed in combinations of two 
Jetters ; and after they have learnt thofe for a week, 
there is given to them a fhort line of profe or vwerfe, 
containing a religious or moral fentiment, wherein thofe 
combinations continually occur. They muft ftrive to 
read this themfelves, with a little occafional aíflhiftance 
from the teacher. For fome days the mafter procceds 
with teaching a new, hemiftich or diftich ; and in a very 
fhort time the boys learn to read with fluency. The 
teacher gives the young ícholar four exercifes daily, wz. 
the alphabet, the combinations, a new hemiuftich or 
diftich, and a repetition of what he has read before. 
By this method, what ufed to take up years, is now 
accomplifhed ina few months, to the attonifhment of 
every one. The fctences are taught in the following 
order: Morality, arithmetic, accounts, agriculture, 
geometry, longimetry, attronomy, geomancy, acono- 
mics, the are of government, phyfic, logic, natural 
philofophy, abftract mathematics, divinity, and hiftory. 
The Hindoos read the following books on their fub- 
jects of learning: Beakern, Bedant, and the Patanjol ; 
every 
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every one being educated according to bis Circum- 
ftances, or particular views in life. From thefe regula- 
tions the fchools have obtained a new form, and the 
colleges are become the lights and ornaments of the 
empire. 


THE OFFICE OF MEER BEHRY, OR ADSAIIRALTY. 


WV ater-carriage tends to the fuccefs of military opera- 
tions, furnifhes the hufbandman with the means of 
difpofing of the produce of his lands, and fupplies re- 
ciprocally the wants of mankind in general. His 
mayefty, in making the regulations for this departmen , 
has kept four abje:ts in view. 


ift, Fhe building of fhips and boats for the purpofe 
of inland navigation. There are boats built for the 
tranfportation of elephants: fome are of fuch con- 
ílruction as to be employed in fieges, and others are 
made convenient for the conveyance of merchandize. 
Ships, to thofe who are ufed to them, ferve for con- 
venient habitations, whilft they are failing from one 
place to another, particularly throughout the Turkifh 
empire, in Africa, and in the lands of the Chriftians. 
Every part of the empire abounds in boats; but in 
Bengal, Cafhmeer, and Tata, they are the centre upon 
which all commerce moves. His majefty has had fome 
pleafure-boats built with convenient apartments, and 
the head of cach is made to rctemble tome animal; on 
others are floating-markets and flower-gardens. In the 
maritime provinces fhips are built of a fize for fea- 
voyages. And alfo at Allahabad and L.ahoor {hips are 
conftructed, and fent from: both places to the ocean. 
In Cathmeer there was made a model of a fhip that 
aftoniflhed every one who iaw it.

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of channels, and what coaíts are to be avoided ; are 
acquainted with the winds which blow in particular 
featons ; are fkilful fwimmers, and capable of under- 
going hardíhips and fatigues.

Of thefe 
there are fometimes twenty in a fhip ; they fteer the fhi 
according to the orders of the maullim. oth, The 
punjeree, who looxs out from the top of the maít, and 
gives notice when he fees land or a fhip, or difcovers a 
ftorm rifing, or any other object worth obferving. 
zoth, Ihe goomtee are thole particular khelafles who 
throw the water out of the fhip. rith, The gunners, 
who differ 1n number according to the fize of the fhip. 
z2th, The kherwah (or common fcamer) are many, 
and they are employed in {etting and turline the fails, 
and in itoppine leaks; and 1% the anchor fticks faft in 
the ground, they go to the bottom of the water to fet it

OF HUNTING. 


The generality of people confider hunting-merely as 

a divertion, but thofe who look into confequences dif, 
cover it to be of real utility. His majefty is exceed- 
ingly fond of this fport. When he intends to hunt, 
the bundookcheean furround the fpot that contains the 
game, at the diftance of four or five cote from which is 
the ttation of the kowr, and beyond that are the omrah, 
and others of rank; the whole being incloted by the 
guards. Inthe {pace between the bundookchcean and 
the kowr, is the ftation of tbe meer-t«eo»zceli ; and behind 
him, at the diftance of a cofe, are íome of the principal 
attendants with the khidmutteeah. In the . inclofure 
where the game is, fome particular omrahs and fervants 
move about gently in queft of fport, and when they 
diícov er 
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difcover any, point it out to his majefty. Some remain 
with his majefty, and others difperfe themíelves on all 
fides. When his majefty choofes to take reft, the 
cour:iers are ready to attend him. — Having given a 
fhort account of the manner of furrounding the place 
whore the game is, fomething fhall be íaid of the 
eiiflerent ways of hunting. 


DIFFERENT WATS OF HUNTING IHE Lion. 


IT hey make a large cage, ftrengthened with iron, into 
which they put a kid in fuch a fituation that the hon 
cannot come at it without entering by the door, which 
is left open. The cage is put in the plzce which the 
lion frequents, and when he enters to feize the kid, the 
door fhuts upon him and he is taken; or an arrow is 
fet in a bow of a green colour, which is faítened to a 
bough of a tree, and when the lion paffes under it, the 
motion difcharges the arrow and kills him. Or they 
faíten a fheep to the fpot which he frequents, and 
furround it with {traw worked up with fome glutinous 
fubftance,.fo that when the lion attempts to feize the 
fheep, his claws become entangled in the ftraw ; upon 
which the hunters, ifiuing from their covert, either kill 
him, or take him alive and tame him. But his majefty 
has ordered that they fhould always be deftroyed. 


Sometimes a bold refolute fellow feats himfelf upon 
the back of a male buffaloe, and makes him attack the 
lion, and toís him with his horns till he kills him. Ie 
is not pofhible for anv one who has not feen this fight 
to form an adequate idea of the fport it affords, nor to 
conceive the boldnefs of the man, who teats himfelf erect 
line a pillar, notwithf{tanding the violent motions of 
the buftaloc during the bloody conflict. And now I 
will fav fomething of his majefty's exploits, for the 
fatisfaction of the uninformed. Once on a hunting- 
party, advice being brought that a lion had made his 

appearance. 
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appcarance in a thicket near a town, his majcity went 
an queít of bun. The lion ftruck his claws into the 
forehead of his majefty's elephant and pinned him to the 
ground, till the king put the lion to death, to the 
aftonifhment of every ípectator. Another time, being 
hunting near Toodah, a lion feized one of his twain, 
when he {mote the Beant with an arrow, and delivered tho 
man from his clutches. Another time a large lion 
fprung up near bis mayjefty, who fmote him with an 
arrow in the forehead. Another time a lion had feized 
a foot-foldier, and every one deipaired of his life; but 
his majefty fet him free by killing the lion with a 
rmaatchlock. On another occafion, 1n the wilds, a lion 
moved towards him in fuch a terrible rage. that Shu- 
3yahut Khan, who had advanced before his majeíty, loft 
his refolution, but tbe king ftood firm, holding the 
hon at defiance, when the animal, through initinct, 
becoming frightened at the fight of Fieaven’s favourite, 
turned about to efcape, but was tpeedily killed with an 
arrow. But it is impoffible for me, in my barbarous 
Hindu dialect, to deicribe in fit terms the actions of 
this inimitable monarch. 





THE MANNER OF TAKING ELEPHANT 5. 


This is done after feveral ways. One method is 
that which they call kehdeh 3; wherein cavalry and in- 
fantry are employed. In the fummer feafon they beat 
drums and blow trumpets inthe place where the ele- 
phants refort to feed. The unwieldy animals are 
frightened, and run about till their ftrength is quite 
exhaufted, and in fearch cf reft take fhelter under the 
fhade of a tree, when fkilful perfons throw ropes over 
them, and faften them to the trunk. Here they are 
brought acquainted with tame elephants, and fami- 
liarized by degrees, and taught to be obedient. The 
people who take the elephant | are paid the fourth of its 
value. “There is another method, called choorkehdeh, 

which 
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which is this : They carry a tame elephant to the place 
where the wild ones feed, the driver fitting upon him 
in fuch a manner as not to be perceived ; when the 
two elephants begin fighting, the driver throws a rope 
over the wild animal. Another way is called gedd ; 
they dig a deep ditch in the path which the wild ele- 
phant uíually paffes, and cover it with grafs. When he 
comes near the pit-fall, che people who are in ambufh 
makea great noile; from the dread of which the ele- 
phant precipitates himfelf into the excavation. Here, 
being kept fhort of provifions, he is tamed by degrees. 
Another method is what they cali barferakh: they 
inclofe with a ditch the place where the wild elephants 
ulually affemble at a particular feafon, leaving only one 
eatrance, to which they fix a door with ropes, in fuch 
a manner, that upon flipping the ropes it fhuts faft. 
Wext, they ícatter food in and about the inclofure, 
which entices the elephants to enter, when the people 
come out of their hiding-piace, flip the ropes, and fhut 
the door. Sometimes elephants in their rage attempt 
to break open the door, when the people light fires and 
make a noife, during which time the elephants keep 
running about till their ftrength is quite exhaufted. 
‘The tame elephants are faftened round the inclofure, 
and the wild ones are kept fhort of food till they be- 
come docile. T hefe were the old ways of taking 
elephants; but his majeíty has invented a new method. 
A herd of male elephants are faítened to ane ípot in 
the form of a circle, and the females are brought into 
fight in another quarter; and men making a fhout om 
all tides, the wiid elephants run together, in order to 
join the others. Upon this the female elephants, who 
are trained to the practice, enter the incloture which 
is conftruécted for this purpoíe ; a number of wild 
elephants follow them, and are then taken without any 
trouble. 





THE 
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THE MANNER OF HUNTING THE YUZ,» 
OR LEOPARD. 


This animal, who is remarkable for his provident 
and circumípect conduct, is an inhabitant of the wilds, 
and has three different places of refort. “They feed in 
one place, reft in another, and fport in another, which 
is their moit frequent refort. This 1s generally under 
the fhade of a tree, the circuit of which they keep very 
clean, and inclofe it with their dung. I heir dung in 
the Hindovee language 1s called akhir. 


Formerly, a large pit ufed to be dug, and covered 
with grafs. This pit was called ordee. When tbe yuz 
ftepped upon the grafs he fell into the pit; but it fre- 
quently happened that by the fall he broke a limb, or 
was bruifed, and fometimes he jumped or climbed out ; 
and feldom more than one was taken atatime. Hus 
majefty has introduced a new method. They dig a 
pit not more than two or three guz deep, and place 
Over it a trap-door, which admits the yuz as foon as he 
fets his foot upon it, and then clofes upon him, without 
doing him any injury. In this manner feveral are 
frequently taken together. Once in the rutting feafon, 
a female yuz entered the trap, and being followed by 
four males, they were all taken. Sometimes his majeíty 
purfues a yuz on horíeback till he is quite fatigued, 
and then lays hold of him, to the aítonifhment of the 
fpectators. The following is alfo a method of taking 
them: They hang a number of iron rings with inares 
upon the tree under which they commonly refort, and 
when they rub and fcratch themfelves againít the tree, 
they are entangled in the rings. The yuz 1s caught 
within forty cote of the city of Agra ; but they are in the 
greateft abundance at Bary, Dehly, Allahpoor, Hiiffar, 
(NTufínon, Butrendch, Taknimir, Putten, Punjah, Meerut, 
Jelmeer, and other diftant places. In the difirict of 


Agra, 
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Agra, whenever a yuz gets into a trap, his majefly gces 
into the pit and takes him out himíelf. He frequently, 
when fatigued atter a long journey, upon receiving 
intelligence of a yuz being entrapped, mounts his 
horfe again and gallops to the fpot. Formerly, it re- 
quired two or three months to tame the yuz fuficiently 
to ict him loofe after game; but now, by the atrention 
of his majeity, it is effected in eighteen days. Some- 
times he trains them himfelf. WW hatis very aftonifhing, 
it once happened that a new-czught yuz huated imme- 
diately upon his fignifying his pleafure to ict, and feized 
the game like one who thad been trained. On this 
occafion, the eyes of many were opened, and they be- 
hicved tn his fupernatural endowments. He had alfo 
a yuz who ufed to follow him without a collar or 
chain, and was as fenfible and obsdient as a human 
being. 


Hunting game with this animal affords excellent 
fport. Two hundred people of rank are appointed to 
this department. 


THE FOOD ALLOW ED FOR THE LEOPARDS. 


They are divided into eight claffes, and have each 
from two feers and three quarters to three feers of flefh, 
which is given them all at once. On Saturdays they 
receive a double allowance, becaufe that no animals are 
allowed to be killed on that day. Formerly, every fix 
months they were anointed with four icers of ghee and 
one feer and a halt of chattack of briinitone, ground up 
together, to preferve them from the mange; now they 
are anointed only once a year. Four people were al- 
lowed for training and keeping each yuz; bit now that 
they are provided with carriages, horfes, and doolees, 
only two people are entertained. ‘Their monthly pay 
is from five to thirty rupees, ancl they attend the car- 
riage. “There are allowed for the leopards coverings of 
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rch brocades, ard collars and chains of gold, inlaid 
with precious ftones, with fitk and woollen carpets. A 
great emcer 1s appointed to fuperintend this depart- 
ment. Every leopard has a name fuitable to his cha- 
racter. “I hey are formed into divifions of ten, each of 
which is called miuffel and turef, and has a different 
rank affigned to it. A thoufand of thefe leopards aç- 
company his majefty to the chace, and alone form a 
large encampment. I hree miffels of the firt rank, 
which are all khafeh, and two miffels of the fecond rank, 
making altogether five iniffeis, are always ready at the 
palace. Two mehafehs are flung on the oppotite fides 
of an clephant, with a yuz in each, who are carried in 
this manner that they may the more eafily defcry the 
game. Some are put upon the backs of hories and 
mules ; and others are traniported on. carriages, or in 
dooiies, carried by bearers. Semendmanick, the chief 
leopard, 1s carried on a chowdole, and is treated with 
great refpect, having fervants appointed to attend him 
when he travels ; and a kettle-drum is beat before him. 
Another kind of dooly is fufpended upon the necks of 
two horfes. Some particular leopards have a dooly 
and a cart, and others only a dooly each. The dooly 
js Carried by three bearers. The yuz hunts beft againft 
the wind, as in that fituation he diícovers the game by 
the fcent. “There are three ways of hunting with this 
animal. 





ift, Oopurghuttce, when they place the yuz on the 
right fide of the game. 2d, Reghnee, when they take 
off his chain and {hew him the game ata diftance, 
whit himfelf is in a covert, and he creeps along and 
jumps upon the game by furprife. 3d, Meharee, when 
they put the yuz in a covert, and drive his carriage 
towards the deer, who being frightened at the appear- 
ance of it, flies to the quarter where the yuz is hidden, 
who fprings upon the game and feizes it. It is im- 
poliible to defcribe the activity and fubtle artifices of 


this 
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this animal. Sometimes he raifes fuch a duſt with his 
feor that he is entirely hidd?n under it; and he can bend 
himfelf fo clofe to the ground, as to be fcarcely above 
the f:-face. Formerly, they did not hunt with them 
more ihan three kinds of game, but now they take 
twelve difference forts. tis mayefty ordered a fkreen to 
Me made, which wr called chuttermundel, and it ferves 
2s a hiding place for the yuz; the hunters fet up a 
norfe and drive the deer towards the fkreen, from behind 
which the yuz fprings out upon it. His majefty li- 
be-4!iy rewards the fervants of this department who 
may Merit encouragement, and there are alfo particular 
marks of favour beitowed upon the leopards, the rela- 
tion of which would run me into prolixity. The fol- 
lowing aftonifhing incident occurred under this au- 
fpicious reign : — A deer contrasted an intimacy with a 
leopard, and they lived and fported together; but this 
particular attachment did not prevent the leopard from 
hunting other deer. Formerly, they did not venture 
to let the leopard looís in the evening, for fear of his 
being untractable, or taking refuge in the woods; now 
he is fo well trained, that he will hunt as well during 
night as in the day time. They ufed alfo to cover their 
eyes till it was time to fet them at the game, from the 
apprehenfion that they would ftruggle to get loofíe im- 
mediately upon feeing it; but they are now taught to 
remain perfectly quiet with their eyes open. ane 
omrahs lay bets upon every forty leopards; and him 
whofe animal feizes firft, wins the wager.  Alfo the 
dooreah (or leader) whofe leopard firit kills twenty 
came, takes five rupees from His brethren. Syed Ahmed 
Barah, whois at the head of this department, takes 3 
mohur from each perfon who wins a bet; from whence 
he acquires a contiderable income. When an emeer 
prefents his majeity with twenty pair of antelopes horns, 
he receives a inohur from each of the other thirty-nine 
omrahs. The bundookcheean, and keepers of the 
miifels, have alfo their refpective bets. His mayjeity 
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never hunts on Friday, in confequence of a vow that 


he made upon the birth of his eldeft fon. 


THE SYAGOSH. 


Formerly, this animal hunted only hares and foxes, 
but now he is taught to feize an antelope. He is al- 
lowed a feer of flefh every day. Each of thefe animals 
has a keeper, at 100 rupees per menfen. 


DOGS. 


His majeíty has a great affection for this faithful aniti- 
mal, and is collecting them from all countries. The 
beft are thofe of Cabuliftan, efpecially thofe bred in the 
diftricts of Hfezereh and ''efheen, where they. croís 
the breed with leopards ; which fpecies has a particular 
name. “There are various ways of hunting with dogs, 
fome of whom are fo brave, that they will attack a lion. 
— Each khafeh dog is allowed two feers of-flefh, and 
the others one feer and a quarter, daily. Every pair 
of greyhounds has a keeper, at 100 dams per menfem- 


THE MANNER OF HUNTING DEER WITH DEER. 


They faíten a fnare about a tame deer, fo that when 

a wild one engages him, he is entangled by the horns 
or ears; upon which the hunters iflue from their co- 
ve:t and feize him. If the tame deer is overpowered, 
or the {nare breaks, he returns to his keeper. Sultan 
Firoze Kuljie had fome idea of this manner of hunt- 
ing; but it is only now brought to perfection. “They 
will now hunt in the night ; and if a wild deer runs 
away, or the {nare breaks, the tame one obeys the 
orders of his kécper, and comes or goes Julit as he 
directs. Formerly they were afraid to 1end out a tame 
deer at nighr ; and whenever one was let loofe, it bad 
a clog faftened to one of its legs; but now no tuch 
precaution 
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precaution 3s _ "Ome time aco, x tame deer tan 
away, in the wilds of the foobah of Allahabad, and, 
after paífing many rivers and towns, travelled to his 
mative country Puniab, and there joined his former 
keeper. Formerly only two or three people partook of 
this ÍnQrt ; and, for fear of frightening the wild deer, 
wfed to difzuife their pertans, or hide themfelves in 
the graís: but his majeítv has introduced a method 
whereby upwards of four hundred pecple may go to- 
gether. Forty oxen are taught to move fliowly, and 
in fuch a mann » as to conceal the people who are be- 
hind them. Alfo does are taught to entice the bucks 
into fÍnares. A decoy-deer eninared a vuz,. and they 
were brought together to Guwrerat. 


Ghuntaheerah is the name of another manner of 
hunting. A man takes in his hand a fhield or baíket, 
fo as to cover a lamp; then, with his other hand, he 
rings a littl bell: the animals running towards the 
light and the noife, are fhot with arrows by thofe who 
lie in covert. There is another way of affembline the 
game together, by a perfon’s finging an incantation ; 
but his majefty, confidering both thefe methods to be 
nefarious, has ordered them to be difcontinued. 


Taghnee. A perfon fhows himfelf'to the deer ftark 
naked, making a number of foolifh geftures; upon 
whch. the deer, taking him for a madman, ccme 
near and ftare at him “with attonifhmenr, when th 
archers from their covert {mite them with arrows. 


Another way, called boz kareh. Some archers hide 
themfelves in the grafs, in the wind’s eye, whilt 
others hold up a large (heet like a wall, and the cicer 
being driven towards the fhect, are chore fhor with 
arrows. 


Deklawen ds much like that lat mentioned, 
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{jarek is when the archers cover themfelves with 
green foliage, fo that nothing of the human form ap- 
pears, and that their bows and arrows are concealed. 
Another way: The hunter hides himfelf in a tree, and 
from thence makesa noife like a deer, which brings 
them to that quarter, when he difcharges his rrows 
upon them. 


THE MANNER OF HUNTING THE BUFFALOE. 


In the ground which he frequents they faften an 
iron ring with two ropes ; and near this fpot they tie 
a female buffaloe: an active refolute fellow lies in am- 
bu(b, and when the wild buffaloe comes to the female, 
he binds him with the ropes: but it frequently happens 
that the man is killed in making the attempt. The 
following is another way: They place fnares on the 
banks of a pool of water whither the wild buffaloes 
refort ; then the people, mounted on tame buffaloes 
and armed with fpears, go into the water and attack 
them, and if any efcape out of the pool, they are taken 
in the ínares. 


OF HAWKING. 


His maieíty fometimes hunts with the baz, the 
fhahcen, the fhunkar, the fhabbaz, and the purkut; 
but he is fondeft of the bafherah ; and each of this laft 
kind has a particular name. In the mid-fpring all the 
falcons are fent into the country to moult, and when 
that fcafon is over, they are brought to the royal pre- 
fence to be reviewed. “The moolcheen is a green bird 
no bigger than a fparrow ; but, like the royal falcon, 
he will bring down a crane. It is faid, that with his 
talons he tears out tbe crancs eyes; but neither the 
truth of this, nor the Rory of his cutting off thc cranes 
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wings whilft he is flying, have yet been aícertained. 
‘Lhe zodehpeer, which is brought from Cafhmeer, is a 
green bird, {maller than a parrot, with a ftraight red 
bill and a long tail: he feizes {mall birds in the air, and 
brings them to the fowler. Many other birds may be 
taugh< to hunt. The crow may be taught to feize the 
iparrow, the beodeneh, and the far. It would be 
tedious to fay more upon this fubject. Munfubdars, 
akdees, and other cavalry are appointed to this depart- 
ment. The foot-foldiers, who are natives of Cafhmeer 
and Hindoftan, are paid after two rates.

The Cafhmeereean, and many Indian faleaners, give 
their birds fieíh only once a day; but, in the royal 
aviary, they are allowed it twice a day in the following 
proportions.

In the lattcr part of the afternoon they let all theſe 
birds loofe upon tparrcws.

The chergh and the luckeh 
have flefh given them at this time. Tbe fhahbaz, the 


fhunkar, and the purkut are each allowed a fcer of fleth 
daily. Frequently they feed them with the game that 


they take. 








FRICES OF FALCONS. 


Frequently men, through eagerneís to poffefs a par- 
ticuJar bird, or from ignorance of its worth, paying 
much beyond their proper value, his majeíty has en-~ 
quired out the prices of each kind, 1n order that the 
buyer may not be impofed upon, nor the feller be de- 
prived of a rcaíonab!e profit.

In the royal aviary there are never lefs than twenty 
bazees, and the like number of fhaheens, thirty jurahs, 
one hundred bafhehs; behrehs and cherghs, twenty 
each ; luckers and fhikras, twelve each; but it is im- 
pofhble to fay how many more there may be. 


THE MANNER OF CATCHING WATER-FOWL. 


This is done after feveral ways; but the moft cu- 
rious is the following: “They make an artificial bird 
with the fkin and feathers of a water-fowl, the body of 
which is hollow, fo that a man may put his head into 
it; and two apertures are made for him to fee through : 
The man having put his head therein, ftands in the 
water up to his neck, and, getting among the birds, 
pulls them very dexteroufly under the water by the 
legs; but fometimes they are cunning enough to 
eicape. In Cafhmeer they teach a hawk to feize the 
birds whilít fwimming, and to bring them to the man, 
who attends in a little boat: thofe that are too large 
for the hawk to carry, he fits upon till the boat comes 
co him. 
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THE MANNER OF CATCHING PARTRIDGI5. 


This ts alfo done after various ways; but the fol- 
lowing is the moft extraordinary : Tame partridges are 
taught, at the ringing of a little bell, to fight with 
wild ones; during which the fowler throws a net over 
them. ‘They are alfo put in a cage, which is hung 
round with {nares of bhoríe-hair, and, upon a fignal 
given them by the fowler, they call the wild oues to 
them, who are taken in the ínares. 


THE MANNER OF CATCHING THE BOOJDIEl EI. 


In the night they take an earthen vefiel with a nar- 
row neck, and, blowing into it, make a noife like an 
owl; the boodenehs, frightened by the noife, afiemble 
together, when another man fets fire to forme ftraw, the 
light of which dazzles their eyes ; then the fowlers take 
them one by one, and put them in a cage, or elfe throw 
a net over them. 


THE MANNER OF TAKING THE LUCHEER. 


‘This bird is about the fize of the chergh, but in 
lumage refembles the jurah. They fix ínares about 
his body, and fill his claws with feathers; when the 
other birds of prey, thinking he has caught fome game, 
come to feize it from him, and, being entangled in the 
(nares, they ftruggle and come tumbling together to 
the ground. 


THE MANNER OF CATCHING THE GHOWGHIEY. 


They faften together upon a crofs-{tick a ghowghiey 
and an owl, furrounding them with fnares ; both the 
birds being frightened, fet up a noifc, and the wild 
owls and ghowghies coming to their affiftance, are taken 
an the fnares.

OF GAMES. 


His majefty, who is an excellent judge of mankind, 
ufes thefe fports as a latent means of difcovering their 
merits. "I hey are of various kinds, of which a few 
particulars fhall here be given.

'ihofe who confult only appearances confder this 
merely as a piece of diverfion ; but the wife, reflecting 
upon the great exertions that it requires, regard it as 
the touchítone of a man’s ftrength and courage, and 
e{teem it an excellent method of exercifing and training 
for action both the man and his horfe. When his 
mmajeíty enters the lifts at this game, he pitches upon a 
fit perfon to be his adverfary, and ten others are felected, 
and then divided into pairs by the caft of the die. 
Each couple pay together for twenty-five minutes con- 
tinuance. his game is played after feveral ways. 
Firft, one of the parties places the ball in the hollow o€ 
his bar, and trundles it gently towards the chal or pit. 
This manner of ejecting the ball is called in the Hin- 
dovee language rowl. Then the adverfary, with great 
fkil and activity, catches up the ball in his bat, and 
flings it forcibly away before the other cam come up 
with him. This found motion is called in the Hin- 
dovee language beyleh. It is performed {feveral ways, 
either by throwing the ball towards the right or to the 
left ; and the other frequently fnatches it from between 
his horfe’s legs or from under his belly ; and fometimes 
when it comes in front, be catches it upon the fpike of 
of his bat. His majefty performs all theíe feats with 
great addrefs, frequently catching the ball in the air. 

VV hen 
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WV ben the ball is flung into the pit, a kettle-drum is 
beat to apprize every one of the game beinz concluded. 
In order to increafe the ardour of the combatants, the 
players lay bets upon the game. Whoever throws the 
ball into the pit wins the game. If the bail is caught 
on the fpike of the bat, it is called a forced gari. ; and 
when one is going to catch the ball upon the fpike, ati 
athe others crowd about him, ftriving who fhall carry it 
off; and in this conteft aftonifhing feats of dexterity are 
exhibited. His majeity is fo dexterous, that he will 
catch the ball upon the fpike in a dark night. For 
playing at night they ufe balls of palafs ; which wood 
burns for a confiderable time, and is not heavy. The 
ends of the bats are ornamented with rings of gold and 
filver, and whenever they break off, whoever can catch 
them has them. 




















THE MANNER OF TRAINING PIGEONS. 


His majefty 1s very fond of this amufement, and has 
brought pigeons into high efteem. The monarchs of 
Ayan and Turan have fent him fome very rare kinds; 
and the merchants alfo bring capital colle&tions. A 
wery fine green pigeon, named meheneh, that belonged 
ro Kookultafh Khan, having fallen into his majeítz's 
hands, became the chief of the royal pigeons, and from 
him deícended afhky, percezad, almas, and fhahowdee, 
who were the progenitors of the choiceft pigeons in the 
world. Khe pigeon-houfes of Omar Sheikh Mirza 
and Sultan Kduflein Mirza, are now forgotten; and 
fuch improvements have been made in the art of train- 
ing pigeons, as aftonifh the pigeon-trainers of Iran and 
Turan. His majefty, by crofhng the breeds, which 
method was never practifed before, has improved them 
aftonithingly. The hen generally lays her eggs from 
twelve to twenty days after coupling ; but fome who are 
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weak and fickly couple in the month of Mehr *, and do 
not depofit their eggs before Ferverdeen ¢. “The cock 
fits upon the egzs in the day-time, and the hen during 
the night. [n winter they incubate twenty days, or if the 
weather be remarkably temperate, feventeen or eighteen 
days. For the firít fix days the pigeons feed their 
young with fuleh, which is grain macerated in their 
crops till it almoft refembles water; from that period 
ti? the expiration of a month, they feed them from their 
crops with grain half digefted; after which they are 
themfelves able to eat raw grain, when they are taken 
away from their dams and given to the pigeon-trainers. 
At firít the trainers give them only a fourth of their 
allowance of grain, wll they have taken forty flights ; 
then they are taught to make circular flights, and to 
tumble in the air. In the royal pigeon-huufes each 
pigeon before he receives his fill allowance of grain, 
performs fifteen circular flights and feventy tumbles; and 
they are alfo taught to do this, and to fly to a great height 
in the night. On a journey or a march they fly the 
whole way, bearers carrying their houfes; and when 
the birds are fatigued they reft themfelves for a fhort 
time, and then purfue their flight. There are never 
leís than twenty thoufand pigeons with the court, out 
of which five hundred are khafeh. Formerly, they did 
riot know how to judge of pigeons by twifting their 
feet, or flitting their eye-lids, or opening their noftrils ; 
but his majefty has difcovered thefe and other infallible 
criterions. He has appointed feparate fervants to this 
department, and has fixed the prices of pigeons after 
nine rates.

Wy hen the pigeons are brought to be reviewed by his 
enajefty, they begin with the flock of mehench ; rhen 
folew the afl]gky, which, although they be alo» of the 

pring of mehench, are confidered as a diflanct fpecies. 
Next, come thole called charjefhee, being of the ftock 
of a pigeon that belonged to Hajee Aly of Samarcand, 
which coupled with an Oodee hen. After thefe, they 
ave brought in tribes, according to their aumber or 
tee Of being bred. “Fhe following are the names of 
the colours ef the khafeh pigeons: Zurreen, emesa, 
momiera, cheennc, nuftee, fhefekee, oodee, furmaiy, 
kafhimmifhec, hulwaiy, fundely, jiggery, nebaty, dogbee, 
ufhhkee, hullanee, neluferree, kooreh, aszruk, atcíhee, 
fla , gul gugger, kagbeczee, agyree, mohrekee, 
and khezrec. There are allo many ather beautiful 
pagcens, which, altbough they neither wheel nor tumble 
in the air, yet perform many pleafüing tricks. Amongft 
them are the following: The kowkh, which feems to 
fay the word yakroo——the luckeh, whofe cooing is very 
agreeable, and he carries his head with aftonifhing 
pride and ftarelinefs—the lowtun, who, upon being 
fhaken and then put upon the ground, jumps about 
with range convulfive motions—trhe kehrnee, who has 
fuch amazing affection for its hen, that when he has flou n 
out'of fight, if fhe is expofzd in a cige, he inftantly 
drors 
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drops down upon it, They defcend either with both 
wings fpread, or with one open, or elie with Doth fhuc. 
The ruhteh 1s a pigeon famous for carrying letrers; 
but any pigeon may be taught to do this. The neíh- 
waree afcencis in the air till he is out of fight, and 
remains fo for a day or two, after which he alights on 
the ground. There are alio many other kinds that are 
valuable only on account of their beauty ; fuch as the 
fherazee, the fhuthtree, the fhafhenu, the jougeeah, the 
rezehdehn, the muggefiee, the komeree, and the gow- 
lah. This lait is a wild pigeon, of whom if a few are 
taken, they are fpeedily joined by a thoufand others of 
their kind. “There are people who obtain a livelihood 
by fending thefe pigeons to feed abroad and making 
them vomit up the grain, by giving them water ítrongly 
impregrated with fale. A pigeon is faid to live to the 
age of thirty years. One hundred flying pigeons re- 
quire for their daily allowance four feers of arzen. The 
others are fed with a mixture of the feven following 
grains, wz. rice, iplic vetches, moung, arzen, korer, 
lehdereh, and jewar. 


The fervants of this department are on the rolls of the 


army, and receive their pay accordingly. A foot- 
foldier has from two rupees to fixty dams per menfem. 


THE GAME OF CHOW PER. 





This is a very ancient Hindoftany game. ‘There are 
fixteen pieces of one form, but of four different colours, 
and they all move in the fame direction. Frequently 
four people fit down together at this game, each having 
his refpective adverfarv, and plav:ng with four pieces 
of the lame colour.  Lbhere are three dice, baring on 
one fide one fpot, on another two, on the third five, and 


on the fourth fide fix ípots.

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1 he table is compofed of two parallelograms, inter- 
fecting each other at right angles ; and each of the four 
fides of this crofs 1s divided into twenty-four equal 
parts, a {quare {pace being left in the centre of the 
whole, as is fhewn in the following figure.

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Each player places a piece on the fixth, and another 
on the feventh fquare of the middie line of the divifion 
which fronts him ; and one piece on the feventh, and 
another on the eighth fquare of the lower hne of the 
divifion on his right. The pieces begin moving to the 
right, and proceed all round the table on the outer 
line till they come to the middle line again. When 
the pieces are brought round to thc fixth and feventh 
fquares of the middle line, it is called a fure game, and 
from that fituation he muft throw the number that will 

exactly 
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exactly carry his pieces into the [pace in the conirs, 


which concludes the game. 


CHEN DEL SICA DEL. 


{Ihis game was invented by bis majefty. The table 
refembies that for chowper, only that it is circular, and 
has tixteen fides for as many people to play at. Phere 
are four dice, and the pieces move the fame as in the 
game of chowper. Wy hoever gets his pieces up firit, is 
paid by the other fifteen players, and the next by four- 
teen, and fo on till the laft, who pays every one.

Xhisis a well-known game. At firit the pack con- 
hited of twelve kings, with eleven cards dependent 
upon each, in the following order :— 


ift, Afhweput, the king of the horfes. He is painted 
on horfeback, like the king of Dehly, with the chutter, 

the alum, and other enfigns of rovaitv. On another car 
is his vezeer mounted on horfeback ; and the other 
cards of this fuit have reprefentations of horfes, from 
one to ten each. 2d, Gujput, the king of the ele- 
phants, is mounted on an elephant, like the king of 
Oriffa. His vezeer is alio on an elephant, and on the 
ten other cards are elephants. 3d, Nurpur, the king 
of men. Like the king of Beijahpoor, he is feated on 
a throne, and has different kinds ot íocldiers attending 
him on foot. The vezeer is feared on a fendely (or 
chair); and the ten other cards have foor-fclidiers, froni 
one roten cach. th, Crurhpit, che kine of the canles. 
Fle is fitting on a throne on the top of a cafile ; his 
vezcer on atendely ; and the other cards have caítles. 
sth, Dehnput, the king of the treafures. Under his 
throne are bags of gol! and filver coins. His vezecr is 
ieated 
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feated on a fendely in like manner ; and on the other 
ten cards are vafes of gold and filver. 6th, Dulphur, 
the king of the warriors. He is feated on his throne 
clad in armour, and furrounded by foldiers in coats of 
mail. His vezeer is in armour on a fendely ; and the 
other ten cards have men in armour. 7th, Newapur, 
the king of the boats. He is feated on a throne in a 
boat ; his vezeer in like manner cn a fendely ; and tbe 
ten other cards have figures of boats. Sth, ‘Fyput = 
the figure of a queen feared on a throne, and furrounaed 
by her handmaids. Her vezeerefs is on a fendely ; and 
the other cards have the figures of women. 9th, Surput, 
the king of the dewtahs (or celeftials) whom they cali 
Inder, íeated on a throne. His vezeer on a fendely 5 
and on the ten other cards are figurés of dewtahs. 
zoth, Aflurput, the king of the genit, is reprefented by 
Solomon the fon of David, f-ated on a throne. The 
vezeer is on a fendely ; and on the other ten cards are 
figures of genii. 11th, Bunput, king of the wild 
beaíts, is the figure of a hon, with other beafts of prey. 
His vezeer is reprefented by a tiger; and on the other. 
ten cards are esti ren kinds of wild beafts. 12th, fh put, 
the king of the ínakes, is a large fnake riding upon a 
dragon. The vezeer isa fnake mounted on another of 
ats kind ; and on the other ten cards are {makes. Of 
thefe twelve fuits the firt fix are called beefhour, and 
the laft ix kumbur. His majefty has made confiderable 
alterations and improvements in this game. The 
of cards now confiftts of eight fuirs. 1ft, The king of 
the gold coins is depicted in fuch a manner, that he 
feems to be beftowing the money upon thoíe who ftand 
round the throne. Has vezeer is teated on a fendely 
looking at the treafure ; and on the other ten cards are 
reprefented the different officers of the mint. 2d, The 
king of the berats (or grants) is feated on a throne, 
with his attendants prefenting grants of different kinds 
for his ratification. The vezeer is feated on a fendely 
with a regifter-book before him; and on the other "a

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cards are the ofhcers who are employed in draw- 
ing out thefe papers. 3d, Ihe king of the manu- 
factures is looking at a kataís-ox loaded with raw filk 
and filken {ftuffs. She vezeer, on a fendely, is ex- 
amining what goods are in {tore ; and on the other ten 
cards ace different animals loaded with goods. 4th, The 
king of the chung, or harp, is liíitening to a concert. 
The vezeer, ona Tendely, is trying the abilities of {ome 
miyficians; and on the other ten cards are diferent kinds 
of mufical — Sth Phe king of the — 
coins is giving away rupees and other pieces of filver. 
‘The wezeer, on a fendsliv, is examining the coins; and 
on the other ten cards are the officers employ ed in the 
filver coinage. 6th, The king of the words is trying 
the temper of a Diade. Filis vezceer is examining the 
arfenal, and on the other ten cards are different artificers 
employed in working iron. 7th, The king of the 
diadems is beftowing a crown. His vezcer is preparing 
4 crown ; and on the orher ten cards are taylors, and 
fuch like. 8th, The king of the flaves is mounted on 
an elephant. H:s vezeer is in a chariot; and on the 
other ten cards are different kinds of flaves, tome fitting, 
others failing down, fome drunk, and others íober. 
Thefe, with the ordinary kinds of cards, chefs, and 
other delightful games, ferve to recreate the paradiiical

OF ÆRAS. 


H avi NG given a fummary account of his majefty’s. 
new arrangements in the houfehold, and in the military 
department, I fhall now fay fomething of thc n | 
ment of the revenues, beginning with aras, all public 
tranfactions being regulated thereby. 














Every nation forms an æra from fome memorable 
event; fuch as a change in religion ; the acceffion of ona 
family to thc throne upon the extinction or expulfion o£ 
another; a great earthquake, or a flood. But as & 
multiplicity of zras occafions confufion in public tranf- 
actions, his majefty in the twenty-ninth year of his 
reign, ordered that all old dates fhould be difcontinued, 
and fubftitured a new one in their flead, as wil be 
hercafter particularly explaiped. 
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By the joint exertions of the ancient philofophers, 
Wonderful obfervatories have been erected, from whence, 
with the aílhítance of aítronomical inítruments, they 
aícertained the fituations and motions of the heavenly 
bodies, and determined the latitudes and longitudes of 
places, with many other ufeful difcoveries. But thefe 
grand objects cannot be obtained folely by means of the 
wealth of individuals, they require alío the patronage 
and encouragement of monarchs, and moreover de- 
mand thirty years obfervation to be informed of the 
revolutions of the planers, So that the more time and 
the greater pains are beftowed upon thefe ftudies, the 
more effectually will they be brought to perfection. 
Numbers, by their fkilland affiduity in thefe refearches, 
have left their names to pofterity. 





Down to this prefent year, which is the fortieth of the 
reign, the following {paces of time have elapfed from 
the periods in which the moft famous obiervatories 
were conttructed. E

There are different aftronomical tables, to the num- 
ber of two hundred and upwards. Whatever particular 
motions 
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muti ^ © open to the heavenly bodies in the courfe of 
a year, being collected together, are caHed an almanac. 
The almanac contains the diurnal pregrefion of the 
planets from the time of the fun’s entering the fign 
Aries till his return to that point of the zodiac. I he 
Hiindeos call fuch an almanac puttereh. 





The fages of Hindoftan fay, that the fcience of 
afironomy is from divine revelation; for that when a 
man is endowed with purity and fanctity of character, he 
is made acquainted with the various forms of exiftence 
in the fuperior and in the lower regions, and becomes 
privy to whatever has happened or that will come to 
pafs; and all thefe mytteries are written in a book called 
Sedhant. They have at this day nine fuch books: 
ift, Brahma Sedbant, dictated by Brahma. 2d, Soorej 
Sedhant, dictated by the fun. 3d, Soam Sedhant, 
dictated by the moon. 4th, Berifput Sedhant, dictated 
Dy the planet Jupiter. And the revelation of thefe 
four is placed at an immenfe diftance of time. ‘The 
other five they confider as having been dictated by 
mortals. sgth, Gurg Sedhant. 6th, Narud Sedhant. 
2th, Parafer Sedhant. 8th, Pooluft Sedhant, oth, Bee- 
fhifhteh Sedhant. 








All nations compute time by days and nights. ‘The 
natural day in Turan and in Europe, is computed from 
noon to noon. In China and Chinefe 'lartary, they 
reckon it fr6m midnight to midnight; but the generality 
of people reckon from funfet to funfet. According to 
the Hindoo philofophers, the natural day is thus com- 
puted. In Jumkote, which they make to be the 
caítern extremity of the globe, from funrife to funrife— 
in Roomak, the wettern extremity, from funfet to fun- 
fer—in L.unka, the fouthern extremity, from midnight 
to midnight ; and in Dchly they alío reckon after this 
rnanner——in Suddapoor, tbe northern extremity, from 
noon to noon. The artifacial day confifts of a complete 


3 revolution 
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revolution of the fun round the earth, without making 
any allowance for its retrograde motion. Summarily, 
all nations, for the eafe of calculation, reckon by artifi- 
cial days, which they divide into equal parts. ln the 
aíftronomnical tables of INebatee, the difference between 
a natural and an artificial day is made to be fifr;-nine 
minutes, eight feconds, eight thirds, and forty-fix 
fourths. The Ilkhanian tables make the differ- 
ence the fame in the minutes and feconds, but fay 
mineteen thirds, forty-four fourths, two-fifths, and 
thirty-feven fixths. Ulugh Beg and Natiereddeen agree 
with Iikhan in minutes, feconds, and thirds, but make 
forty-feven fourths, and forty-three fifths. In Prolemy’s 
tables, and in his Almageftum, the minutes and feconds 
are the fame as thole; but he fays feventeen thirds, 
twelve fifths, and thirty-one fixths. Ihefe di?agree- 
ments muit have arifen from the difference of fkill, or 
the defects of inftruments. 


‘The year and the feafons are computed from the 
fun's revolution round the zodiac. From his quitting 
one point till bis return to the fame again, is a year. The 
time that he remains in one fign is called a folar month. 
The time that the moon takes in going from one con- 
junction with the fun to another, or trom one oppolition 
to another, or fuch like, is called a lunar month. 
Twelve monthly revolutions of the moon being nearly 
equal to one annual revolution of the fun, twelve lunar 
months are called a lunar year. T hus Bbéth the vear 
and month are folar and lunar, natural and artificial. 


The natural year and month, are when the revolution 
is complete ; and the artificial is when the computation 
is made in davs, and not 1n revolutions. 


The Flindovee aflronomers divide the year into four 
parts, allotting each for a particular purpote. 


IHaving 
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Having now given a general idea of years, months, 
and days, I fhall proceed to fay fomething of ancient 
seras. 


THE ARA OF THE HINDOOS. 


The epocha of this zra is the creation of Brahma, 
and every one of his days is the commencement of a 
now æra. Every one of his days confifts of fourteen 
munoos, or fons of his will, who are his coadjutors 1n 
the works of creation. Every munoo comprifes feventy 
kulebs, each containing four jowgs, or forty-three lacks 
and twenty thoufand years. On this, which ts the firft 
day of the fifty-firft year of the age of Brahma, there 
have been fix munoos ; and of the feventh munoo there 
have clapfed twenty-feven kulebs, and three jowgs of 
the twenty-eighth kuleb, and four thoufand feven 
hundred years ef the fourth jowg. 


In the beginning of the fourth, or prefent jowg, 
Rajah Joodithter was univerfal monarch, and the com- 
mencement of his reign became the epocha of an zera, 
of which to this timie (being the fortieth year of the 
reign) there have elapfed 4696 years. After him 
Bickermajeet reckoned from his own acceffton to the 
throne, and reigned 135 years. Of this æra there have 
elapfed 1652 years. It is faid, that à youth named 
Salbahin made war upon Bickermajeet, and, after 
having taken him prifoner in battle, afked him what 
boon he had to requeft ? Bickermajeet anfwered, ** My 
< only defire is, that my æra may not be difcontinued 
** in public traníactions." Salbahin granted his re- 
queft, but at the fame time made ufe of another zra 
from his own accefhon. Of the æra of Salbahin there 
have elapfed 1517 years. The Hindoos believe that 
this æra will continue in ufe for the fpace of 18000 
years, after which they ay that Rajah Bidjéerabundun

wil} introduce a new æra from his own acceffion to the 
throne, which will laft roooo years. Then Nake Arjen 
will fit on the throne and eftablifh another zra, which 
will continue for four lacks of years. And laftly, Kal- 
kee Otar will inftitute an æra, which will remain in ufe 
for 821 years. And all the fix zras now mentioned, 
excepting that of Bickermajeet, are metaphorically 
called by them Saka, and held in the greateft veneration. 
Betides thefe fix, there are many others, including that 
of Bickermajeet, and which they call Sumbut. The 
æra of Bickermajeet was changed from faka into fum- 
but upon the invafion of Salbahm. After the expira- 
tion of thefe fix æras the fut jowg will commence, and 
give rife toa new æra. The Hindoo aftronomers reckon 
the months and years after four kinds: aft, Soormafs, 
which is the time that the fun is in one. fign of the 
zodiac, and this year confifts of 365 days fifteen 
ghurries thirty puls and twenty-two bepuls and a half. 
2d, Chundermafs, which is computed from Purwa ts 
-Amavus, and its year confifts of 554 days twenty-two 
ghurries and one pul. They reckon the commence- 
ment of the year from the fun’s entering the fign Aries. 
This month confifts of thirty ¢/#’4s, each containing 
twelve degrees of the moon’s circuit, reckoning from her 
conjunction with the fun ; and according to the quickneis 
or flownefs of the moon's progrefs, the 7zzzZ'Zs differ in the 
number of ghurries ; but no Zif A is of more than fixty- 
five ghurries, nor lefs than fifty-four ghurries. The 
firít 7;77 1s called Purwa—the fecond Dooj—the third 
‘Teej—the fourth Chowt'h—the fifth Punchomee—the 
fixth Chut’h—the feventh Sutmeen—the eighth Afh- 
tomeen—the ninth Nowmeen—the tenth Dufmeen— 
the eleventh Ekadutfiy—the twelfth D'uaduffv— the thir- 
teenth Teroduffy—the fourteenth Chowdufs—the fif- 
teenth Pooran Malee (or full moon); and from the 
fixteenth ro the twenty-ninth, the fame names are ufed, 
excepting for the thirtieth, which is called Amavus. 
The firft half of this month is called Shookulputch, 

and 
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and the laft half Kifhenputch; and they begin the 
month from Kifhenputch. In moft of their almanacs 
the year 1s folar, and the months lunar. 


1 he artificial lunar year is lefs than the folar by tea 
days Aty three ghurries twenty-nine puls and two bepuls 
and a half; and this difference in the courfe of two 
folar years eight months and fifteen days, amounts to 
Qpe month. And according tothe calculations in the 
ephemerifes, this difference happens in the courfe of 
three years, or in two years and one month. After the 
frit method of calculation, in every twelve months 
there is this excefs ; and in the year when it amounts to 
one month, they reckon one month twice. According 
to the fecond way, the folar month, wherein there are 
two conjunctions of the fun and moon, is reckoned 
twice ; and this double calculation never happens but 
from Chyte to Kenwar or Afin. ‘This intercalary 
,nOonth the aftronomers call Adhick Mafs, and rhe 
vulgar Lound. The third kind of month is that which 
they call Sawon Mafs. This they begin at any day 
they pleafe, and make the months to confit of thirty* 
days each, or the year of 360 days. The fourth kind, 
IWechutter Mafs, is reckoned from the moon's quitti 
any manhon ull her return to it again. This mont 
confiíts of twenty-feven days, and the year of 324 days. 









The Hindoos reckon fix feafons, each of which they 
call Rittoo. The firít, called Buffunr, is the time that 
the fun is in the figns Pifces and Aries ; and this is che 
temperate fcafon. Second, Gereykhum, wwhilít the fun 
is in the fixns Taurus and Gemini, is the hot feafon. 
The third, Beekha, whiltt the fun is in Cancer and L co, 
is the rainy teaton. The fourth, Surd, when the fur 
is in Virgo and.Libra, which is the end of the rains, 
and the commencement of the winter. Ihe fifth, 
Keymunt, when the fun is in Scorpio and Sagittarius, 
which is the winter. The fixth, Shifhra, when the fun 
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is in Capricornius and Aquarius, which is the feafon 
between winter and {pring. They alfo divide the year 
1nto three parts, which they name Kall, beginning with 
the month of Phagun. ‘The four hot months they call 
JOhopkall; the four rainy months Berkhakell; and the 
four cold months Seetkall; and throughout Hindoftan 
they do not reckon more than three feafons of the year. 
Thus, Pifces, Aries, Taurus, and Gemini are the fummer ; 
Cancer, Leo, Virgo, and Libra, are the rains; Scorpio, 
Sagittarius, Capricornius, and Aquarius, are the winter. 





They alfo divide the folar year into two parts, the 
firft commencing with Aries and ending with Virgo ; 
and this half they call Ootergole, or the fun’s courfe 
to the north of the equinoctial. The other half com- 
mences with Libra and ends with, Pifces, and is called 
Decangole, or the fun’s courfe to the fouth of the 
equinoctial.—Alío, from the firt of Capricorn to the 
end of Gemini they call Ooterayin, or the fun’s norther= 
declination; and from the commencement of Cancer 
to the end of Sagittarius, Dutchenayin, or the fun’s 
fouthern declination. And according to their belief, 
many affairs are particularly dependent on thefe two 
divifions; and to die in the firft is efteemed very 
fortunate. 

















They divide the day and night into fixty equal parts, 
each of which they call Ghuttee or more commonly 
Ghurry. Each ghurry 1s fubdivided into fixay puls, and 
each pul confifts of fixty narys, which are fometimes 
called bepul. “Lhe nary contains fix refpirations of a 
man of a temperate habit, who is in perfect health and 
at ret. “Ehey fay that a man of a temperate habit in 
full health, reipires 360 times in the {pace of a ghurry, 
or 21600 times in the courfe of a day and night. The 
breath which is refpired they call Sowafs, and that which 
is infpired Purfowafs ; and collectively they are called 
Purran. Six purrans makg one pul, and fixty puls

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are an aftronomical ghurry, or fat (hour) which is the 
twenty-fourth part of a day and night. One of thete 
&hurries is equal to two and a half of the ordinary 
«shurries before defcribed. They likewife divide the 
day and night into four equal parts, which they call

lhey reckon from the creation of the world, which 
they place at the diftance of 8884 vuns and fixty years. 
A vun coníifíts of 10000 years; and they believe that 
the world will exiít for the fpace of 300,000 vuns. 
Their year is a natural folar one, and their months 
natural lunar. They begin their year from the fun's 
entering the fifteenth degree of Aquarius ; but Moh- 
yeddeen Meghreby fays, they reckon from. the fx- 
teenth degree ; and others make it to be the eighteenth 
Degree. 





They divide the day and night into twelve chaghs, 
each of which is fubdivided into eight khos, every one 
of which has a different name. ‘They alio divide the 
day and night into 100-0 feneks. 


They have three cycies for thetr months and years, 
viz. Shangvun, joongvun, and khavun, each com- 
prifing fixty years; and the years that compofe the 
cycle bear its name, They alfo make ufe of cycles of 
ten and twelve. The firit is applied to years and days, 
and the other to. months and the fubdivifion of days; 
and by compounding thefe cycles after a multiplicity of 
calculations, they form the cycle of fixty years. 








THE, TURAIS ÆRA; CALLED ALSO ICHURÉE, 
Is like thart of kbatat, excepting that this has only the 
cycle of twelve. They reckon their years and days 
atter 
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after the fame manner. [In fome aftronomical tables 
it is aflerted, rhat thev alfo make ufe of the cycle of 
tcn. 


It is not known from what event they commence 
their zra. Abu Rihan fays, that the Turks ad? nine 
to the common years of the Syromacedonian zra, and 
dividing the amount by twelve, the remainder fhews 
the year of the cycle, commencing with the moufe, ard 
reckoning on to tbe animal of that number. How- 
ever, upon trial, this will be found to be erroneous by 
one year, therefore it feems that the reckoning fhould 
commence with the ox. Although we are ignorant. of 
the commencement of this zra, yet we know fufficient 
to deterimine the cycle and year, compared with the 
Syromacedonian æra; and if feven be added to the 
common years of the Mi:llikky æra, and the amount 
divided by twelve, whatever is the remainder will be 
the number of the year, reckoning from the moufe.

NlIohyed;cen adds, that by 
fome ot the Syromacedonian Calculations it is made 
to be lomediinz Moré; and according to — amongſt 
ther, tome hing lefs than {ix hours ; fo that a quarter 
of à day is zbout the mediam. ‘Others — that the 
Syromiacedonian obfervations have determined it to be 
exacily fix — ours. Conícquently it is a natural tolar 
year, although Miulla Aly Mowfhekee makes a folar

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year to be fomething lefs than 365 days fix hours. 'Fhis 
æra begins from the death of Alexander, although at 
was not brought into ute tiil twelve ycars after that 
event. Others iay that he eftablifhed this æra in the 
ieventh year of his reign, when he left Macedonia to 
make conquctts. But, according to Miohyeddeen 
NegRreby, this zra commenced with the reign 
Seleucus, who founded the city of Antioch. Both the 
Jews and Syrians make ufe of this æra. They fay, 
fhac when Alexander, the fon of Philip, marched from 
Greece to tubdue the Perfian empire, he came to 
Jerufalem ; when, afl-mbling together the principal 
Jews of Svria, he commanded them to difcontinue the 
Miotaical æra, and to compute from the commencement 
of his reign. They antwering, faid, ** Our forefathers 
** neyer continued any æra for above a thoufand years ; 
** and, behold, this year will complete fuch a period 5; 
io that from the next year we will do as thou com- 
‘s< mandeft us:" and they did accordingly. ‘This 
happened in the twenty-ninth year of Alexander’s age. 
Some fay that the Syromacedonian year was originally 
FTebrew. Gowtheear, in his Aftronomical Tables, fays, 
that the Syromacedonian and the Syrian year are the 
fame, excepting that they differ in the names of the 
months. The Syrian year begins on the’ firít day of 
ise month Tefhreen-ul-ewwel, which at firt happened 
wen the fun was in the fourth degree of Libra, but 
now fails on the fixteenth. The Syromacedonian year 
commences on the firit of Kanoon-ul-Sany, when the 
fun Is near the twentieth degree of Capricorn.  INabat 
days thts xra Degan under the reign of Philip, but that 
iae named 1: after his fon, to increate his fame: and, 
caiculating from the regreffion of the planets, he 
n.:kes Darts years to have clapfed.

THE CHRISTIAN SERA 


Commences from the birth of Jefus Chrift. The 
year confifts of 365 days and five hours. Like the 
Syromacecionians, they add one day at the end of every 
four years. They begin reckoning their day from 
midnight. Erke the Arabians, they have different 
names for the days of the week, and begin with Sunday 
"Their year corninences from the fun entering the fign of 
Capricorm, cr, according to others, from the feventh 
eecree.

THE ÆRA OF THE HIJERA. 


The Arabians, before the time of Mahommed, had 
various æras; fuch as from the building of the Caaba, 
and the commencement of the reign of Omar Ben 
Rebeyaa in Hejaz, where he introduced idolatry : 
and this æra continued in ufe till the year of the 
elephants ; which incident produced 2 new one. Every 
tribe of Arabs had its æra from fome particular event 
that had happened to them. In the time of the pro- 
phet, very little attention was paid to dates, till the 
Hlijera; from which period every year had a different 
name. Thus, the year that he fled from Mecca to 
Medina was called Arul Izun, the year of permiíftion 
(to go from Mecca to Medina). The fecond year, 
a€nsl Emr, the year of command (to cembat the in- 
fidels). When Omar aícended the throne of the Kha- 
Hfat, Abu Mufa Afheree, governor of Yemen, made 
the following reprefentation: ** I have received your 
*€* mandate, written in the month of Shaban; but am 
< not able to difcover the date of the year." ‘The 
khalif affembled together the learned of all nations, to 
confult them upon the íubject. Lhe Jews recom- 
mended their own æra; and the magi explained the 
Perfian method of computation, called Mahroze. But 
as they boeh had intercalations, the calculations of 
which would have been found difficult, the æra of the 
Hijera was adopted in preference. According to it, 
the month 1s reckoned from one new moon to another. 
It never confifts of more than thirty, nor lefs than 


twenty-nine days. Ic fometimes happens, that four 
fucce(ílive months are of thirty days, and three follow- 
ing months of twenty-nine days each. Aítronomers 


reckon the lunar month after three ways: 1ít, Natural, 
“hich is the time the magn takes in going from one 
VOL i. eo appointed 
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appointed afpect with the fun, fuch as a conjunction, 
or an oppofition, till her return to the fame point. 2d, 
Artificial. “The motion of the moon varying, and the 
calculating of the difference being attended with diffi- 
culty, they reckon by artificial months. According to 
the tables of Ulugh Beg, the artificial lunar month con- 
fifts of twenty-nine days, twelve hours, and forty-four 
minutes. 3d, In the Ephemeris the rule is, that if the 
excefs 1s more than half a day, they reckon it as one day. 
Thus, in common years, they make the month of Mo- 
herrem thirty days, and the next month twenry-nine 
days, and {ío on alternately. The artificial lunar year 
confiíts of 354 days, eight hours, and forty-eight mi- 
nutes; being lefs than an artificial {olar year by ten days, 
twenty hours, and twelve minutes. Mirza Ulugh Beg, 
in his new aftronomical tables, makes 1002 years to 
have elapied of this æra down to the prefent time. 





THE ÆRA OF YEZDIJURD, THE SON OF SHERIAR, 
THE SON OF HORMUZ, THE SON OF NOORSHIRVAN. 


It began from the accefhon of Gemfheed to the 
throne ot Perfia. Every fucceeding monarch gave his 
own name to it, fo that Yezdijurd only followed the 
example ot his predeceflors. The years are like the Sy- 
romacedonian, but they intercalate only once in one 
hundred and twenty years, when they make the year to 
confiít of thirteen months. The firít intercalation was 
the month Ferverdeen, which was reckoned twice under 
the fame name. The fecond was Ardebeheft, and fo 
on. Scarcely had Yezdijurd given his name to the 
æra than he was dethroned, and the accounts of interca- 
lations were entirely neglected. 


THE ARA OF SULLIK SHAH 


is alfo called Jilalee. Before his time they ufed the 
Perfian æra; but by having neglcéted to make the in- 
tercalations, 
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tercalations, the year began improperly. By the com- 
mand of Sultan Jilaleddeen NIullik Shah Siljukee, the 
ellorts of Omar Khevam, and feveral other l=arnea men, 
formed this. anl made rhe year to becinm from the 
fun’s enteiag the fign Aries. At firft the years and 
montks were both natural; now the month is an artifi- 
cial one of thirty days; and at the end of Isfendiar they 
add five or fix days. Of this period there have elapfed 
five hundred and fifteen years. 


ETRE KEPANELAN RA 


Begins with the reign cf Ghazan Khan, and 1s found- 
ed upon the attronomical table of U Khan. The years 
and months are natural folar. Before his time they da- 
ted aH public deeds from the Hyera; but the lunar year 
was in common ute. ‘This method of computation was 
the occafion of much oppreffion, becaufe thirty-one lu- 
nor years are only equal to thirty folar ones; and the 
revenues being demanded in lunar years, whilft the har- 
vefts kept pace with the fun, the hufbandman fuffered a 
grievous lols. Ghazan Khan immortalized his reign for 
juftice, by abolifhing that mode, and introducing this 
æra. “The names of the months are the fame as the Tur- 
kifh, with the addition of the word Khanee at the end 
ofeach. Of this period there have elapfed two hundred 
and ninety-three years. 





THE EMPEROR AR EBER $ ÆRA, CALLED ILAHEÉEE. 


Fis majefty had long been defirous of eftablifhing a 
new æra in Hindoltan, in order to remove the perplexit 
that a variety of dates unavoidably occafion. He dii. 
liked the word Hycra *, but was apprchentive of offend- 
ing ignorant men, who fuperftitioufly imagine that this 
æra and the NIaho:nme«an faith are inteparable; altho” 
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it be evident to the fenfible part of mankind, that dates 
are only of ufe in worldly tranfa&ions, and can have no 
connection with religion, But as the world abounds 
with ignorant people, whilft the number of the wife and 
difcerning 1s but fmall, he delayed carrying his intention 
into execution till the 992d year of the Hijera, when his 
light having fhone upon mankind, and enlarged their 
underftandings, he embraced that opportunity for ac- 
complifhing this purpofe. — Theilluftrious Emeer Futtah 
Ullah Sheerazy corrected the calendar from the aftrono- 
mical tables of Ulugh Beg, making this era to begin 
with his majefty’s reign; and contemplating the charac- 
ter of the monarch, named it Tarikh Ilahee (or the 
mighty æra). The years and months are both natural 
folar, without any intercalations, The names of the 
months and days correipond with the ancient Perfian. 
The months are from twenty-nine to thirty days each. 
There is not any week in the Perfian month, thirty days 
being diftingui(hed by different names; and in there 
months which have thirty-two days, the two laft are 
named Rozo’ Shub (day and night); and, in order to 


diftinguifh one from the other, are called Arft and fecond. 
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OF TRIBUTE AND TAXES. 


Seeing that without a fufficiency of food to recruit the 
animal ftrength, no one can exert himfelf fo as to de- 
ferve a fubfittence ; and as this is to be merited either by 
corporeal or intellectual labour, it is incumbent on all 
ranks of people to employ themfelves to the fame end. 
r the fuccefs of thefe operations, which tends to the 
caíe and comfort of every condition of life, depends 
upon the juftice of monarchs, and the integrity and 
ability of their minifters; for every country has fome- 
thing peculiar to itfelf. Some foils produce crops 
almoft fpontapeoufly, whilft others require the greateft 
exert: onS of labour and fkill. Much depends upon the 
fvicinity or diftance of Water; and the neighbourhood 
of cities ought alfo f fe a matter of confideration. So 
that it behoveth the others of government, in their 
reífpective diítricts, to attend to every one of thofe cir- 
cumítances, that the demands of the ftate may be fixed 
accordingly. In former times, the monarchs of Hin- 
doítan exacted the fixth of the produce of the lands; 
in the Turkifh empire, the hufbandman paid the fifth ; 
in Turan, the fixth; and in Iran, the tenth. But at 
the fame time there was levied a general poll-tax, which 
was called Kheraj. Cobad* difapproved of this arbi- 
trary mode, and intended to have made a meafurement 
of ali the arable land 1n his empire, for the purpofe of 
afcertaining an equitable fixed revenue. He however 
died before he could carry this intention into execution 3 
but his fon -4- Noortheervan adopted his plans, and in- 
{ticuted a land-meafure of fixty fquare kiflery guz ; and, 
computing the produce of fuch a quantity of land to be 
a kefeez, valued at three dirhems, he determined that a

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third part fhould be the proportion of revenue. The 
kefeez is a meafure, which is alfo called Saa *, confifling, 
{ome fay, of eight retels ; whilft others make it to be 
fomething more. The dirhem was equal in weight to 
a mifkal. When the khalifat defcended to Omar, he 
approved of the wifdom of INoorfheenen, but intrc.luced 
a few innovations, which may be learnt by confuking 
ancient books. Latterly in Iran and Turan, govern- 
mient has taken a tenth of the produce of the foil; buo 
at the fame time, the hufbandman is loaded witha nume 
ber of other taxes, which altogether exceed half the pro- 
— in Egypt, the proportion of revenue is as fols

The kodan is a meafure of land, containing one hun- 
dred fquare reeds, each of which is equal to one ba 
or perch). The ibraheemee pafles current for- forty 

ebeers, fourteen of which are equivalent to a rupee of 
Akber Shah. In many parts of the T'urkifh empire 
they exact from the huíbardman thirty okchehs for 
cvery yoke of oxen, befides forty-two okchehs for the 
exchequer, together with twenty-one okchehs for the 
army, and fifteen okchehs for the foobahdar (or viceroy). 
The okcheh is a fmall coin, eighty of which are equi- 
valent to one ibraheemee. In other places of the fame 
empire, for every yoke of oxen, twenty-feven okchehs 
for the troops, and fix for the viceroy. In other parts, 
twenty-feven okchehs for the fengiakbegy, and twelve 
for the foobafby or cootwal. There are alfo other rates 
of collection in that empire, the relation of which would 
run me into prolixity. The Mahommedans make three

3d, according to fome ancient books, 
Kheraj implies the whole produce of the foil; and after 
a fhare has been allowed to the hufbandman, under cer- 
tain f{tipulations, the remainder taken by government is 
called Zekat and Afher: but, regarding every one of 
the cafes above mentioned, shere are many contradictory 
I. 4 accounts, 
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accounts. The Khalif Omar. laid an annual tax upon 
every one who was not of the Mahommedan religion. 
A. perfon of high condition paid forty-eight dirhems; a 
middling períon twenty-four dirhems; and one in an 
inferior ftation twelve dirbems : and this tax was called 
Jezeeych. In every kingdom, befides the land-t x, go- 
vernment exacts fomething from the property of every 
individual; which extraordinary levy is called Tumgha. 
In Iran and Turan they collect land-tax from fome ; 
from others jehat ; a number pay fyerjehat i and others 
voojoohat and feroohat. Summarily, the quit-rent is 
called Mał; the taxes upon manufatcteres Jehat; and 
all other impofts are in general named Syerehar Of 
the charges of collections, the proportion taken by the 
revenue-officers is called Voojoohat ; and all other ex- 
pences are named Feroohat.. 











But this mode of collection is deftzuctive to the coun- 
try, and vexatious to the people. Hiis majefty abolifhed 
all arbitrary taxes; he fettled the guz, the tenab, and 
the beegah ; after which he afcertained the value of the 
lands, and fixed the revenue accordingly. 





THE ILAHEE GUZ 


Is a meafure ufed in Hindoftan. Formerly the guz 
was of three kinds, long, middling, and fhort. Each was 
divided into twenty-four equal parts, called Tefuj. A 
tefuy of the long guz was equal to the breadth of eight 
ordinary barley corns ; and a tefuj of the laft meafured 
fix barley-corns. The long guz was ufed for meafurin 
cultivated lands, roads, forts, refervoirs, and mud-walls. 
The middling guz ferved for meafuring buildings of 
ftone and wood, thatches, religious houfes, wells, and 

dens; and the fhort guz was employed for meafur- 
ang cloth, armour, beds, palkees, chairs, carts, &c. In 
fome other countries the guz confifts of twenty-four 
tefujes; but they divide it aftér the following manner :—

Others make the guz confift of twenty-four fingers, 
cach meafuring the breadth of fix barley-corns, and each 
ot the latter being equal to the thicknefs of fix hairs 
taken from the mane of a Yabu horíc. In fome anci- 
ene books the guz is faid to confift of two ípans and 
two inches ; and this guz was divided into fixteen equal 
parts, each of which was fubdivided into quarters, called 
P'her; fo that the p'her was the fixty-fourth part of a 
guz. Other ancient authors fay the guz was of feven 
kinds: 1ft, The guz fowdah, confifting of twenty-four 
fingers, and two-thirds ot a finger, which Haroon Re- 
fheed meatured from the hand cf one of his AbyMnian 
fiaves. “The nilometer of Egypt is made after this mea- 
fure, which is alfo ufed for meafuring cloths and build- 
ings. 2d, “he Kutbeh guz, called allo Aameh and 
Dowr, confifts of twenty-four fingers, and was invented 
by Ebn Abyliclah. sd, The Youtefv guz confifts of 
twenty-five fingers, and is ufed at Baghdad for meafur- 
ing buildings. 4th, The little EHztíheemeeah guz, of 
twenty-eight fingers and a third, was invented by Belal, 
the fon of Abecbirdeh ; aitho’ fome attribute it to Abu 
AIuſa Afharee. 5th, The long Hafhcemeeah guz, of 
twenty-nine fingers and two-thirds, was invented by 
NMlanfoor Abbatiy. Both she HEicfheemecah guzes -are 

clled 
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called Guz Mullik and Guz Zeeadeeah, becaufe Zeead, 
the adopted fon of Abu Sofian, made ufe of them for 
meafuring the Arabian irak. 6th, The Omareeah guz, 
of thirty-one fingers, was invented by the Khalif Omar. 
Having added together the contents of the long, mid- 
dle, and fhort guz, he took a third of the aggregate 
fom, and added four fingers to it. He clofed bosh ends 
of the meafure with tin, and fent it to Flezeefeh, and 
Oíman the fon of Hanif, in order that they might 
meafure with it the Babylonian irak. 7th, The Ma- 
moonceeah guz of fixty-nine fingers and a half, Maamon 
Abaffy invented and ufed it in meafurfmg rivers, culti- 
vated lands, and roads. 












Khere was alfo formerly a guz contxHting of twenty 
fingers, ufed for meafuring cloths. The guz Melahet, 
according to fome, was alío of twenty-eight fingers; 
whilft others make it of different lengths. 


Sultan Secunder Loedee invented a guz in Hindotan, 
confifting of the breadth of forty-one ifcunderees and a 
half, which was a round filver coin adulterated with copper: 
Hemaioon made it complete forty-two ifcunderees. This 

zis equal to thirty-two fingers; but, according to 
Re ancient authors, this guz was in ufe before the 
time of Loedec. Sheer Khan and Selim Khan, who 
abolifbed the cuftom of dividing the crops, and made 
a meafurement of the cultivated lands, ufed this guz 


for chat purpofe, 





Till the thirty-firft year of the prefent reign, although 
the guz of Akber Shah, confitting of forty-fix fingers, 
was ufed as a cloth-meafure, yet tbe fecunderee guz was 
employed for every other purpole. His majefty taking 
into confideration the inconveniences arifing from a 
multiplicity of meafures, commanded that for all pur- 
pofes there fhould be ufed only one guz, confifting of 
forty-one fingers, and named it the LIlahee guz. 








TEE 
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THE ‘TENAB. 


His majefty adopred Noorfheervan’s meafurement of 
fixty fquares, which he made to confift of that number 
of the l'ahee guz. The tenab, formerly ufed in Hin- 
doftan, was made of rope, which, being fubject to great 
variations from twifting, or from the dryneís or moifture 
of the air, his majefty, in the nineteenth year of his 
reign, commanded that it fhould .be compofed of 
bamboos, Joined together by iron rings.

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Checher is that which had lain fallow three or four 
years.

Both of the two fir mentioned kinds of land, namely, 
le} and perowty, are of three forts, viz. beit, 
middling, and bad. They add together the produce of 
a beegah of each fort, anda third of that aggregate 
fum is the medium produce of one beegah of poolej- 
land, one third part of which is the revenue fettled by 
his majefty. What was exacted by Sheer Khan €x- 
ceeded the prefent produce of lands.

The revenue arifing from indigo, kuknar, pan, tur- 
meric, fingarhar, hemp, kutchalu, kaddoo, henna, cu- 
cumbers, badinjan, radifhes, carrots, kerela, tyndus, and 
ketcherah, was ordered to be paid in ready money, at the 
rates fet forth in the fubjoined tables. 


Perowty-land when cultivated, pays the fame rever- 
as pooley. 


His majefty, out of his wifdom, having fettled the 
revenues in the above favourable manner, alfo ordered 
that the jehat, or duties on manufactures, which ufed to 
be ten per cent. Íhould be reduced to five per cent. 


The fuddu-ey putwary * ufed to be equally divided 
between the putwary and the canoongoa. The putwary 
is employed on the part of the bufbandman, to keep an 
account of his receipts and difburfemcnts; and no 
village is without one of theíc. The canoongoo is the 

rotector of the hufbandman ; and there is one in every 
pergunnah. Now the canoongoo's fhare of one per 
sent. 1s remitted ; and thefe officers are paid by govern- 
ment according to their rank. ‘The firft has fifty 
supees, the {fecond thirty rupees, and the third twenty 
rupees per menfem ; and they have a jageer tua equivalent 
thereto. Formerly it was a rule, that the gomafhtahs 
of the fhekdar of the karkun, and thofe belonging to 
the aumeen, fhould receive daily fifty-eight dams zabe- 
taneh, or cuftom, provided that in fpring they did not 
meafure leis than two hundred, nor in autumn lefs than 
two hundred and fifty beegahs.

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Hiis majefty, whofe bounty is boundlefs as the fea, 
ordered the above cuítom to be difcontinued, and thae 
in lieu thereof only one dam per beegah fhould be col- 
lected.

Now it 1s ordered, that in Bunjer there fhall be 
taken from each beegah the firít year only one or two 
feers—the fecond year five icers——the third year the 
fixth of the produce, together with one dam—the fourth 
year a fourth ot the produce, and after that period as 
poolej. But this indulgerce differs according to cir- 
cumítances. “Ime hufbandman may alwavs pay his 

revenuce 
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revenue in money or in kind, as he may find moít con 
venien. 


The bunjer land at the foot of mountains, and that 
in tie pergunnahs of Sembeleh and Beratch, do not 
continue in that ftate; for fuch a quantity of new earth 
is brought with the inundation, that when the water 
fubtides, the foil is better than moft poolej. However, his 
rnajefty, out of the abundance of his beneficence, reckons 
it only as c6mmon bunyjger. 


The hufbandman has his choice to pay the revenue 
either in ready money, or by kunkoot, or by behawely- 


Of the Nineteen Years Collections 


Careful and intelligent people. have been continually 
employed in learning the current prices of every pro- 
vinte of the empire; and,agrecably thereto, grain has 
been received by government. 


The rates at which the revenue of a beegab of poolcj 
land was fixed, commencing at the fixth year, or A. H. 
968, and concluding with the twenty-fourth year of the 
reign, are particularized in the annexed tables, which 
wtre made after the moft diligent inveftigation 


Of the Ten Years Settlement. 


From the commencement of the immortal reign, 
perfons of integrity and experience have been annually 
employed in preparing the current prices for his majefty's 
information, and by which the rates of collection were

determined; but this mode was attended with great 
difficulties. 


When Khajeh Abdul Majeed Afof Khan was railed 
to the vizaret *, the jumma of the lands was only c5m- 
puted, and he increaíed the tunkhas juít as he thought 
fit. As at that time the empire was but of {mall extent, 
the exigencies of the fervants of the crown were accu- 
mulating daily ; and the tunkhas were levied partiaHy, 
according to the particular views of corrupt and íelf- 
intereíted people. 


But when this great office was intrufted to the punt 
management of Rajah Tudermull and Mozeffer Khan, 
in the fifteenth ycar of the reign, they appointed ten 
canoongoos- to collect the accounts of the provincial 
canoongoos, and which were brought to the royal ex- 
chequer. Then having taken from the canoongoos the 
tukfeem mulk, or divifions ot the empire, they eítimated 
the produce of the lands, and formed a new jumma -+. 


This fettlement is fomewhat lets than the former one ; 
however, there had hitherto been a wide difference be- 


tween the fettlement and the receipts. 


VWVhen, through his majefty's prudent management, 
the bounds of the empire were greatly enlarged, it was 
found very difficult to procure the-current_ prices every 
vear trom all parts of the kingciom ; and the delays that 
tliis occationed in making the ictthement, were pro- 
ductive of many inconveniences. Sometimes the huf- 
bandmen would cry out agatnit the exorbitancy of the 
demands that were made upon them ; and, on the other

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fide, thofe who had tunkhas to collect would complam 

of balances. His fhajefty,.in order to remedy thefe evilis 

effectually, directed that a fettlermment fhould be con- 

cluded for ten years by which refolution, giving cafè 

m tue people, he procured for himfelf their daily 
lefhngs 





For the above purpofe, having formed an aggregate 
of the rates of collection from the commencement of 
the fifteenth year of the reign to the twenty-fourth, 
inclufive, they .took a tenth part of that total as the 
annual rate forten years to come. 





From the twentieth to the twenty-fourth year, the 
collectsons were made upon grounds of certainty; but 
the five former ones were taken from the reprefentations 
of perfons of integrity; and, moreover, during that 
period the harveits were uncommonly plentiful, as may 
be <een jn the tables of the nineteenth year’s rates. 








INSTROCTHONS FOR THE OFFICERS. 
The Sepahfillar, or Viceroy. 


He is his majefty’s vicegerent. The troops and fub- 
jets of the foobah are under his orders; and the profperity 
thereof depends upon his impartial diftribution of juíftice. 
In all his actions he muft ftrive to pleafe the Deity, to 
whofe throne itis his duty to be inceflantly offering up 
fupplication and praife. He muft conftantly keep in 
view the happineís of the people, and never fuffer him- 
{elf to be negligent in bufinefs. He muft not talk idly, 
nor fhew an unpleafant countenance. He muft be cif- 
cumípect in his conduct, and pay due regard to the 
rank of every one, fhewing particular complacency 
towards them who are neareft him in office, nor neglect- 
ing thofe whofe duty engages them at a diftance from 
his perfon. Whatever can tranfacted by his fervants.

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he fhall not commit to the care of his fons 5 neither fball 
he employ himfelf upon a bufinefs which can be per- 
formed by his children. On all occations he fhall con- 
fult with a perfon wifer than himfelf; or if {fuch an one 
is not to be found, he fhall aflociate together feveral of 
approved wifdom, and deliberate with them, liftening 
with attention to the opinion of each, and determining 
with caution.

Efe muft not admit every one to his counfel, nor 
low people in particular, fince few advife from mo- 
tives of friendíhip and difintereftednefs. Confider- 
ing his office to be that of a guardian, let him act 
with the utmoft caution. He muft regard the know- 
ledge of the difpofitions of men as the firmeft bafis 
of his power, and, having, obtained that, he will live in 
perfect fecurity. Let him keep under the command 
of realon, both his favour and his difpleafure. The 
difobedient he fhall firive to reclaim by good advice. 
if that fail, ler him punifh with reprimands, threats, 
imprifonmentsy ftripes, or even amputation of limbs ; 
but he fhall not take away life till after the moit mature 
deliberation. He muft not ftain hts tongue with abufe, 
for foul language belongeth to low and inconfiderate 
people. Let him not make a practice of affirming his 
words with an ozth, for he will thereby make himielf 
fufpeted fora liar, and fill his Hearers with diftruft. 
In judicial inveftigations, let him: not be fatished with 
witncíles and oaths, but make repeated and various in- 
quiries, and pay due attention to phyfiognomy. He 
muft not intruft ihcíc inveftigations fo entirely to an- 
other as to confider himfelf freed from all refponfibility 
therein.

Thoſe who apply for juítice, let them not be afflicted 
with delay and expectation. I.et him fhut hits eyes 
againít offences, and accept the excufe of the penitent.

E.et him intruft each divibon of tbe 
country to the care of an honeft upright man. Leet the 
roads be made fafe by ftationing proper guards for the 
protection of the traveller, and let him continually 
receive information thereof.

Let him be always attentive to 
the difcipline of the troops, and fee that their arms be 
kept in good order. And he fhall conftantly exercife 
himfelf and his men in riding, and in thooting with the 
bow and the matchlock. Jet him be circumípect and 
deliberate in placing confidence, for many who are evil- 
minded carry a fair outfide, and ufe the language of 
friendíhbip ; but as their proteffions are void of fincerity, 
they conclude with acting a vicious part. ĮI er him 
ftrive to increafe cultivation and population, and gain 
the hearts of all our fubjects by a taithful performance 
of his engagements ; and let him confider it is his duty 
to befriend the induftrious hufbandman. Iet him be 
careful to appoint impartial collectors of the revenuics, 
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and be always watchful over their conduct. He muít 
vive attention to the diggmg of refervoirs, wells, and 
water-courfes ; tothe planting of gardens ; to the erect- 
ing ferais, and other pious and ufcful foundations; and 
fee that fuch as have fallen into decay be repar ed. 
Hie muft not be fond of retirement, nor induJge him- 
{Af in melancholy ; neither ought he to be familiar 
with the populace, nor always in a crowd.

He 
ought alfo to quitivate his mind with the approved tales 
of the Keleilah Dumnah, thus making the *experience 
of ancient times his own. Let him liften to true 
theology, and not give attention to idle tales. — L.et 
him aífílociate with the wife, and thofe of good and 
friendly difpofitian, and ` having {elected from amongft 
them a man of truth and integrity, direct him to give due 
attention to all his actions, in order that whatever ap- 
pears improper to him may be reprefented by him in 
private. Ifat any time he miufconceives a motive or 
action, he fhall not therefore be difpicafed at him, for 
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it has long been matter of compiaint that people are 
backward in fpeaking any thing that may be difagree 
able to their íuperrors, and that it is dificult to find one 
who will benefit another to his own injury. Let him not 
be hurried away by the reprefentations of flanderers, but 
exert his own circumípection on all occafions, becaufe 
men of bad character forge ftories, and pafing them- 
{elves off for men of integrity and difintercitednefs 
labour to injure others. Let bim not be revengeful 
but behave with modefty and kindnefs to every one 
He muft not flight the defcendants of ancient families 
but confider the glorious actions of their anceftors as the 
recommendation of their lefs deferving pofterity. Let 
him obierve that at meals every perlon fays Alak 

ber, and that the principal man amongfít them an- 
{wers Jelle-jela/ehoo. Jet him fee that neither a goat 
mor a fheep be killed that ts not a twelve-month old. 
For a month following the anniverfary of his birth-day, 
he fhall abítain from eating flefh ; neither fhall he cat 
of any thing that himíelf hath flain. Lert him not addict 
himfelf to fenfual gratrfications ; nor have commerce 
with a pregnant woman. T he food which is ufually 
given away after the death of a perfon, he fhall prepare 
every year on his own birth-day, and beftow upon the 
greedy. 









Upon the fun’s entering a fign of .ne zodiac, let 
him employ himfelf in prayer, and difeharge cannon 
and mufketry, to apprize the populace thereof. And 
let him order the kettle-drum to be beat at funrife and 
midnight. Let him not confider himfelf as ftationary, 
but hold himíelf and family in readinefs to repair to the 
preíence at the fhorreft fummmons. 








THE FOUJIDAR. 


For the further profperity of the empire, his majefty, 
in the fame manner as he has appointed a Sepahfllar 
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for every fooban, has nominated one of his intelligent 
and diüntereíted fervants to the charge of feveral per- 
£unnabhs, who is ftiled Foujdar; heis under the orders 
of the Sepah::llar, to whom he is to give every afiiftance 
in his power. 








Whenever a zemeendar, or a collector of the royal or 
Jageer lands is difobedient, he fhall endeavour to bring 
him back to his duty by fair words; and if they fail of 
prcducing tbe defired effect, he fhall take down in writ- 
ing 2n account of his proceedings, in the prefence of the 
principal officers of government, and then inflict a pro- 
per punifhmenr. If a number confederate together let 
him fix his quarters near to their abode, and poffefs him- 
felf of their men and property by degrees, wichout haz- 
arding a general engagement. Fora iervice which can 
be effected by infantry, he fhall not employ cavalry. 
He muft not be precipitate in attacking a fort, but en- 
ca:np his troops beyond the reach of its guns, and block 
up all the avenues thereto. He muít be guarded azainft 
their nightly tallies ; and he ought to provide a íafe re- 
treat for himfíelf. Let him be careful that the troops are 
relieved regularly. When he has poffeffed himiclf of 
the {trong hold of the rebels, he muft act with fideli 
in the divition of the plunder, a fifth part of which he 
fhall tend to the royal exchequer; and if after making 
the divifion there be anv remainder, that fhcll allo be 
the property of the fitare. Let him pav conftant atten- 
tion to the horfes and acgoutrements of thetroops. H 
a trooper be without a horfe, his comrades fhall provide 
him with one at their joint expence. Ifa borfe is killed 
in battle, the trooper is to be mounted again at tbe ex- 
pence of government. He muit iend regularly to the 
pretence a roll of the troops who are preient, and of thote 
who are abien:. In all initances he muift exert himitels 
in carrving into exccution the royal regulations. 
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4 HE MEER ADUL AND THE CAZY. 


Although it be the immediate duty of a monarch to 
receive Complaints and adminilter juttice, yet, Íceing 
that icis not poffible for one nerfon to do every thing, it 
necefiarily tcllows that he mutt delegate his power to 
another. Ihis deiegate muft not be  fatisfied with wit- 
neíles and caths, but make diligent inveftigation; be- 
caule it 1s very difficult to come at the truth without 
painful fearch and minute enquiry. Confidering the 
depravity of human nature, he ought not to place much 
reliance on depofitions and folemn afieverations. Di- 
vetting himfelf of partiality and avarice, let him diftin- 
euiíh the oppretied from the opprefior; and when he 
has difcovered the truth, act accordingly. He fhall be- 
gin with afking the circum ftances of the cafe, and then 
try it in all its parts. Ede mult examine each witnefs 
fc.parately upon the fame point, and write down their 
reípective evidences. Since thefe objects can only be 
effectually obtained by deliberatenefs, intelligence, and 
deep reflection, they will fometimes require that the 
cauie fhould be tried again from the beginning; and, 
from the fimilarity or difagreement, he may be enabled 
to arrive at the truth. The Cazy tries the caule ; and 
the perfon who palles fentence and ogders punifhment, 
is called the Meer Adul- 





TRE COOT WAL. 


This u:nce requires one who is courageous, experi- 
enced, active, and of quick comprehenfion. He muft 
be particularly attentive to the nightly patroles, chat, 
from a confidence in his vigilance, the inhabitants of 
the city may fleep at cafe, and every attempt of the 
wicked be prevented or fruftrated. It is bis duty to 


kesp a repiter of all the houfes and frequcnted roads. 
And 
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And he fhall caufe the inhabitants to enter into engage- 
ments to aid and afhit, and to be partakers in the joy or 
forrow of cach other. And he fhall divide the city into 
mehals (or quarters) and nominate a proper perion to 
the íuperintendence thereof, under whofe feal he ft all 
receive a jourral of whatever comes in or goes out of 
that quarter, together with every other information re- 
garding ıt. Hie fhall alfo appoint for fpies over the con- 
«luct of the Meer Mehal, a perfon of that quarter, apd 
another who 1s unknown to him; and keeping their re- 
ports in writing, be guided thereby. Travellers, whofe 
perfons are not known, he fhal! caufe to alight at a fe- 
parate ferai ; and he fhall employ intelligent peopleoto 
cdifcover who they are. Hie muf carefully attend to the 
income and expences of every man. His own condu& 
muit be upricht and fítrictly honeft ; and he muft make 
himfelf acquainted with every tranfaction. Out of each 
claís of artificers he fhall feleét one to be at their head, 
and appoint another their broker for buying and felling, 
and regulate the bufinefs of the clafs by their reports - 
and they fhall regularly furnifh him with journals at- 
teíled by their reípective feals. He fhall endeavour to 
keep free from obíiruéctions the finall avenues and lanes, 
fix barriers at the entrances, and tee that the ftreers are 
kept clean. When night isa ltile advanced, he fhall 
hinder people from comirg in and going out of the city. 
I he idle he fhall oblige to learn tome art. He fhall not 
Permit any one forcibiy to enter the houfe of another. 
He fhall difcover the thicf and the ftolen goods, or be 
himtelf anfwerable for the lois. He fhall nor tuffer any 
one to levy baj or tum@gha, excepting upon arms, ele- 
phants, horfes, goats, and manufactures ; upon each of 
which tomething is taken, in every foobah, at one ap- 
pointed place. He (ball caute old coins to be melted 
zt the mint, or pay tbem into the rreatury as bullion. 
He ihalli be careful tiia: the gold and filver’coins ot the 
pretent rogn do not pats current at diiterent rates; and 
upon coins (hort of weight, he fhall take exactly the de- 

"ciency. 
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ficiency. He {hall fee that the market-prices are mor 
derate ; and not fuffer any one to go out of the city to 
purchafe grain; neither fhall he allow the rich to buy 
more than is neceflary for their own confuiiption. He 
íha l examine the weights, and fee that the feer be exactly 
thirty cams; and fhall not fuffer any other meature tham 
the Ilahee guz to be ufed. He thall prohibit the mak- 
ing, drinking, felling, and buying of fpirituous liquors 5 
Dur need not take pains to difcover what men lo in le- 
cret. it any one «lie or difappear and leave no heir? he 
{hall make an inventorv of his effects, and take care of 
them. ie fhall fee that particular ferries and wells are 
kept feparate for the ule of women only. Fie fhall take 
care to empioy truíty people in drawing water for fup- 
plying the public water-couries. He fhall not permit 
women to ride o» horfe-back. He [ball take care thart 
neither an ox, a horfe, a buffaloe, or a camel be flaugh- 
tered. He muit not allow private people to confine the 
péríon of any one, nor admit of people being fold for 
flaves. He fhall not allow a woman to be burnt còn- 
trary to her inclination. He fhall not fuffer any one to 
be empaled. He fhall not permit any one to be cir- 
cumcifed under the age of twelve years; but after that 

eriod, they may be leit to their own difcretion.  I.ec 

im expel from the city all hypocritical mallungees and 
calendars, or make them quit that coure of life; but 
he mult be careful not to moleft reclute worfhippers of 
che Deity, DOr to offer violence to thole who refign them- 
felves to poverty through religious principles. Lert him 
fee that butchers, thole who wath dead bodies, and 
others who perform unciean offices, have their dwelling 
{eparate trom other men, who fhould avoid the fociety 
of fuch (tony-hearted dark-minded wretches. — VVhofo. 
ever drinketh out of the fame cup with an executioner, 
let one of his hands be cut off; or if he eateth of his 
kettle, deprive him of one of his fingers. Jet him fee 
that the cemetry be withoutfide the city, in. the weftern 


quarter. 
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«quarter. Let him prohibit the difciples from mourn- 
ing in blue veftments, ordering them to wear red cloths 
upon fuch occafions. From the firft till the nineteenth 
of the month Ferverdeen, during the whole of Aban, 
on the firft day of every folar month, on feftivals, >n 
days of eclipfes of the fun and moon, and on Sundays, 
ket him prohibit men from flaying beafts, except it be 
for feeding animals ufed in hunting, or for fick people, 
as necefhüty may require. Eet him have the place of 
execution withoutfide the city. Let him fee that the 
Allahee feftivals are duly obíerved ; and en the night of 
the new year, and the 1oth night of the month Ferver- 
deen be celebrated with. illuminations. On the eve ‘of 
z feftival, as well as on the feftival itíclf, let him order-a 
gettle-drum to be beat every three hours. He fhall 
cauíc the Hahee tarikh to be ufed in the Perfian and 
Kdindovec almanacs, obferving that in the latter the 
month be made to begin from Kifhenputch. 

































THE AMILGUZZAR (OR COLLECTOR 
OF THE REVENUES.) 


He muft confider himfelf the immediate friend of the 
hufbandman, be diligent in bufinefs, and a ftrict obfer- 
ver of truth, being the reprefentative of the chief magií- 
trate. He muft tranfact His bufinefs in a place where 
every one may find eafy accefs, without requinng any 
mediator. The crafty and difobedient he fhall ftrive.to 
reform by reprehenfion ; and if that produce not the 
defired effect, he fhall inflict other punifhment. Let 
him not be difcouraged at the lands having fallen wafte, 
but exert himfelf to bring them back again into culti- 
vation. He fhal not be fatisfied with receiving pecuni- 
ary fines in exculpation for murders and other capital 
offences: his conduct muft be fuch as to give no caufe 
for complaint. He muft afLít the needy — 
| wit 
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with loans of money, and receive payment at diftant and 
convenient periods. Wien any villase is cultivated to 
the hieheft dsorce of perfection by the fkiliul manage- 
ment of the chisi thereof, there Mall be beftowed apon 
him half a bilwah out of every beegah of land, or tome 
other re'vard proportionate ro his nierit.  L.et him en- 
dcavour to aicertain the quantity of land in cultivation, 
and make trial of diflcrent portions, in order to gain a 
competent Kknowiedce of its various properties, for there 
as a great diference in the value of land; and fome foils 
are only capabilis of being cultivated for particular pur— 
poies. fet him learn the character of every hufband- 
mar, and be the i:n:mediate protector of that clafs of our 
fubjeéts. | Fic fhaii acquaint himíelf with and maturely 
coniider the conduct of former Aumils; and if they ap- 
pear to have been guilty of incontideratenefs or difho- 
nefty towards the hufbandman, he muf ftrive to remedy 
the evils they may have occafioned. Let him endeavour 
to bring the wafte lands into cultivation, and be careful 
that the arable lands are not neglected. Let him pro- 
mote the cultivation of fuch articles as will produce ge- 
neral profit and utility, with a view to which he may 
allow fome reimiffion from the general rate of collection. 
If an hufbandiman cultivates a leis quantity of land than 
he engaged for, but produces a good excute for fo do- 
ing, let it be accepted. If an huibandman is able to 
culct'vate more bunjer land than may happen to be in 
his own particular village, he fhall be allowed land in 
fome other place. Lect him ule the utmott circumfpec- 
tion and impartialitv in meafuring the lands. He fhall 
annually aıt the hufbandman with loans of mone. 
I.ct him fee that his demands do not exceed his aeree- 
ments.  lf.in the fame piace tome want to engage by 
meaturement, and others defire to pay their proportion 
ot the revenues from an eftitmate ot the Crops, fuch con- 
trary propot:ls iball not be accepted. As foon as the 
agreements are concluded and executed, let them be 
fent io the prefence. Let him not be covetous of receiv- 
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ang money only, but likewife take grain. The manner 
of receiving grain is afier four ways: — Firit, Kunkcor. 
K zn, in the Hindovee language, f;ignifies grain; and 
the meaning of Aovoset is conjecture or eftimate. The 
way is this: The land is meafured with the crops ftand- 
ing, and which are efiimated by inípection. Thofe 
who are conver'ant in the bufinefs fay that the calcula- 
tion can be made with the greateft exactneís. If any 
doubt ariie, thev weigh the produce of a given quantity 
of land, confitting of equal proportions of gocd, nnd- 
dling, and bad, and form a comparative eftimate there- 
from. Second, Z;z/ey, and which is alfo called Biza 
teley, is after the fcilowing manner: They recap othe 

arveft, and, collecting the grain into barns, there divide 
it according to agreement. Bute both thefe methods are 
lable to inipontion, if the crops are not carefully watch- 
ed. Third, Afters /3vs/;cv, when ther divide the field 


as ioon as ittsiown. Fourth, Lare Butiiey. They form 
the grain into heaps, ef which they make a divition.

NV henever it wili not be opprceinve to the fubject, let the 
value of the grain be taken in ready money at the mar- 
ket-price. |

And befides the above, he (hall pay them their 
monthly falaries. They fhall fix a mark upon the land 
they have meafured. 


‘The aumil fhall take a written obligation from the 
principal inhabitants, to difcover any difference that may 
happen in the crops. If at the time of making the 
meafurement he meets with a parcel of bad land, he 
fhall immediately make an eftimate of the quantity and 
quality, and give the paper to the hufbandman, by way 
of certificate. If fuch difcovery be made after gather- 
ing the harveft, he fhall collect information from the 
neighbours of that place, as well as from the putwaree’s 
accounts, and allow what may appear to be the medium. 


The mohurur andthe putwary fhall keep their re- 
fpective accounts of the produce of the foil, in ths fame 
manner as the karkun. When the aumil has compared 
thefe accounts together, he ihall put his feal to them, 
and give the karkun, mohurur, and putwary, Copies of 
their refpective papers. When the accounts of the 
crops of a village are compieted, they fhall be fubjoined 
to tbe montijee (or account of aflets) and again au- 
thenticated by the karkun and putwary. This paper 

Vor. I. ak ought 
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ought to be fent to the prefence weekly, and muft on no 
account be delayed beyond a fortnight. If after fending 
the nefukh (eftimate of affets of revenue) any calamity 
befals the crops, the aumil fhall immediately inveftigare 
the circumftances, make an exact calculation of the 
dofs, and tranfmit the fame to the prefence, in order 
that it may either be approved of, or an auraeen fent 
to make further inquiry. Let him collect the resenues 
with kindneís, and never make” any demands before 
they become due. Hie fhall commence the collections 
of the fpring harveft from the Hooly This is an 
Hindoo feftival which falls out differently berween the 
time of the fun's arriving at the end of Aquarius to the 
fifteenth of Pifces. The autumn harveft he fhall Begin 
to collect from the Desfhereh, which ts another Hindoo 
feftival that alfo happens differently, from the beginning 
of Virgo to the commencement of Libra. Let him be 
careful that the treáfurers do not require any particular 
Ípecies of coin, but that whenever there be any defi- 
ciency in finenefs or weight, the exact deficiency be 
taken, and an account thereof given. in writing. Let 
bim agree with the hufbandman to bring his rents him 
felf at ítared periods, that there may be no plea for 
employing intermediate mercenaries. Whenever there 
is a plentiful harve(t let him collect the full amount of 
revenue, and not leave any balances to be realized trom 
future crops. If any one does not cultivate kherajee- 
land, but keeps it for pafturage, let there be taken 
yearly from a buffaloe fix dams, and from, an ox three 
dams; but calves fhall be permitted to graze without 
paying any duty. For every plough there fhall be 
allowed four oxen, two cows, and one buffaloe ;. from 
whom likewife no duty fhall be taken for pafturage. 


























He fhall hinfelf keep an exact account of whatever 
is paid into the treafury; and having compared it with 
the journal of the karkun, cauíe it to be authenticated 

by 
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bv the treafurer. Having faftened and í-aled up the 
mone; - bags, let them be depotited in a !afe place, on 
the door of which there íhall be feveral locks of dif-

Lhe, mokuddem and potwary, 
whenever they came with treafuire or to the courts of 
juílice, ufed to prefenc a falamv ot a dam cach; which 
cuftom is ordered to be diicontinucd.

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meer behry, rahdary, duties upon blankets, wool, 
leather, and ghee, and various other vexatious taxes, 
which the avarice of men who feared not God had in- 
troduced, to the oppreffion of mankind, he fhall by no 
means fuffer to be exacted. He fball appoint one who 
is perfectly acquainted with tbe diftriéts under his 
charge to refide at the prefence, for giving the moft 
minute information that may be required. He fhal 
make a monthly report to the prefence of the condition 
of the fubjects, jageerdars, neighbours, and rebelse to- 
gether with the market-prices of goods, the rent of 
houtes and fhops, the ftate of dervifhes and artificers, 
and every other remarkable occurrence. 


If there be not any cootwal within his diftri€ét, the 
aumil fhall execute that office in the manner prefcribed 
by the regulations tor that departnient.

NTuft be of an upright difpofition, a good writer, 
fkilful im accounts, and induftrious, as the aumil de- 
pends folely upon him for juft information. His duty 
is this: Hie fhall take froin the canoongoo an account 
of the medium ftate otf the revenues for ten years in 
money and in kind, and having thereby made himfelf 
acquainted with the nature and capacity of the country, 
fatisfy the aumil in every particular. He fhall write 
down whatever engagements are made with the huit- 
bandman. He thall keep a feparate account of the 
boundaries of the villages. He fhall draw out a flate- 
ment of the wafte and arable lands, to which he thal} 
fubjoin the names of the munnhf, the meafurer, and 
tanahdar, together with thote of the hufbandmen and 
nivaks (or chiets of the village) the articles of cultiva- 
tion, villages pergunnah and harveft ; and fubtracting 
che deticicncy, leave the amount of affets. NV hen the 

nicaíurernent 
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Ineafurement of a village is completed, let him draw 
out the proportion of aticfiment of each huíbandman, 
and ipecify the revenue to be paid by that place, ta 
ierve as a rule tor the aumil's collections. “The account 
of meafurement, which in the Hindovee language is 
called khke/Jereh, fhall be fent to the prefence. At the 
time of drawing out the towjee (or account of demands) 
it former [tatements thereof are not procurable, let him 
obtain information, by taking from the putwary an 
account of the land cultivated by each hufbandman. 
The towjee, together with the accounts of receipts and 
difburfements, fhall be ícnt to the prefence regularly. 
The. name of the collector fhall be written in the 
journal at the bottom of the account of each place. 
When an hufbandman brings his revenue, let him have 
a receipt for it, figned by the treafuver. He fhall 
receive from the putwary and mokeddem copies of 
their towjee accounts, as a guidance for making the 
collections, together with copies of the firkhut, or re- 
ceipts, which are given to the hufbandmen. There he 
fhall carefully compare together, and if he difcovers any 
fraud or coluhton, inflict a fhné upon the offenders. 
Hie fhall daily report to the aumil the receipts and 
balances of every village, and ftumulate him to the per- 
formance of his duty. | VV henever a hufbandman comes 
to fettle his account, let it be done immediately. Ac 
the end of every harveft, he {hall prepare accounts of 
receipts and balances, and compare them with the 
ucwaree’s books. He [ball keep a journal of receipts 
and difburferments under every name and form, and 
which ihall be every day authenticated by the feals and 
fionatures of thc aumil and treaíiurer. AC the end of 
the month he (hall inclofe the above account in a 
khereeteh (or filken bag) under the 1eal of the aumil, 
and dendi: to the pretence; whither he Mall allo daily 
traniniit. u — the teals of the principal officers, the 
sates Of exchange of mohurs and rupees, together with 
ae the 
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the market-prices of every article. At the end of every 
harveft, he thall draw out a particular account of the 
treafurer’s receipts and difburfements, and fend it to 
him for his fignature : and at the end of the year let 
there be ient to the prefence, under the feal of the 
aumil, the mujemmel (or abftract) and the jummabundy 
(or particular account of afleffinent). If any place has 
been attacked and plundered, let a calculation be made 
of the loís tuftained in cattle and effects, which is to be 
entered in the journal, and the circumftances repre- 
fented. to the prefence. When the feafon for making 
the collections 1s concluded, he fhall draw out an ac- 
count of what remains due from the country, which he 
{hall deliver to the aumil, and fend a copy to the pre- 
fence. In cafe of difmifhon from office, he Malh de- 
liver over to the new aumil an account of the balances 
cf revenue and tekavy, and, after having, fatisfied him 
regarding thofe particulars, take an abftract thereof, and 
repair to the pretence. 


THE TREASURER. 


The treafury fhall be fituated near the refidence of 
the principal officer of government. ‘The treafurer fhall 
not demand from the hufbandman any particular kind 
of coin, but receive mohurs, rupees, and copper of 
every fpecies. No ferf fhall be taken upon the coins 
of the prefent reign that are of full weight; and if any 
cf them are fhort in weight, the deficiency only is to 
be made up. “The coins of former reigns {hall be re- 
ceived as bullion. “The money fhall be carefully kept, 
with the Knowledge of the fhekdar and karkun ; it Mall 
be counted every evening, and a memorandum thereof 
figned by the aumil. Filiis accounts are to correfpond 
with thofe of the karkun, who is to counteifign them. 
He is to have one of the keys of the treafury ; and 
whenever it is to be opened, he fhall apprize the aumil 

and 
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and karkun thereof, He fhall not receive any money 
without the knowledge of the aumil and karkun ; and 
he fhall give the hufbandman receipts for his payments. 

To the book, which in the Hindovee language 1s called 
Bihee, the putwary fhall afix his fignature, in order that 
there may not be any difagreement in their accounts, 
No difburfements hail be made without the approba- 
tion of the dewan, excepting in cafes of abfolute necef- 

fity which will not admit of delay, when he may a& 
fron the orders of the fhekdar and karkun, but mutt 
afterwards reprefent the cafe to his fuperiors.
